About the Year 1361, Lionel, Duke of Clarence, 
was made Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, and ſome- 
times left his Deputy to govern it. This Duke be- 
ing Earl of Ulſter and Lord of Connaught by the 

Right of his Wife, came over with an Army of 


ſome 1500by Pole, and quitted the borders of the I 


Engliſh Pale in low Leinſter. He reformed the 


Eneliſh-Iriſh, grown barbarous (by embracing the = 
tyrannical Laws of the Iriſh, moſt profitable to 


them, which cauſed them likewiſe to take 7ri/h 
Names, and to uſe their Language and Apparel.) 


To which Purpoſe good Laws were made in Parlia- 


ment, and great Reformation followed, as well 
therein, as in the Power of the Engliſh, for the ſe- 
ven Years of his Lieutenancy, and after, till the 
fatal Wars of York and Lancaſter Houſes. And hi- 
therto molt of the Juſtices were Engliſh-Iriſh.

Neither read I there- 
in, of great Forces or Sums of Money ſent out of 
England into Ireland, (except Voluntaries, and the 
curſory Journies of King John and King Richard 


the ſecond) but rather that for the moſt part all de- 


ditions as well between the Engliſb-Iriſb, and the 
meer /riſh, as between the Eneliſh-Iriſh themſelves, 
were pacified by the F orces and Expences of the 
ſame Kingdom.

Coaſts of the Welſh, not yet united to the Crown 
of England,) and never raiſed Arms againſt Eng- 


land, till Thomas Fitz-Gerald, the Son of Gerald 
 Fitz-Gerald, Earl of Kildare, and Lord Deputy of 
Ireland, under King Henry the eighth, (whom the 
King had called into Eugland, and there brought in 


queition for his ill Government,) hearing by light 
and falſe Rumour that his Father was executed, raſh- 


ly took Arms againſt the King, inviting the Em- 

peror Charles the fifth to invade Ireland, which he 
in the mean time waſted with Fire and Sword. This 
Thomas and five of his Uncles were ſhortly- after 


hanged, the Father being before dead of Grief.

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But Queen Mary reſtored this Family to Honour 
and Lands, though they never after recovered their 


former Dignity. Of theſe Geralds moſt of the 


greateſt Lords in Munſter are deſcended, (though 


for divers Cauſes, many of them have taken other 


Sirnames) and particularly the Earls of Deſmond. 
Magrice Fitz-Thomas a Geraldine was firſt created 


Earl of Deſmond, by Edward the third. Of whoſe 
Poſterity many excelled in Wealth, Virtue, and 
honourable Reputation, far extending their Pow- 
er.

W hereupon the Lord Deputy, Sir William Fitz> 
williams, ſent the Queen's Forces into Fermannaghb, 


won Mac Guire's Caſtle of Enniskillen, and pro- 


claimed him Traytor. And the J/riſh avow, that 
the Lord Deputy there let fa lthreatning Speeches 
in publick againſt the Earl of Tyrone, calling him

TIhheſe Speeches coming to the Earl's hearing, he 
ever after pretended, that they were the firſt Cauſe 
that moved him to miſdoubt his Safety, and to ſtand 
upon his Defence, now firſt combining himſelf 
with Donnel, and the other Lords of the North, 


to defend their Honours, Eſtates, and Liberties. 


When Tyrone firſt began to plot his Rebellion, he's 
ſaid to have uſed two notable Practices. Firſt, his 
Mien being altogether rude in the Uſe of Arms, he 


offered the State to ſerve the Queen againſt Turlogh 


N Lynnogb with fix hundred Men of his own, and ſo 


obtained ſix Captains, to train them (called by our

To theſe Articles the Earl anſwered by Letters, 
ſaying, that the Marſhal accuſed him upon Envy, 


: and byſuborned Witneſſes, and that he together 
with the Lord Deputy, apparently {ought his over- 


throw. Further complaining, that the Marſhal 


detained from him his Siſter's Portion, whom he 
had married, and that (according to his former 


Complaint) he uſurped Juriſdiction over all ter, 
and in particular exerciſed it over him. Yet theſe 
Articles of Treaſon Tn Earl were believed 
in England, till he offered by his Letters to ſtand 
to his Trial either in England or Ireland. And ac- 
cordingly he anſwered to the ſaid Articles before the 
Lord Deputy and Council at Dundalk, in ſuch ſort 
as they who had written into England againſt him, 
now to the contrary wrote, that he had ſufficiently 
anſwered them. W hereupon the Lords  _ 
of England wrote to the Earl of Tyrone, Ann. 1594. 
inthe Month of Auguſt, of the follow- 35 
ing Vear, that they approved his Anſwers, and 
ed, and that public kly before Judges, and eſpecial- 
ly, that his Anſwers were for a Time concealed. 
Further, they commended him for the token of 
Loy he had given, in dealing with Mac Gwire 
to ſubmit himſelf, exhorting him to perſiſt in his

Richard Bingham the Governor, Mac Gwire was re-

Againſt this Mac Gwire, the Earl of Tyrone 


ſerved with the Queen's Forces, and valiantly fight- 


ing, was wounded in the Thigh, yet this Earl pro- 
viding for his Security, about this Time impriſon- 


ed the above- mentioned Sons of Shaned Neal, who 


had eſcaped out of Dublin Caſtle, and if they had 


been there kept, would have been a ſure pledge of 


his Obedience, neither would he reſtore them to 


Liberty, though he were required ſo to do, but 
ſtill covering his treacherous Heart with Oſtenta- 
tion of a Fear conceived of his Enemies, he ceaſed 


not daily to complain of the Lord Deputies and 
Marihals envy againſt him, and of wrongs done 
him by the Garriſon Soldiers. Thus the Fire of 
this dangerous Rebellion is now kindled, by the a-

Deſert. The Marſhal Sir Henry Bagnol was then 
ready to prove before the Lord Deputy Articles of 
High Treaſon againſt Tyrone, and to avow that he 
ſent Mac Gwire with his Primate into Connaught. 
That he had ſecret Intelligence with the Traytors 
Mac Gwire and q Donnel, and had communicated 
Counſels with them, and gave them aid in the

elieve Enniskilling, and expel Mac Guire out of his 
Country. This Winter following, it ſeems there

Por in the Month of February, the Lords of Eng- 

id wrote to the Lord Deputy, of her Majeſty's 
Pike of certain Writings ſent over from q Donnet:

England to be ſent thither. And becauſe their 
Lordſhips judged that all the Practices of the Nor- 
thern Lords came out of Tyroxe's School, (how- 
ſoever he groſly diſſembled the contrary), their

Hyrone hearing that Supplies of Sol diers, and

His humble Petitions were, that he and 
his might be pardoned, and have free Exerciſe of 
Religion granted (which notwithſtanding had 
never before either been puniſhed or enquired after) 
that theMarſhal ſhould pay him one thouſandPound 
for his dead Siſters, his Wife's Portion; that no 
Garriſons nor Sheriffs ſhould be in his Country;

Shane Mac Brian Mac Phelime 6-Neal complained 
of an Iſland taken from him by the Earl of Eher, 
and that he had been impriſoned till he ſurrendred to 
the Marſhal a Barony, his antient Inheritance. 
Hugh Mac Guire complained of Inſolencies done by 
Garriſon Soldiers and by a Sheriff, Who N - 
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killed one of his neareſt Kinſmen. Brian Mac Hugh 
Oge, and Mac Mahowne (ſo the Iriſh call'd the chief 
of that Name ſurviving), and Ever Mac Cooly of 
the ſame Family of Mac Mahowns's, complained 
of theabove-mentioned unjuſt Execution of Hugh 
Koe Mac Mahowne, in the Government of Sir Wil- 
lam litz illiams.

The Commiſſioners judged ſome of their Petiti- 
ons equal, others they referred to the Queen's Plea - 
ſure: But when on the Queen's Part they pro- 
pounded to the Rebels ſome Articles to be perform 
ed by them, they were grown ſo inſolent, as judging 
them unequal, the Conference was broken off, 
| with a few Days Truce granted on both Sides, 
when the Queen, for ſparing of Blood, had reſol- 

ved to give them any reaſonable Conditions. 
This Truce ended, the Lord Deputy and the 
| Lord General, about the eighteenth of July, drew 
the Forces to Armagh, with ſuch Terror to the Re- 
bels, as Tyrone left the Fort of Blackwater, burnt 
the Town of Dungannon, and pulld down his 
Houſe there, burnt all Villages, and betook himſelf 
to the Woods. They proclaimed Tyrone Traitor in 
his own Country, — leaving a Guard in the 
Church of Armagh, they for want of Victuals re- 
turned to Dublin, and by the Way placed a Garri- 
ſon in Monaghan. And when the Army came near 
to Dundalk, the Lord Deputy, according to his 
Inſtructions from England, yielded the Command 
of the Army to the Lord General, and leaving him 
with the Forces in the Northern Borders, returne' 
to Dublin.

General Norris being left by the Lord De- 
puty on the northern Borders, with full Com- 
mand of the Army, the Winter paſſed without 
any great Exploit.

The Lord 
Deputy ſeemed to the Lord General, to be unequal 
and too ſharp againſt Tyroze, with whom he wiſth- 
ed no Treaty of Peace to be held, (which he wiſe- 
ly did, having experienced his falſe Subtilty, and 
knowing that he See Delays, only till he could 
have Aid from Spain.) But the Lord 98 (Wwhe- 
ther it were in Emulation of the Lord Deputy, or 
in his Favour and Love to Tyrone) was willing to 
reclaim him by a gentle Courſe (which that craf- 
ty Fox could well nouriſh in him.)

of their Letters of humble Submiſſion, ſince that 
Time preſented to her, doth fignify her gracious 
Pleaſure to Sir Fohn Norris, Lord General, and 
Sir Gery Fenton, her Majeſty's Secretary for /re- 
land, giving* them Authority to promiſe Pardon 
of Lite, and reſtoring of Lands and Goods to the 
ſaid Lords, ſeeking with due Humility her Royal 


Mercy, and to hear them, with Promiſe of favou- 


rable Conſideration in all their Complaints. And 
thus much the Commiſſioners ſignified to Tyrone 
and 6 Donnel, by Captain Sant Leger, and Captain 


Warren, ſent of purpoſe unto them, with Inſtruc- 


tions dated the eleventh of April, this preſent Year, 
1596, and with Reference of other Particulars, 


to a Meeting appointed to be at Dundalk. The 


_ twentieth of the {ſame Month, Tyrone, at Dundalk 


before theſe Commiſſioners, craved the Queen's 


Mercy on his Knees, ſigning with his Hand a 


moſt humble Submiſſion in Writing, vowing 


Faith in the Preſence of Almighty God, who 


ſeeth into the Secrets of all Mens Hearts, and (to 


uſe ſtill his own Words) moſt humbly craving her 
| Majeſty's Mercy and Pardon on the Knees of his 
Heart. His firſt Petition for Liberty of Religion, 


was utterly rejected. For the ſecond, touching 


Freedom from Garriſons and Sheriffs, he was an- 
ſwered, that her Majeſty would not be 
how to govern. In the third, interceeding for 
6 Reilly's Pardon, it was diſliked that he ſhould 
capitulate for others, yet giving hope of his Par- 
don upon his own Submiſhon. For the fourth, 
concerning the Juriſdiction of Armagh, the An- 
 ſwer was, that her Majeſty would reſerve all the 
— Biſhops Right. For the fifth, concerning the 
freeing of Shane 6 Neal's Sons, it was referred to 
her Majeſty's further Pleaſure. Finally, he 2 


preſcribed 
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miſed to deſiſt from aiding the Rebels, and from 

intermeddling with the Neighbour Lords. Ta 
make his Country a Shire. To admit a Sheriff. 
To renounce the Title of 6 Neal. To confeſs 
(upon his Pardon) all his Intelligences with fo- 
reign Princes, and all his paſt Actions, which ma 

concern the Good of the State. To rebuild the 
Fort and Bridge of Blackwater, and to relieve the 
Garriſon for ready Money at all times. 'To de- 
liver in ſufficient Pledges. To diſmiiſs all his Forccs, 
and to pay ſuch reaſonable fine to her Majeſty's 
Uſe, as ſhould be thought meet by her Majeſty. 
Hugh 6 6 Donnel at the ſame time did agree to divers 
Articles, for the Good of his Country, and made 
his like humble Submiſſion. The like did Hugh 
Mac Guire, Bryan Mac Hugh, Ever Oge Roz Mac 
Cooly, Bryan 6 Rewark (called 6 Rorke,) Shane Mac 
Bryan, Phillip 6 Reilly, and others. To each one 
was given (under the Commiſſioners Hands) a Pro- 


miſe of her Majeſty's Pardon, upon putting in of 


Pledges. And Proclamation was made, to give 
Notice hereof to all the Queen's Subjects, that 


in the mean time no Acts of Hoſtility might be 


done againſt any of thoſe, who * thus ſubmit⸗ 85 
ted themſelves. 9 
Thus the Ul/er Rebels, by. a Submiſſion too 
honeſt tobe truly intended by them, whilſt Pledges 
were expected, and Pardons drawn, were freed 
from the Proſecution of the Queen's Forces this 
Summer. And even at this time did Tyrone ſoli- 
cite Aid in Spain, and two or three Meſſengers 
came ſecretly to the Rebels from thence, by whom 
many of them (as 6 Rorke, Mac William, &c.) 
ſent a Writing fgned, to the King of Spain, co- 
venanting, that if he would ſent ſufficient For CES, 
they would join theirs to his, and if he would at 
all relieve them. in the mean time they would re- 
| fuſeall Conditions of Peace. But Tyroze, though 
conſenting, yet was too o crafty to ſign this Cove- 
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nant, yea, craftily he ſent the King of Spain's An- 
ſwer to the Lord Deputy, whilſt he notwithſtan- 
ding relied on the promiſed Succours, I find no- 
thing of Moment done this Summer by the Forces 
with the General, being reſtrained by the laſt A- 
greement at Dundalk z only about the End of Au- 


guſt, he wrote out of Connaught unto the Lord De- 


puty, complaining of divers Wants, and deſiring 


more Forces to be {ent him. To whom the Lord 


Deputy anſwered, that his Lordſhip had War- 


rant to {ſupply ſome of his Wants in the Country, 
and denied the ſending of any Forces to him, be- 


cauſe himſelf was to go into the Field. 


| By this time the Rebels of Leinſter were (as I 

formerly mentioned) grown ſtrong, Feogh Mac 

| Hugh breaking his Protection, entred into Acts 
of Hoftility, and he together with the 8 Mores, 

6 Connors, 6 Birnes, 0Tooles, the Cavenaghs, But- 

lers, and the chief Names of Connaught, animated 
by the Succeſs of Ulſter Men, combined together, 

and demanded to have the barbarous Titles of 6 

and Mac, together with Lands they claimed, to be 

| reſtored to them, in the mean time ſpoiling all 


the Country on all Sides. 


About the Month of Fanuary, Sir Richard Bing- 


bam, Governor of Connaught, who had valiantly 


| beaten # Royke out of his Country, and 1 


the Boarks, and other Rebels, was called into Eng- 


15 land, upon Complaints of the Iriſh, and Sir Conyers 


Clifford was ſent to govern Connaught. This Gen- 


tleman complained off by the /ri/b, was valiant 
and wiſe; but ſome of our Exgliſh Stateſmen 
+ thought him too ſevere, and that he had thereby 
driven many into Rebellion, howſoever himſelf 
very well experienced in the Country, and thoſe 
who beſt underſtood the 1ri/þ Nature, found no- 


thing ſo neceſſary for keeping them in Obedience, 


as Severity, nor ſo dangerous for the Increaſe of 


| Murders and Qutrages, as Indulgence towards 


| them. 
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them. His Anſwers to their Complaints could not Þ 
be ſo admitted, as for the time ſome Diſcoun- 
tenance fell not on him, which Reward of Ser- 
vices he conſtantly bore, till in ſnort time after, 
to his great Grace, the State thought fit again 
to uſe his Service, in a Place of great Command 
in the Army. V 
Sir Fohun Norris Lord General, Sir George 
Bourcher, Maſter of her Majeſty's Ordnance, and 
Sir Geffery Fenton her Majeſty's Secretary for Ireland, 
being by Commiſſion directed to treat again with 
Tyrone, did by their Letters dated the twentieth of 


January, remember him of the favour he had re- | | 


ceived at the laſt Treaty at Dundalk, and charged 
him (as formerly he had been charged) with high 
Crimes ſince that committed by him, to the viola- 


tion of the Articles then agreed on, therefore ad- 


viſing him, that ſince they were for her Majeſty's 


Service to draw to the Borders, he would there teſ- 
tify to them his Penitence for Offences done fince 


his Pardon, by ſuch an humble and hearty Submiſſi- 
on, as they might recommend into England from 
him. Tyrone by his Anſwer of the twoand twenti- 
eth of January, acknowledged under his Hand her 
Majeſty's Mercy therein extended to him, and con- 
feſſed Offences and Breaches of the Articles there 
Signed, withal defiring them, to examine the 
Wrongs and Provocations, by which he had been 
driven thereunto, and proteſting his Sorrow for 
_ theſe Offences. The fame Day he met the Com- 
miſſioners near Dundalk, where he being on the one 
ſide of the Brook, they on the other, he put off his 
Flat, and holding it with great Reverence in his 
Hand, ſaid to them. That he was come thither, 
not only to ſhew his Duty to them, as her Majeſty's 
Commiſſioners, but his inward deſire to be made 
and continued a Subject. When he would have 
remembred the Wrongs ſince his late Pardon pro- 
voking him to Diſloyalty, they cut him off by re- 
4 911 i El” membring 
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membring him of all the Benefits, and that of his 
laſt Pardon, received from the Queen, which 
ſhould have counterpoiſed his Wrongs, and have 
kept him in Duty. He confeſſed this, with ſhew 
of great Remorſe, and proteſted before God and 
Heaven, that there was no Prince nor Creature, 
whom he honoured as he did her Majeſty 3 nor any 
Nation of People that he loved or truſted more, 
than the Engliſh. Proteſting further, that if her 
Majeſty would pleaſe to accept of him again as a 
Subject, and to take ſuch courſe as he might be ſo 
continued, (thus ſtill he reſerved Pretence of 
 Wrongs to ſhadow his future Diſloyalties,) then 


he doubted not but to redeem all his Faults paſt with 


ſome notable Services. Beſides, he gave Anſwers 


do divers Queſtions, and ſigned them after with his 5 


Hand. Firſt, asked what Meſſages and Letters 
had paſſed between Spain and him; he anſwered, 
never to have received any, but Incouragements from 
Spain, and Aſſurances of an Army to aid him: that 
he never had further contract with the Spaniards, 

and that he had ſent the King of Spain's Letter a- 
bove- mentioned to the Lord Deputy and Council: 
That he never received thence any Money or ought 
of Value, nor any of his Confederates to his Know- 


ledge. Only 6 Donnel had ſome fifteen Barrels of 


Powder, whereof he ſhould have had a Portion, 
but never had it. Secondly, for the late Submit- 
ties, Pardons, and Pledges, he undertook that 
with all ſpeed the Pledges ſhould be ſent to Dublin, 
with Agents to ſue out the Pardons, granted in the 
laſt Treaty at Dundalk. Thirdly, for his making 
6 Reilly, he vowed that the Gentlemen of the 
Country made him, and that he would hereafter ne- 
ver meddle in the Cauſes of the Brenny.  Fourthly, 


for the Rebels of Leinſter and the Butlers, he 


anſwered, that he never had Confederacy with 
any but Feogh mas Hugh, and for the Butlers, he ne- 
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ver had any Thing to do with them. Fifthly, for 


Agents in Hyain, he denied to have any, or to know 
any his Confederates had. Sixthly, for his jca- 


louſy of the State, he avowed it to be upon juſt 
Cauſes, which he would after make known. This 


done, he deſired Captain Warren might come over 


the Brook tohim, and then by him he requeſted 
that himſelf might come over to the Commiſſion- 
ers, in token of his taithful Heart to her Majeſty 


which granted, he with great reverence ſalured 
them, and with Hat in Hand, lifting up his Eyes 


to Heaven, deſired God to take Vengeance on him, 


if (her Majeſty vouchſafing to make him a Subject, 


and to cauſe the Articles of Dundalſ to be kept to 


him) he would not continue faithful, and deſired 
never to ſee Chriſt in the Face, if he meant not as 


he ſpoke. He confeſſed, that the Spaniſh Ships late- 
ly arrived in the North, had brought 6 Donnel the 


King's Letter, 2 that he heard the Earl of 
Tyrone to be dead, and the /ri/þ to have received a 
great overthrow, defiring to beadvertiſed of their 


State. And that 9 Donne before his coming had 
given anſwer, that if the King ſent an Army, he 


would take his Part, and hoped the like of the o- 


ther /riſh. But at his coming, that the Spaniſh 


Captain excuſing that the King had not written to 


him, he only told him, that Promiſe had not been 
kept with him by the Engliſo, and therefore he 


would not refuſe the "ogy promiſed Aid. And 
with many Execrations ſwore, . that the Captain 


left neither Munition nor Treaſure with him, and 
that he never received any Thing from the King of 
Spain, but that Letterabove-mentioned, which he 


ſent tothe Lord Deputy. And that he never wrote 


but three Letters into Spain, all about one Time, 


and (as he thought) all pans} e Laſtly, he 


vehemently denied to have incited any Munſter Men 
to Rebellion, ſince his laſt Pardon. So with like 
Reverence as formerly, he took his leave. 


Upon 
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Upon Advertiſement hereof into England, the 
Commiſſioners received ample Power to conclude 
all Things with Tyroze. Thus much they made 
known to him by Letters, {ent to him by his old 
friend Captain Warren, the ninth of March, with 


Inſtructions to appoint the ſecond of April the Day 


of meeting at Dundalk, which Tyrone accepted, 


with ſhew of joy to be received to her Majeſty's 


Mercy, the Sweetneſs whereof he had often expe- 


rienced, and of fear to be purſued by her Forces, 


which he profeſſed himſelf not able to reſiſt. Bur 


by his Letters the fifteenth of March, he made 
doubt of meeting, pretending that his Pledges 
were not changed according to Covenant, nor Re- 
ſtitution made him by thoſe that had preyed his 
Country, and that his Confederates could not come 
ſo ſoon. The Commiſhoners replyed by Letters 


the two and twentieth of March, that theſe were 


but Delays, ſince the Pledges at the Meeting (upon 
his putting in his eldeſt Son for Pledge) ſhould be 
reſtored, and he in all Things reaſonably ſatisfied, 


proteſting that if he refuſed this occaſion, they 


 coulddo no more for him, ſince her Majeſty would 

be no longer abuſed by his fair Promiſes and Delays : 
Adding, that he muſt conform himſelf to the Di- 
rections they had, and could not alter. Maſter Se- 
cretary wrote out of England unto the Commiſſion- 


ers the two and twentieth of March; That her 


Majeſty was diſpleaſed to have the Treaty thus de- 
layed, and charged to have the Meeting in a Town, 
as a Submiſſion of the Rebels, not in the Field as a 


Parley. That her Majeſty prepared for the War, 
reſolving not to have any more Treaties, if this 
took not Effect. Laſtly, deſiring them to acquaint 


the Lord-Deputy with all their Directions, and 
the Iſſues, and to excuſe his not writing to his 
} Lordſhip, thinking that the Commiſſioners were 
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Upon the tenthof April, in the Year 
1597, the Commiſſioners again preſſed 
Tyrone by Letters, not to ſlac k his own greateſt Good 
by Delays, and appointed for the laſt Day of Meet- 
ing, the ſixteenth of that preſent Month, and that 
His Confederates not able then to come, ſhould draw 
after as ſoon as they could, proteſting that this was 
the laſt Time that they would write unto him. Y- 
rone on the ſeventeenth of April, ſent his Reaſons 
of not coming: Firſt juſtifying his Relapſe into Diſ- 
loyalty by the Truce not obſerved to him, and becauſe 
Reſtitution was not made him of Preys taken from 
him, which was promiſed. Then excuſing his 
not meeting, becauſe his Pledges, by the truce be-

2 ing from three Months to three Months to be 


changed, were {till detained, yea, his Pledges the 
| ſecond time put in, were kept together with the 
_ firſt; And faying, that he durſt not come to the 
Lord General, becauſe many Promiſes by him made, 
being not kept, he knew it was much againſt his 
honourable Mind, and ſo could not be perſwaded, 
but that the Lord-General was over-ruled by the 
Lord-Deputy, ſo as he could not make $006 his 
Proniiſes without the Lord-Deputy's conſent, who 
ſhewed malice to him, and was no doubt the Cauſe 
of all the Breaches of ſuch Promiſes, as had been 
made unto him. Again, in regard he heard that the 
Lord Bourgh was to come over Lord-Deputy, Who 
wWoas altogether unknown to him, he proteſted to 
fear that the Acts of the Lord-General with him, 
would not be made good, wiſhing that rather the 
Lord-General might be continued in his Command, 
for then he would be confident of a good Conclufi- 
on. Finally, he deſired a Meeting near Dundalk 
the ſix and twentieth of April, but this {peo 
ment for the Day being againſt the laſt final Reſo- 


lution, and for the Place againſt her Majeſty's Di- 


rections, there was no more Speech of this Trea- 
Bhs Wm 
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In the mean Time Sir William Ruſſe! Lord-De- 


puty, by the managing of thoſe and like Affairs, 


finding himſelf not duly countenanced out of Eng- 


land, in the Place he ſuſtained, had made carneſt 
Suit to be called home, and accordingly about the 


end of May he was revoked, and the Lord Bourgh, 


(fo he himſelf writes, others write Burke, 


and Camden writes Borough) came over L. Bourgh. 


Lord-Deputy. The ill Succeſs of the L. Deputy. 


Treaties and ſmall Progreſs of the Wars, 


together with this unexpected change of the Lord- 


Deputy, coming with ſupreme Authority, as well 
in Martial as Civil Cauſes, broke the Heart of Sir 


John Norris Lord-General, a Leader as worthy and 


famous as England bred in our Age. Of late (ac- 


cording to vulgar Speech) he had diſpleaſed the 
Earl of Eher, then a great Favourite in Court, 


and by his Merits poſſeſſed of the Superintendency 
in all martial Affairs: For Sir John Norris had em- 
braced the Action of Breſt Fort in Britany, and 


the Wars in thoſe Parts, when the Earl him- 
ſelf had purpoſe to entertain them, and prevailed 


againſt the Earl, by undertaking them with leſs 


Forces, than the Earl deſired for the ſame. And 


it was 3 that the Earl had preferred the Lord 
Bourgh, of purpoſe to diſcontent him, in regard 
the ſaid Lord Bourgh had had a private 2 with 
the ſaid General in England, and that 


eſides the 


* ſuperior Command of this Lord, (though other - 


wiſe moſt worthy, yet of leſs Experience in the 
Wars than the General had,) could not but be un- 


ſupportable to him, eſteemed one of the greateſt 


Captains of his Time, and yet having inferior 
Command of the Preſidentſhip of Munſter in the 
lame Kingdom. Certainly upon the Arrival of this 


new Lord-Deputy, preſently General Norris was 


| commanded to his Government of Munſter, and 
not to ſtir thence without Leave. When he came 
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thither, this Grief ſo wrought upon his high Spi- 
rit, as it apparently broke his brave and formerly un- 
daunted Heart, for without Sickneſs or any pub- 
lick Sign of Grief, he ſuddenly died, in the Em- 
brace of his dear Brother, Sir Thomas Norris, his 
Vice- preſident, within ſome two Months of his 
coming into Munſter. 
The Lord Bourgh at his entry into the Place 
of Lord Deputy, found all the North in Rebel- 
lion, except ſeven Caſtles, with their Towns or 
Villages, all but one lying towards the Sea, name- 
ly, Newry, Knockfergus, Carling ford, Green-Caſtle, 
Armagh, Dondrum, and Olderfleet. Andall Connaught 
was likewiſe in Rebellion, together with the Earl 

of Ormond's Nephews the Butlers, in Munſter. 
In this Month of May, d Rorke was ſent into 
England, by the King of Scots, and there executed. 
This 6 Rorke ſeems to have been expelled his Coun- 

try, when Sir Richard Bingham was Governor of 
Connaught, but thoſe of his Name, and the chief 
of them, uſurping the County of Leitrim, till 
continued Rebels. 25 . 
Tyrone hitherto with all Subtilty and a thouſand 
 Slights abuſing the State, when he {aw any Dan- 
ger hanging over him, by feigned Countenance 
and falſe Words pretended humbleſt Submiſſion, 
and hearty Sorrow for his Villanies; but as ſoon 

as Opportunity of purſuing him was omitted, or 
the Forces were of Neceſſity to be drawn from 
his Country, with the Terror of them all his 
Loyalty vaniſhed, yea, he failed not to mingle ſe- 
cretly the greateſt Counſels of Miſchief with his 
humbleſt Submiſſions. And theſe Courſes had 
been nouriſhed by the Sloth of our Leaders, the 
Frugality of ſome of our Counſellors, and the 
Queen's inbred Lenity: yet of all other, he had 
moſt abuſed the late Lord General's Love to him, 
and his Credulity, which ſpecially grew out of 

his Love. Now of this new Lord * by 
5 <a „ 
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Letters he requeſted a Truce or Ceſſation, which it 
ſeemed good to the Lord Deputy to grant for a 
* Month, in regard of the Conveniency of her Ma- 
jeſty's preſent Affairs, not any way to gratify the 
Rebel, for he had no Purpoſe to entertain more 
Speech of his Submiſſion, or to ſlack the Purſuit 
of him and his Confederates, to which he was 
wholly bent. He faw the lamentable Effects, 
which theſe Ceſſations, together with Protecti- 
ons, had hitherto produced, and among other 
Evils, did ſpecially reſolve to avoid them. 
Therefore as ſoon as the Month of Truce was 
expired, the Lord Deputy as well by his firſt Ac- 
tions, to give Luſtre and ominous Preſage to his 
Government, as becauſe he judged it beſt for the 
Service to ſtrike at the Head, preſently drew the 
Forces towards Tyrone. The Triſh, in a Faſtneſs 


| near Armagh, (fo they call ftraight Paſſages in 


Woods, where to the natural Strength of the 
Place is added the Art of interlacing, the low 
Bows, and caſting the Bodies of Trees acrofs the 
Way) oppoſed the Paſſage of the Engliſh, who 
made their Way with their Swords, and found 
that the 771 reſolutely aſſaulted, would eaſily 
give ground. Then the Lord Deputy affaulted 
the Fort of Blackwater, formerly built by the Eng- 
lh upon the Paſſage to Dungannon, whence rhe -:- 
| Farl at his firſt entering into Rebellion, had by 
Force expelled the Engliſh, as carefully as he 
would have driven Poiſon from his Heart. This 
Fort he ſoon won, and repairing the ſame, put a 
Company of Engliſh Soldiers into it, to guard it. 
But whilſt the Lord Deputy with the whole Ar- 
my were rendering Thanks to God for this good 
| Succeſs, the Rebels ſhewed themſelves out of the 
thick Woods near adjoining on the North-fide 
of the Fort, ſo as the Prayers were interrupted by 
calling to Arms. The Eugliſb entered Skirmiſh, 
and prevailed againſt them, driving them to fly 
. I. e e > 0

into the thickeſt of their Dens. In this Conflict 


were killed Francis Vaughan, Brother to the Lord 
Deputy's Wife, and Robert Turner, Serjeant Ma- 


jor of the Army, and two foſter Brethren to Hen- 
77 Earl of Kildare, who with his Troop of Horſe 

valiantly ſerved upon the Rebel, and took the 
Death of his foſter Brethren ſo to heart, (after the 


Education of the ri) as he 3 after died. 
Many alſo were wounded, among whom Thomas 
HYalker was of chief Name. 


W hen the Lord Deputy firft reſolved to draw up 


to Blackwater, he ſent Directions to Sir Conyers 


Clifford to come up with the Connaught Forces by 


the Way of Ballyſbannon, and to meet him there, 
which he in like ſort attempted, but being over- 


matched by the Rebels lying in his Way, could 


not pierce ſo far, but was forced to retire, and by | 
that Retreat won great Reputation to himſelf and 


the Men under him : for having with him ſome 


ſix or ſeven hundred Foot only; of which Part 
was of the old Britan Soldiers, and being aſſailed | 

by more than 2000 Rebels, during thirty Miles 
March he valiantly repelled them, and ſafely re- 


tired to the Garriſon. _ 


Tbe Lord Deputy leaving the Fort at the Black- 
water well guarded to the Charge of Captain 


Thomas Williams, withdrew the Forces towards 
the Pale. Now the Rebels toſſed between Hope, 


Fear, and Shame, reſolved to beſiege the Fort, 
and Tyrone thought his Reputation loſt, if he re- 
covered it not, and ſo with joint Force they com- 
moms and affailed the ſame. Wo hereof the Lord 


eputy being advertifed, with all poſſible Expe- 


dition gathered the Forces, to lead them to the 


Relief of that Fort, and the Rebels hearing of 


tis Lordſhip's Approach, quitted the Siege of the 
Fort, and retired into their Strengths. Where- 
upon the Lord Deputy marched forward, and ha- 

ving paſled the Blackwater Fort, and purpoſing 
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Lord Preſident of Munſter, was under 
the great Seal of Ireland proviſionally made Lord 
Juſtice of the Kingdom, (as the Cuſtom is in ſuch 
ſudden Changes) who repaired to Dublin, and there 
executed his Place for one Month (as I think of 
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to enter and pals the Place leading to Dungannon; 
Hyrone's chief Houſe, he fell ſuddenly fick, and 


being carried back in his Horſe-litter to Armagh, 


and thence to the Newry, died in the Way, tothe 


* joy of the Rebels, dejected with his ſharp 
Proſecution and bold Adventures, and to the no 
leſs Grief of the Engliſh erected with hope of 


good Succeſs. Howſoever many of good Judg- 


ment held his Purpoſe of paſſing to Dungannon ve- 
ry dangerous, and altogether fruitleſs; ſince no 


arriſons being planted to gain Ground, no other 
Iſſue could be hoped in the beſt Event, than a 


brag of Courage in paſling to Tyrore's chief Seat, 
which no other Deputy had yet attempted. And

Hereupon en- 
ſued a meeting at Dundalk, on the 22d of Decem- 


ber, where Drone made his moſt humble Submiſ- 
ſion in Writing, acknowledging her Majeſty's 


great Mercy in giving him and his Aſſociates their 


\ Pardons upon former Submiſſions, and upon the 


knees of his Heart (as he writes) profeſſed moſt 


| hearty Penitence for his Diſloyalty, and eſpecial- 
ly his foul Relapſes thereinto, humbly beſeeching 

the Lord Lieutenant to be a Means to her ſacred | 

Majeſty for his Pardon, withal making known 


his Grievances, which howſoever they could not 


grant a Truce or Ceſſation of Arms for eight 


Weeks following. And further, to the End it 
might appcar that his Submiſſion proceeded from 


his Heart, promiſing that for the Time of this 
Ceſſation, there ſhould be no Impediment given 
to her Majeſty's Miniſters bringing V ictuals to 
Blackwater Fort, yea, that for a poor Token of 


his humbleſt Duty, he would voluntarily give to 
the Hands of the Captain forty Beeves, and ſuffer 
the Soldiers to cut and ferch in Wood, or any 
other Proviſions. For his Performance whereof 


he offered preſently to give Pledges to his Lord- 


The ſame Day he ſubſcribed the following Ar- 
ticles, propounded to him by the. Lord Licute- 
_ nant. Firſt, he promiſcth for him and his Aſſociates,

juſtify his Offence, yet might in ſome Meaſure 
quality the Heinouſneſs thereof. And till theſe | 
might be booked, 10 be ſent over with his Sub- 
miſſion, moſt humbly craving of his Lordſhip to 
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faithfully to keep her Majeſty's Peace during the 
Ceſſation. Secondly, that he will preſently recal 
all U/fer Men ſent by him into Leinſter, leaving 
thoſe who ſhould not obey his Directions to the 
L >rd Licutenant's Diſcretion. Thirdly, if any 
during the Truce ſhall break into Rebellion, he 
promiſeth not to aid them, ſo as none depending 
on his Truce, be in the mean time taken in by 
the State without his Conſent. Fourthly, he 
agreeth to a general Liberty, of buying Neceſſa- 


tries for his Men in the Pale, and for the Queen's 


Subjects in Ulſer, and nothing to be forceably 
taken on either Side. Fiithly, that upon pretend- 
ed Wrongs no Revenge be taken, but Reſtitu- 
tion be made within ten Days after Complaint. 
Sixthly, that during the Truce he ſhall have no 
Intelligence with the King of Spain, or other fo- 
reign Prince, but acquaint the State with any 
' Meſſage he ſhall receive, or Project he ſhall hear. 
Seventhly, that he ſhall preſently draw a Book of 

his Grievances, ſuch as he can prove, without 
Mention of frivolous Matters unworthy her ſa- 
cred Majeſty's View. Eighthly, that he will de- 

liver into the Fort forty Beeves, and give ſafe Con- 
duct to her Majeſty's Miniſters to victual the ſaid 
Fort of Blackwater, and ſuffer the Soldiers to cut 
and fetch Wood on the South-ſide of Armagh, 
and for all other Neceſſaries permit them to agrec 
with the Owners, ſo as they come not of them-

became ſo diſaſterous to the Engliſh, and ſucceſsful 
in Action to the Jriſh, as they ſhaked the Engiiſh 


_ Government in this Kingdom, till it tottered, and 


wanted little of fatal Ruin. Tyrone wanted not 
Pretences to fruſtrate this late Treaty, and to re- 


turn to his former Diſloyalty, and the Defection of 


all other Submitties depending on him followed his 


Revolt. 


Firſt he ſent Aid to Phelim Mac Feogb, chief of 


the o Birus, the Son of Feogh Mac Hugh, (killed in 


Sir William Ruſſel's time), to the End he might 


make the War in Leinſter againſt the Engliſh : And 
becauſe the Engliſh Fort of Blackwater was a great 
Eye ſore to him, lying on the chief Paſſage into 
his Country, he aſſembled all his Forces and aſſault- 
cd the ſame; but Captain Thomas Williams, with 
his Company under him ſo valiantly repelled the 


great Multitudes of the Aſſailants, with ſlaughter _ 


of many and the moſt hardy, attempting to ſcale 


the Fort, (which was only a deep trench or Wall 
of earth, to lodge ſome one hundred Soldiers), as 


they utterly r from aſſailing it, reſolved 


to beſiege it afar off, and knowing they wanted 8 


Victuals, preſumed to get it by Famine. 


This Captain and his few Warders, did with no 
leſs Courage ſuffer hunger, and having eaten the 


few Horſes they had, lived upon Herbs growing 
in the Ditches and Walls, ſuffering all Extremities, 
till the Lord Lieutenant in the Month of Auguſt 
ſent Sir Henry Bagnol, Marſhal of Ireland, with 
the moſt choice Companies of Foot and Horſe 
Troops of the Englifh Army, to victual this Fort, 
aud to raiſe the Rebels Siege. When the Engliſh 
entered the Pace and thick Woods beyond Armagh, 


on the Eaſt- ſide, Tyrone (with all the Rebels For-

of Envy and ſettled Rancour againſt the Marſhal, 


aſſailed the Ezg/;/1, and turning his full Force againtt 


the Marſhal's Perſon, had the Succeſs to kill him, 
valiantly fighting among the thickeſt of the Re- 


hels: W hereupon the Hugliſh being diſmay'd with 
his Death, the Rebels obtained a great Victory a- 
gainſt them; I term it great, ſince the Engliſh from 
their firſt Arrival in that Kingdom never had re- 
ceived ſo great anOverthrow as this com- | 

monly called, The Defeat of Black- = _ 
water; thirtcen valiant Captains and fif- 1 5 

teen hundred common Soldiers, (whereof 


many were of the old Companies which had ſerv'd 


in Britanny under General Norris) were lain in 


the Field. The yielding of the Fort of Blackwa- 
ler followed this Diſaſter, when the aſſaulted Guard 
{aw no Hope of Relief; but eſpecially upon Meſ- 
ſages ſent to Captain Williams from our broken 


Forces rctired to Armagh, profeſſing that all their 

Safety depended upon his yielding the Fort into the 
Hands of Tyrone, without which Danger Captain 
Miiliams profeſſed that no Want or Miſery ſhould 


have induced him thereunto.” — 
Shortly after Sir Richard Bingham (above-menti- 
oned) late Governor of Connaught, and unwor- 


thily diſgraced, was ſent over to ſucceed Sir Henry 


Ragnol inthe Marſhalſhip of that Kingdom. 


By this Victory, the Rebels got plenty of Arms 
and Victuals, Tyrone was among the 7ri/h celebrated 


as the Deliverer of his Country from Thraldom, 


and the combined Traitors on all fides were puffed 
up with intolerable Pride. All U/ſer was in Arms, 
all Connaught revolted, and the Rebels of Leinſter 
ſwarmed in the Engliſh Pale, while the Eugliſh lay 
in their Garriſons, ſo far from aſſailing the Rebels, 
as they rather lived in continual fear to be ſurpriſed ” 


by them.

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After the Jaſt Year's Naval Expedition out of

Lord-Preſident oppoſed himſelf: But as ſoon as he 
upon neceſſary Occaſions had with-drawn his 
Forces to Cork, many of the Munſter 

Men now firſt about October, 1598, Anno 1598. 
broke into Rebellion, and joined them. © 
ſelves with 7yrone's ſaid Forces, ſpoiled the Coun- 
try, burnt the Villages, and pull'd down the 
Houſes and Caſtles of the Engliſh, againſt whom 
(eſpecially the Female Sex) they committed all abo- 
minable Outrages. And now they raiſed James 
Fitzthomas a Geraldine to be Earl of Deſmond, 
(which Title had ſince the Wars of Deſinond be- 


ing ſuppreſſed,) with Condition, that (forſooth) 
he ſhould be Vaſſal tos Neal. The Munſter Rebel- 


lion broke out like a lightning, for in one Month's 
FJßpace, almoſt all the Iriſb were in rebellious Arms, 
and the Engliſh were murthered, or ſtripped and 
baniſhed. Thus having inflamed Aſunſter with the 
Fire of Rebellion, and leaving this Sedition to be 


cheriſhed and increaſed by this new Earl of Deſ- 
ond, and other Rebels of that Province, the C- 

ſter Forces returned back to Drone: The Infection 
which Munſter Men have drawn from the corrupt- 


ed Parts in Rebellion, did more and more ſpread it- 


ſelf, ſo as the old Practices long held by the Arch- 
Traitor Tyroze to induce them to a revolt, now fully _ 


attained their withed Effect. To the working 
whereof in the Hearts of the Seditious, there 
wanted not many ſtrong Motives, as the hatred 
which the Geraldines bear to thoſe Engliſh Underta- 


kers (of whom I formerly ſpoke, in Deſmond's War,) 
Which poſſeſſed their Anceſtors Lands; alſo the 


Encouragement they received by the good Succeſs 
of the Rebels, and no leſs the hope of Pardon upon 
the worſt Event. And to ſpeak Truth, Munſter 
Undertakers above-mentioned, were in great Part 


Cauſe of this Defection, and of their own fata! 
o 5 Miſeries. 
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Miſeries. For whereas they ſhould have built 
Caſtles, and brought over Colonies of Engliſh, and 


have admitted no 17i/þ Tenant, but only Engliſh, 
theſe and like Covenants were in no Part performed 


by them. Of whom the Men of beſt Quality ne- 


ver canie over, but made Profit of the Land; o- 
thers brought no more Engliſh than their own Fami- 
lies, and all entertained riſh Servants and Tenants, 
which were now the firſt to betray them. If the 
Covenants had been kept by them, they of them- 
ſelves might have made two thouſand able Men, 
whereas the Lord-Preſident could not find above 
two hundred of Eugliſh birth among them,when the 


Rebels firſt entered the Province. Neither did theſe 


gentle Undertakers make any Reſiſtance to the Re- 
bels, but left their Dwellings, and fled to walled 


Towns; yea, when there was ſuch danger in 
Flight, as greater could not have been in defending 


their own, whereof many of them had woful Ex- 
perience, being ſurpriſed with their Wives and 


Children in Flight. Among the Munſter Rebels 
were the Viſcount Mountgarret, the Earl of Or- 


mond's near Kinſman, and the Baron of Cahir, a 


Butler, and of the Farl's Kindred. Both theſe 
pretended their Diſcontent and Malice againſt the 
ſaid Earl, for Cauſe of their Revolt. But more 


dangerous Cauſes were ſuſpected, and except a 
Royal Force were quickly oppoſed to the Rebels 
bold Attempts, a general Revolt was feared. 
May youhold laughter, or will you think that 

Carthage ever bred ſuch a diſſembling fædifragous 
Wretchas Tyroze, when you ſhall read, that even 


in the midſt of all theſe garboyles, and whilt in 
bis Letters to the King of Spain, he magnified his 


Victories, beſeeching him not to believe that he 
would ſeek or take any Conditions of Peace, and 
vowing conſtantly to keep his Faith plighted to 


that King, yet moſt impudently he ceaſed not to 


entertain the Lord Licutenant, by Letters and Meſ-

ſages, with offers of Submiſſion. This he did, 
but not ſo ſubmiſſively as before, for now the Gen- 
tleman was grown higher in the Inſtep, as appear- 
ed by the Inſolent Conditions he required. 
Ireland being in this turbulent State, many 
thought it could not be reſtored but b Ker nt 
the powerful Hand of Robert Earl of Fg Ex 
Eſſex. This noble Lord had from his nant. 
Youth put himſelf into military Acti- 
ons of greateſt Moment, ſo far as the Place he held 
in Court would permit, and had of late Years won 
much honour in ſome Services by Sea and Land, 
ſo as he had full Poſſeſſion of a Superin- 
tendency over all martial Affairs, and for his 
noble worth was generally loved, and followed by 
the Nobility and Gentry. In which Reſpects the 
Queen knew him fit for this Service. He had lon TE 
been a dear Favourite to the Queen, but had of late 
lain fo open to his Enemies, as he had given them 2 
Power to make his Ing of Military Courſes, — 
and his popular eſtimation ſo much ſuſpected of 
his Sovereign, as his greatneſs was now judged to de- 4 
pendas much on her Majeſty's Fear of him, as her i - 
Love to him. Andin this Reſpect he might ſeem 
to the Queen moſt unfit for this Service. But ſure- 
ly the Earl was perſwaded, that his Honour could 
not ſtand without embracing this Action; and ſince — " 
he affected it, no Man durſt be his Rival.

one hundred Foot and twenty Horle. 6 Donnel him- 
ſelf in the County of Doxnegal two hundred Foot, 
fixty Horle. 6 Gallohore for his Country (in which 
his chief Houle is Balliſhannon) had two hundred 
Foot, Forty Horle. Sleught Rorie for his Country 
one hundred Foot, and fifty Horſe. The Forces 
of the Rebels in Ulſer are in all one thouſand ſeven 
hundred and two Horſe, and ſcven thouſand two 
hundred and twenty Foot. ee 
I hirdly, for the Province of Munſter, in the 


County of Tipperary. The Lord Baron of Cahir a 


Butler, with his Brother and Followers, had three 
hundred Foot, twelve Horſe. Edmund Fitægibbon 
called the White Knight, (this Nickname given to 
one for his Grey Hairs, coming as hereditary to his 
Poſterity,) in his Country four hundred Foot, 

thirty Horſe. Richard Purſel Baron of Loughway, 


| 200 Foot fix Horſe. The Omulrians, three hun- 


dred Foot, fix Horſe. The Omaighirs fixty Foot, 
three Horſe. The Okennydays five hundred Foot, 

thirty Horſe. The Barkes in the Lord Burkes 
Country, two hundred Foot, four Horſe. In the 
County of Cork, James Fitz-thomas, the ſuppo- 
fed Earl of Deſmond, two hundred and fifty Foot, 
thirty Horſe. The Lord of Dowallyugh two hun- 
dred Foot, eight Horſe. Barry Oge, and the Lord 
Barry's, Brother in the Muskery, one hundred 
and twenty Foot, three Horſe. Davy Burke inthe 
Carbrye, five hundred Foot. In the County of 

Limerick, Pierce Lacy, with divers Septs, had 


three hundred Foot, and fifteen Horſe. In the 


County of Kerry, the Lord Fitz-morrice, Thomas 
Oge, Fohn Delahyde, with others, five hundred 
Foot, thirty Horſe. In the County of Deſmond, 
called Ofwy/livan Bear, and O/wyllivan Mores Coun- 
try, Dermod mac Owen (ulurping the Name of mac 
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Arty More) had five hundred Foot, fix Horſe. In 


the County of //aterford, the Rebels had two 


hundred Foot, and ten Horſe. In all the Rebels 


of this Province of Munſter were ſtrong five thou- 
{and thirty Foot, and two hundred forty two 
Horſe. This number the Earl of Ormond judged 
to be the leaſt, and thought the Horſe one hundred 


more in N umber. Obſerve, that all the Cities and 


Port-towns, and almoſt all the Caſtles in this Pro- 


vince of Munſter, and many great Lords and Gen- i 


tlemen, held for the Queen. 


: Fourthly and laſtly,torthe Province of Connaught z 


In the County of Roſcommon, the Caſtles of Roſe 
common, Athlone, Tulske, Boyle, and Ballineſlow, 


were kept at her Majeſty's Charge, and the Rebels 
of divers Septs had five hundred Foot, ſixty Horſe. 
In the County of Sligo, 6 Connor Sligo, and divers 
Septs of Rebels, had three hundred Foot, and 
thirty Horſe, and only the Caſtle of Calony held for 


the Queen.Orworke inLeitrim(called 6 Rorke'sCoun- 


try) had fix hundred Foot, ſixty Horſe, and not 


any Caſtle was kept for the Queen. In the County 


of Mayo, ſome three Caſtles lately held for the 
Queen, but were thought to be rendred up to 
Mac William, who with his Followers had fix hun- 
dred Foot, ſixty Horſe. In the County of Galway, 
the Townof Gallway, of Athenree, and the Caſtle 
of Milech, held for the Queen, but many Septs of 
the Country were in Rebellion, who had ſome four 
hundred ninety Foot. In the County of Clare, the 
Earl of Thomond's Brother (who firſt was upon Suſ- 
picion committed to Priſon by the ſaid Earl, and 


after releaſed,) with the Brians, and mac Mares, 
and other Septs, had ſix hundred Foot, fifty Horſe, 


and not one Caſtle was there kept for the Queen. In 


all, the Rebels of this Province of Connaught were 


i ſtrong three thouſand and ſeventy Foot, two hundred . 
and e Horſe. And the Rebels 1 in all the four 
1 Provinces 
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Chap. I. of IRELAND. 55 
Provinces were ſtrong eighteen thouſand two hun- 
dred forty ſix Foot, and two thouſand three hundred 
forty tix Horle. RT 

The Larl of Lex in the Month of April diſ- 
patched two Letters to the Lords in England; by 
the firſt whereot he advertiſed them ot this Strength 


of the Rebels; and by the ſecond, that Tyroze had 


in Council reſolved, firſt, to hearten his Confede- 
rates, and ſtrengthen them in their dependency on 


his Protection; then to make two Heads againſt the 


Queen's Forces, the one in er, of ſome ſix 


thouſand Horſe and Foot, under his own ͤ Com- 
mand, and the other in Connaught of ſome four 


thouſand Horſe and Foot under 8 Dounel's Com- 


mand: And further advertiſed their Lordſhips, that 


many in Munſter had taken a ſolemn Oathat a pub- 


lick Croſs in that Province, to be ſtedfaſt in their 
Rebellion. And that no Traitor ſought Pardon, 
but uſed ſuch infolent Behaviour, as might well 


ſhew they had no ſuch Thought. That the Minds 


of the very Subjects were ſo alienated from the 
Engliſh, as well for Religion as Government, as 
ſome who could bring one hundred Horſe, and 
three hundred Foot into the Field upon private 
Revenge, would proteſt not to be able to ſerve the 
State with ſix Horſe or Foot. That every active 
Borderer had a Sollicitor with the Rebels, and 
almoſt every one of the greateſt in the State had 

ſome Rebel or other to his Client. Concluding, 

that ſmall or no Aſſiſtance could be promiſed from 
the Jriſh, fo as howloever the Queen's Army was 
great, yet he durſt boldly ſay, that the Plaiſter 


would do no more than cover the Wound. 


After few Days of reſt, good Part of the Engliſh 
Forces being drawn together, this noble Lord Lieu- 
_ tenant gave Entrance to his firſt Actions, from 
which the Progreſs commonly receiveth a Kind of 
ominous Luſtre or Stain. And therein he at- 


tempted not the Head of the Rebellion, according 


to his own Advice in Bugland, and the Qucen's ex- 


preſs 
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preſs Command, but was induced by ſome of the 
Council in that State, aiming at their own pri- 


vatcintereſt, more than the Publick Good, to lead 
his Forces againſt ſome few Rebels in Muuſter, 


where he took the Caſtle of Cabir, belonging to 


Edward Butler, Baron of Cahir, and making a 
great Prey of the Rebels Cattle in thoſe Parts, he 


caſt the Terror of his Forces on the weakeſt Ene- 


mics, whom he ſcattered and conſtrained to fly in- 
to Woods and Mountains, to hide thein{elves. 
The fifteenth of 7une, while the Lord Lieute— 


nant was yet in this Munſter Journey, he received | 
Advertiſement from a Captain, whom he had im 
ployed by Seainto the North, to ſpy out Tyrone's 


Actions, that two Ships lately come from Spazz, 


had put Confidence in Tyrone, who went from Olin 


gannon to Loughfoyle about that Buſineſs, but they 
brought only Munition, not any Treaſure. That 


Tyrone had given Forces to Bryan mac Art, Son to 


Art mac Baron, that he might take Pledges, and 
watch over Neal mac Bryan, whom he ſulpected, 


and had charged Mac Cenis to do the like over Mac 
_ Cartan, alſo ſuſpected by him, ſo as there was no 
7 to parley with them, according to the 
Inſtructions given by his Lordſhip. That Tyrone 
kept his great Pledges, Shane d Neal's Sons, in an 
Hand, within a ſtrong faſtneſs, but as yct had nei- 


ther gathered at home, nor received from Foreign 


Parts any Treaſure. That both Tyrone and 6 Don- 

nel had their Agents in the out Iſles of Scotland, to 

ſollicit the Redſhanks to aſſiſt them for pay. That 
the King of Spain had promiſed them aid of Men, 


which they would not have landed in Ver, but in 
ſome Port of Munſter, or at Galway in Connaught. 


That Scots daily carried Munition to them, which 
Traffick might be hindred by two Gallies with 
Oars, but no Ships uſing Sails could ſtop their Paſ- 


ſage. That the groſs of the Northern Rebels in 
Ulſter, and Part of Connaught drawn together, 
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Chap. I. of IRELAND. 579 
would be nine thouſand Foot, and one thouſand 
four hundred Horſe. That they were confident to 


draw the War into ſuch a length, as ſhould be un- 
ſupportable to the State of England. Po which 


End Donnel had hired a Maſs of Redihanks, who 


were to be ceſſed in Connaught and Munſter, becauſe 
Tyrone, having deadly fewd with ſome of the chief 
Leaders, durtt not truſt them in er. Befides 
that upon Arrival of Forcign Treaſure, great Mul- 


titudes of thoſe Scots were like to flock unto them. 


And to the ſame End Tyrone had made ſtrong faſt- 
neſſes or Entrenchments, as well upon the Paſſages 
of Loughfoyle and Balliſhannon, (where he left 
Forces to reſiſt the Engliſh Garriſons to be ſent thi- 


ther,) asat the Blackwater, and Ballinemoyree, him- 
ſelf purpoſing to meet the Erg/i/h Army in the 
Woods of Ballinemoyree, between Dundalk and 
the Newry, where he hoped to make ſome of the 
beſt to drop, and after to fall back at his Pleaſure to 
like Fights of Advantage, which he had prepared 


at the Blackwater. So as the only means ſudden! 


to break thoſe Rebels, was to hire 4000 Redſhanks, 


to break in upon them, (by advantage of their 


rowing Boats) into the Heart of Tyrone, between 


theſe Intrenchments, where they might eaſily take 


from him all his Wealth, conſiſting in Cattle, and 


there entrench themſelves, and in deſpite of all 


 Tyrone's Forces, be ſupplied with all Neceſſaries 


from the Scottiſh Iſlands. And indeed to this Pur- 
poſe, the Lord Bourgh, if he had not been prevent- 


- ed by ſudden Death, had contracted with thoſe 


Scots, promiſing 4000 Men for the firſt Month's 
pay, 1200 Pound, the chief Leader a Colonel's pay, 


and certain Captains the pay of a Captain of 100 
Men. After which Month, their Septs were to 


be ceſſed for their Victuals, upon ſuch Countries, 
as they muſt have fought with the Rebels for every 


Morſel: Namely, the Sons of Agnus mac Conne! 


with their Sept, upon the Route, the VE, 
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and North Clandeboy, who for the Pretence they 
had to inherit that Country, would proſecute Fames 


mac Surley, the Poſſeſſor thereof to the uttermoſt. 


Donnel Grome and his Sept, upon. 7uogh, being mac 
Cenis his Country. The mac Clean's and their Sept, 


upon the South Clandeboy, and the Duffren. All 
which Septs were to put in Pledges to the Lord 


Bourgh, not to prey any under the Queen's Protce- 
tion, and to depart the Kingdom, when his Lord- 
ſhip ſhould pleaſe no longer to make uſe of their 
Service. 1 

The fiveand twenticth of 7uue, during the (aid 
Munſter Journey, the Lord Lieutenant wrote unto 
the Queen this Letter following. N 


WII. this ſhall come to your Majeſty's Hands, 


I know not; but whenſoever it hath that 
Honour, give it lcave (I humbly beſcech your Ma- 
jeſty) to tell you, that having now paſſed through 


the Provinces of Lein/terand Munſter, and been up- 
on the Frontier of Connaught, (where the Gover- 
nor and the chief of the Province were with me;) 
I dare begin to give your Majeſty ſome Advertiſe- 
ment of the State of this Kingdom, not as before 
by hear- ſay, but as I bcheldit with mine own Eyes. 


The People in general have able Bodies by Nature, 


and have gotten by cuſtom ready uſe of Arms, and 


by their late Succeſſes Boldneſs to fight with your 


Majeſty's Troops. In their Pride they value no Man 
but themſelves, in their Aﬀections they love no- 
thing but Idleneſs and Licentiouſneſs, in their Re- 


bellion they have no other End, but to ſhake off 
the Voke of Obedience to your Majeſty, and to 


root out all remembrance of the Engliſh Nation in 
this Kingdom. I ſay this of the People in gene- 
ral, tor J find not only the greater Part thus affect - 


ed, but that it is a general Quarrel of the Iriſh, and 


. they who do not profeſs it, are either ſo few, or ſo 
falſe, that there is no account to be made of them. 


The 
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The {ri/þ Nobility and Lords of Countries, do not 


only in their Hearts affect this plauſcable Q:arrel, 
and are divided from us in Religion, but haye an 
eſpecial Quarrel to the Engliſh Doverninent, be- 
cauſe it limiteth and tieth them, who ever have 
been, and ever would be as abſolute T'yrants, as 
any are under the Sun. The Towns, being nha— 


bited by Men of the ſame Religion and Birta as the 


reſt, are ſo carried away with the Love of Gain, 
that for it, they will furniſh the Rebels with 
all Things that may arm them, or enable them a- 


gainſt the State, or againit theinſelves. The 


Wealth of the Kingdom, which! co::lfteth in 
Cattle, Dat-meal, and other Victuals, is almoſt in 


the Rebels Hands, who in every Province, till 


my coming, have been Maſters of the Ficle The 


Expectation of all theſe Rebels is very preſent, 
and very confident, that Spain will cither ſo in- 


vade your Majeſty, that you ſhall haveno Leiſure 


to proſecute them here, or ſo ſuccour them, that 
they will get moſt of the Towns into their Hands, 
ere your majeſty ſhall reheve and reinforce your 
Army. So that now if your Majeſty reſolve to 
ſubdue theſe Rebels by Force, they are ſo many, 
and ſo framed to be Soldiers, that the War of 
torce will be great, coſtly, and long. If your 


Majeſty will ſeek to break them by Factions a- 


mongſt themſelves, they are covetous and merce- 
nary, and muſt be purchaſed, and their Jeſuits, 
and practiſing Prieſts, muſt be hunted out and 


taken from them, which now do ſodder them fo 


faſt, and ſo cloſe together. If your Majeſty will 
nave have a ſtrong party in the /riþ Nobility, 
and make uſe of them, you mult hide from them 


all purpoſe of eſtabliſhing Eugliſ Government, 
till the Strength of the 7ri/h be fo broken, that 


they ſhall ſee no Safety but in your Majeſty's. 
Protection. If your Majeſty will be afſured 
of the Poſſeſſion of your Towns, and keep them 
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82 Moxvysons Hiſtory Book l. 
from ſupplying the Wants of the Rebels, you 
muſt have Garriſons brought into them, able to 
command them, and make it a Capital Offence 
for any Merchant in Ireland, to trade with the Re- 
bels, or buy or ſell any Arms or Munition whatſo- 
ever. For your good Subjects may have for their Mo- 
ney out of your Majeſty's Store, that which ſhall 
be appointed by Order, and may ſerve for their 
neceliary Defence, whereas if once they be trada- 
ble, the Rebels will give ſuch extreme and cxceſ- 
ſive Prices, that they will never be kept from them. 
If your Majeſty will ſecure this your Realm from 
the danger of Invaſion, as ſoon as thoſe which di- 
rect and manage your Majeſty's Intelligences, give 
notice of the Preparations and Readineſs of the E 
nemy, you muſt be as well armed, and provided for 
your Defence: Which Proviſion, conſiſts in ha- 
ving Forces upon the Coaſt, inrolled and trained, 
in having Magazines of V ictual in your Majeſty's 
Meſt and North-Weſt Parts, ready to be tranſport- 
ed; and in having Ships both of War and Tranſ- 
portation, which may carry and waft them both 
upon the firſt Alarm of a Deſcent. Theenrolling 
and training of your Subjects, is no charge to your 
Majeſty's own Coffers: The providing of Maga- 
zines, will never be any loſs, for in uſing them, 
you may ſave a Kingdom, and if you uſe them not, 
you may have your old ſtore fold, and (if it be well 
handled) to your Majeſty's Profit. The arming 
of your Majeſty's Ships, When you hear your E- 
nemy arms to the Sea, is agrecable to your own 
rovident and princely Courles, and to the Poli- 
cy of all Princes and States of the World. But 
to return to Jreland again, as I have ſhewed your 
Majeſty the Dangers and Diſadvantages, which 
your Servants and Miniſters here ſhall and do meet 
wWithal, in this great Work of reducing this 


Kingdom. S0 1 will now (as well as I can) re- 


preſent to your Majeity your Strengths and Advan- | 
Pn dy . 
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tages. Firſt, theſe Rebels are neither able to force 
any walled Town, Caſtle, or Houſe of Strength, 


nor to keep any that they get, ſo that while your 
Majeſty keeps your Army in Strength and Vigour, 


you are undoubtedly Miſtreſs of all Towns and 


Holds whatſoever. By which Means (if your Ma- 


jeſty have good Minitters) all the Wealth of the 


Land ſhall be drawn into the Hands of your Sub- 


jects; your Soldiers in the Winter ſhall be eatcrully 
lodged; and readily ſupplied of any Wants, and 
we that command your Majeſty's Forces, may 
make the War Offenſive and Detfenſive, may fight 


andbe in Safety, as occaſion is offered. Secondly, 
your Majeſty's Horſemen, are ſo inco:::parably 
better than the Rebels, and their Foot are ſo un- 


willing to fight in Battle or gro::, (h wſocver 
they be deſirous to skirmith and fight Ilonie;) that 
your Majeſty may be always Miſtreſs of che Cham- 
pion Countries, which are the beſt Uats of this 


Kingdom. Thirdly, your Majeſty vi&uailing 


Pour Army out of England, and with your Garrt- | 
lons burning and ſpoiling the Country in ail Flaces, 
ſhallſtarve the Rebel in one Year, becauſe no Place 

elſe can ſupply them. Fourthly, ſince no War can 
be made without Munition, and Munition this 


Rebel cannot have, but from Spain, Scotland, or 


continue your Ships and Pinaccs upon the Coaſt, 
and be pleaſed to fend a Printed Proclamation, that 

upon Pain of Death no Merchant, Townſ-man, 
ot other Subject, do traffick with the Rebel, or 


buy or ſell in any Sort any Kind of Munition or 


Arms, I doubt not, but in ſhort Time] ſhall make 


them Banker out of their old Store, and I hope our

Fifthly, your Majeſty hath a rich Store of gal- 
lant Colonels, Captains, and Gentlemen of Quali- 
ty, whoſe Example and Execution is of more ule, 
khan all the reſt of your Troops; whereas the _

your own Towns here, if your Majeſty will {till 
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of beſt Quality among the Rebels, which are their 
Leaders, and their Horſemen, dare never put 
themſelves to any hazard, but ſend their Kern, and 
their Hirelings to fight with your Majeſty's 
Troops; ſo that although their common Soldiers 


are too hard for our new Men, yet are they not 
able to ſtand before ſuch gallant Menas will charge 


them. Sixthly, your Majeſty's Commanders be- 
ing adviſed and exerciſed, know all Advantages, 


and by the Strength of their Order, will in all 3 
great Fights beat the Rebels. For they neither 


march nor lodge, nor fight in Order, but only by 


the benefit of their Footmanſhip can come on, and 


go off at their Pleaſure, which makes them attend 
a whole Day, ſtill skirmiſhing, and never ingag- 


ing themſelves. So that it hath been ever the 


Fault and Weakneſs of your Majeſty's Leaders, 
 whenloever you have received any Blow. For the 
Rebels do but watch and attend upon all groſs over 
fights. Now if it pleaſe your Majeſty to com- 


pare your Advantages and Diſadvantages together, 


you {hall find, that though theſe Rebels are more in 

Number than your Majeſty's Army, and have 

(though Ido unwillingly confeſs it) better Bodies 
and perfecter uſe of their Arms, than thoſe Men 
which your Majeſty ſends over; yet your Majeſty, 


_ commanding the walled Towns, Holds, and 
Champion Countries, and having a brave Nobili- 


ty and Gentry, a better Diſcipline, and ftronger 
order than they, and ſuch means to keep from them 


the Maintenance of their Life, and to waſte the 


Country, which ſhould nouriſh them, your Ma- 
jeſty may promiſe your ſelf, that this Action will 
(in the End) be ſucceſsful, though coſtly, and that 
your Victory will be certain, though many of 
us your honeſt Servants muſt ſacrifice ourſelves in 
the Quarrel, and that this pray et will be reduc- 


ed, though it will ask (beſides Coſt) a great deal of 


Care, Induſtry, and Time, But why do I talk f 
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Victory, or of Succeſs? It is not known, that 
from England 1 receive nothing but Diſcomforts 
and Souls Wounds? Is it not ſpoken in the Army, 
that your N Favour is diverted from me, 


and that alrea 
Is it not believed by the Rebels, that thoſe whom you 
favour moſt, do more hate me out of Faction, than 
them out of Duty or Conſcience? Is it not lament- 


ed of your Majeſty's faithfulleſt Subjects both 


there and here, that a Cobham, ora Raleigh (I will 


forbear others for their Places fake) ſhould have 


ſuch Credit and Favour with your Majeſty, when 
they wiſh the ill Succeſs of your Majeſty's moſt 
important Action, the Decay of your greateſt 


Strength, and the Deſtruction of your faithfulleſt 
Servants? Yes, yes, I ſce both my own Deſtiny, 


and your Majeſty's Decree, and do willingly em- 


brace the one, and obey the other. Let me honeſt- 
ly and zealouſly end a weariſome Life, let others 


live in deceitful and unconſtant Pleaſure; let me 


| bear the brunt, and die meritoriouſly ; let others 
atchieve and finiſh the Work, and live to erect 
Trophies. But my Prayers ſhall be, that when my 


Sovereign loſeth me, her Army may not loſe Cou- 


rage, or this Kingdom want Phyſick, or her dear- 
eſt ſelf miſs Ee, and then I can never go in a bet- 


ter Time, nor in a fairer Way. Till then, I pro- 


keſt before God and his Angels, that I ama true Vo-

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Towards the End of July his Lordſhip brought 


back ..:s J'orces into Leinſter, the Soldiers being 
weary, £_k, aut incredibly diminiſhed in Num- 
ber, 5:1 himſelf returned to Dablin. All that his 


Lord had done in this Journey, beſides the 


ſcat:.::ng of the Rebels weak Troops, was the 


takirz of Cahir Caſtle, and receiving the Lord of 
Cahir, the Lord Roche, and ſome others into her 
Majeity's Protection, who after his Departure did 


either openly fall again to the Rebels Party, or ſe- 
cretly combine with them. While his Lordſhip 


was in this Journey, ſome 600 Men left in the 
Glins, by the Unskilfulneſs of ſome young Cap- 
tains and Soldiers, and the ill Affection ot ſome 
Iriſh Officers, received a diſgraceful Blow from 


the 6 Birus, whereupon his Lordſhip, now ſevere- 
ly puniſhed their Fault, diſarming the Soldiers, and 
exccuting the tenth Man, calling the Captains to 
a Martial Court, and diſcharging them, and con- 
demning to be ſhot to death an /riþ Lieutenant, 
W ho had parlied with the Rebels, and was thought 


to have animated them. Then his Lordſhip un- 
derſtanding that the Queen was much offended 
with this Munſter Journey, he caſt in his Letters 


the Fault on the Council of [reland, whoſe Ad- 


vice, by reaſon of their long Experience in thoſe 
Wars, he thought fitteſt to follow, at his firſt 

Entry, but withal gave her Majeſty full Aſſurance 
that he wou'd preſently lead the Army into Ul/er 
againit Tyroze himſelf. Yet theſe Letters were

Thus reſolved to march Northward, he com- 
manded Sir Conyers Clifford, Governor of Connaught, 
todraw his Forces up to Belike, that he might 
force Tyrone to ſend ſome of his Forces that Way, 
while he aſſailed him on the other fide. Sir Conyers 
Clifford accordingly marched this Way with 1490 
Foot by Pole, and the Earl of Southampton's 
Troop of 100 Horſe, under the Leading of Capt. 
John Jephſon, with ſome other /ri/þ Horle : And 
coming to the Cyrilew Mountains, he left the Mu- 
nition and Carriages under the Guard of the Horſe, 
till he paſting forward with the Foot had tried 
the Paſlage. He had not gone far, before Rorke 
and other Rebels with him, upon the Advantage 
of Woods, Bogs, and a {tony Cauley, aſſailed our 
Men, who at the firſt valiantly repelled them, till the 


Rebels finding the Munition our Men had about 


them beginning to fail, renewed the Charge with 
greater Fury than before; at which time our Men, 
diſcouraged with the Want of Powder, (almoſt 
all they had about them being ſpent, and their 
Store being behind with the Carriage, ) as allo 


wcaried with a long march they had made before 


the Skirmiſh, began to faint, and take themſelves 
to flight, whom the Rebels purſued, and killed 
ſome 120 in the Place, among which the Gover- 
nor, Sir Conyers Clifford, and a worthy Captain, 
Sir Alexander Radcliff, were loſt, beſides as man 
more hurt, whereof the greateſt Part bares 


EK And no doubt the reſt had all periſhed, if the Horſe 


had not valiantly ſuccoured them. For the Lord of 
Daunkellyu (who that Day had molt valiantly be- 
haved himſelf) ſent Word to Captain Fobn Jephſon

ſuch Reſolution, as the Rebels either thinking 


Horſe could not have ſerved there, or expecting 
Advantages upon them in that boggy Place, ſtood 
gaping on them, and gave way, without any Re- 
fifcance for a good Space, in which our Men had 
Leiſure to retire over a Ford, into the Plain, where 


the Carriages were, and thence to the Abby of 


the Boyle, being very near the Place. Afterwards 
the Rebels began to charge our Horſe, but their 
Powdcr being al oſt ſpent, Captain Jephſon ſafe- 


ly retired, with the Loſs of ſome few Horſes. In 
a Conſultation, ſome were earneſt to have marched 


forward the next Day: But the Lord of Dunkellin, 


Sir Arthur Savage, Capt. John Jephſon, and many 
of the beit Judgment, conſidering the Governor 
Wuaas loft, our Troops utterly diſmay'd, and Don- 
nmel come down with all his Forces into thoſe Parts, 


thought fir our Men ſhould retire to their Garri- 


ſons. $0 Capt. Feen all that Night kept the 
oot in the ſilent Night retired, 

and in the Morning when they were in Safety, he 
with the Horſe under his Command went ſoftly 
after them to the Caſtle of Aihlone. It is ſtrange, 
the Rebels then preſent being but ſome 200, and 
moſt of our Men being old Soldiers, how this 
Defeat could be given, but fmall Accidents in 
military Affairs, are often Caules of ſtrange and 
great Events: For I have heard this Milchance 
fully attributed to an unorderly Turning of the 


whole Body of the Van; which though it were

which his Lordſhip refuſed, anſwering, that if 
Tyrone would ſpeak with him, he ſhould find him 
next Day in Arms, in the Head of the Army. The 
next Day, after a light Skirmiſh, one of yrone's 
Horſemen cried with a loud Voice, that Tyrone 


would not fight, but would ſpeak with the Lord 
Lieutenant, and that unarmed, and both with- 


drawn aſide from the Forces. The next Day, 
when his Lordſhip marched forwards, Hagan met 
him again, and declared to him, that Tyroze be- 


ſought the Queen's Mercy, and that he would 


vouchſafe to {peak one Word with him, which 


granted, he would in all Humbleneſs attend his 
| Lordſhip at the Ford Balla-clinth, near the chief 
Townof the County of Louzh. His Lordſhip ſent 


ſome before, to view the Ford, who found Y- 


EK rone there, and he aſſured them, that howſocver 


the Waters were ſomething riſen, yet they might 
ceaſily hear one another from each Side. His Lord- 


ſhip being come thither, Tyrore leaving a Troop | 
of Horſe upon a Hill not far off, came down alone, 
and putting his Horſe up to the Belly in the Wa- 


ter, with all Humbleneſs ſaluted his Lordſhip 


ſtanding on the other Bank, and there they paſſed 


many Speeches. Then Tyrone called his Brother 
Cormack, Mac Gennys, Mac Guire, Ever Mac Cou- 
ley, Henry Ovington, and 6 Quin, to the Ford, the 
_ Lord Lieutenant having firſt called the Earl of 


Southampton, Sir George Bourcher, Sir Warham St. 
Leger, Sir Henry Davers, Sir Edward Wing feld, 


and Sir William Con/table, to come down. Tyrone 


very Courtly ſaluted each one, and after ſhort Confe- 
rence, it was concluded, that the next Day Com- 
et oe e miſſioners

made a mutual Truce from that Day for fix Weeks, 
and fo from ſix Weeks to {ix Weeks, till the 
Callends of May, with Caution, that it ſhould be 
free to either Side, upon fourteen Days Warning 
firſt given, to renew the War.

By this time the Queen had received his Lord-

Confines of Ulfter, with 1300 Foot, and 300 
Horſe; at which time, to juſtify his Reſolution, 
he ſent the Judgment of the chief Commanders of 
the Army, ſubſcribed with their Hands, dated the 


21ſt of Auguſt, that for that time more could not 


be enterprized for theſe Reaſons; that the Army 
was unwilling to be drawn towards Ulſter, ſo as 
many ran away from their Colours; that many 
were ſick; that no Plantation could be made this 


Year at Loughfoyle, nor any Courſe taken to divert 
Tyrone's Forces; that the Connaught Army was de- 


feated 3 that his Lordſhip's Army had not above 
4900 able Men at the moſt; that theſe were un- 
able to ſtand againſt the Rebels, being 6000 ſhot, 
and lying within ſtrong Intrenchments; that much 
leſs any ſtrong Garriſons could be left inthe North, 


and a ſafe Retreat made; and laſtly, that thoſe 


Garriſons, if they could be left there, would more | 5 


endanger the Exgliſu (being continually to ſupply 


them with Victuals in Winter time) than annoy 


the Rebels. Her Majeſty being highly offended, a 


that ſo royal an Army, maintained with her ex- 
ceſſive Charge, had in ſix Months effected nothing, 
and now gave no hope of any important Service 
to be done againſt the Rebels, wrote a ſharp Let-

Ight truſty and right well beloved Couſin and 
R Counſellor, and truſty and well beloved, We 
greet you well. Having ſufficiently declared unto 
you before this time, how little the manner of 


your Proccedings hath anſwered, either our Di- 
rection, or the World's Expectation. And find- 


ing now by your Letters by Cuffe, a Courſe more 
ſtrange, if ſtranger may be, we are doubtful what 


to preſcribe you at any time, or what to build 
upon by your own Writings to us in any hing. 


For we have clearly difcerned of late, that you 


have ever to this Hour poſſeſſed us with Expec- 

tations, that you would proceed as we directed 

you. But your Actions ſhew always the contrary, 
though carried in ſuch ſort, as you were ſure we 


had no time to countermand them. 


| Before your Departure, no Man's Counſel was 
| held ſound, which perſuaded not preſently the 


main Proſecution in Ulfer, all was nothing with- 


out that, and nothing was too much for that. This 


drew on the ſudden Tranſportation, of ſo many 
thouſands to be carried over with you, as when 


you arrived we were charged with more than the 
Liſt, or which we reſolved, to the Number of 


Joo Horſe ; alſo the thouſand which were only to 


be in Pay during the Service in Ulſier, have been 
put in Charge ever ſince the firſt Journey. The 


Pretence of which Voyage, as appeareth by your 
Letters was to do ſome preſent Service, in the in- 
terim, whilſt the Seaſon grew more commodious 


for the main Proſecution ; for the which purpoſe, 
you did importune with great Earneſtneſs, that all 
manner of Proviſions might be haſtned to Dublin 


againſt your Return. 


Of this Reſolution to deter your going into U!- 


Fier, you may well think that we would have made 


ſtay, 
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ſtay, if you had given us more time, or if we 
could have imagined by the Contents of your own 
Writings, that you would have ſpent nine Weeks 
abroad. At your Return, when a third Part of 
July was paſt, and that you had underſtood our 
Miſlike of your former Courle, and making your 
Excuſe of undertaking it only in reſpect ot your 
Conformity to the Council's Opinions, with great 
Proteſtations of haſte into the North, we received 
another Letter, of new Reaſons to ſuſpend that 
Journey yet awhile, and to draw the Army into 
Ophalia. The Fruit whereof was no other at your 
coming home, but more Relations of further Mi- 
ſeries of your Army, and greater Difficulties to 
perform the Ulſier War. Then followed from 
* and the Council a new Demand of 
only 1000, 20 Men to which if we would aſſent, 
pFoou would ſpcedily undertake what we 
had ſo often commanded. When that was grant- 
ed, and your going onward promiſed by divers 
Letters, we received by this Bearer now freſh 
Advertiſement, that all you can do, is to go to 
the Frontier, and that you have provided only for 
twenty Days Victuals. In which kind of Pro- 
ceeding, we mult deal plainly with you and that 
Council, that it were more proper for them, to 
leave troubling themſelves with inſtructing us, by 
what Rules our Power and their Obedience are 
limited, and to bethink them, if the Courſes 
have been only derived from their Councils, how 
to anſwer this Part of theirs, to train us into a 
new Expence for one End, and imploy it upon 
another; to which we could never have aſſented, it 
we could have ſuſpected it ſhould have been under- 
taken, before we heard it was in Action. And 
therefore we do wonder how it can be anſwered, 
ſeeing your Attempt is not in the capital Traitors 
Country, that you have increaſed our Liſt: But 


BY you 


it is true as we have often ſaid, that we are drawn on 
to Expence, by little and little, and by Proteſtations 
of great Reſolutions in Generalities, till they come 
to particular Execution. Of all which Courſes, 
whoſoever ſhall examine any of the Arguments 
uſed for Excuſe, ſhall find, that your own Pro- 
ccedings beget the Difficulties, and that no juſt 
Cauſes do breed the Alteration. If lack of Num- 
bers, if Sickneſs of the Army be the Cauſes, why 
was not the Action undertaken, when the Army 
was in better State? If Winter's Approach, why 
| were the Summer Months of July and Auguſt loit ? 
If the Spring was too ſoon, and the Summer that 
followed otherwiſe ſpent, if the Harveſt that ſuc- 
ceeded was ſo neglected, as nothing hath been done, 
then ſurely muſt we conclude, that none of the 
four . e of the Year will be in Seaſon for 
and that Council, to agree of Tyrone's Proſe- 
cution, for which all our Charge was intended. 
Further, we require you to conſider, whether we 
have not great Cauſe to think, that the Purpoſe 
is not to end the War, when your ſelf have fo 
often told us, that all the petty Undertakings in 
Leinfter, Munſter, and Connaught, are but Lols of 
Time, Conſumption of Treaſure, and Waſte of 
our People, until Tyrone himſelf be firſt beaten, 
on whom the reſt depend.

How often 
ave you retolved us, that until Loughfoyle and 
Ballyſhannon were planted, there could be no hope 
of doing Service upon the capital Rebels? We 
muſt therefore let you know, that as it cannot be 
Ignorance, ſo it cannot be want of Means, for 
you had your asking, you had Choice of Times, 
you had Power and Authority more ample than 
ever any had, or ever {ſhall have. It may well be 
judged, with how little Contentment, we ſearch 
out this and other Errors; for who doth willing- 
ly {eek for that, which they are ſo loth to find, 
but how ſhould that be hidden which is ſo pal- 
pable? And therefore to leave that which is paſt, 
and that you may prepare to remedy Matters of 
Weight hereafter, rather than to fill your Papers 
with many impertinent Arguments, being in your 
general Letters, ſavouring itill in many Points of 
 Humours, that concern the private of you our Lord 
Lieutenant; we do tell you plainly, that are of that

A ſreland, upon the Lord Lieutenant's ſudden De-

dealt deceitfully with him therein; Finally, that he 
could not now renew the Truce, though he never 
ſo much deſired it, ſince he had already ſent 6 Don-

ht, and divers of his Confederates

Experience in martial Affairs, fave what he had 
gained in the ſmall Time he ſerved in the Low- 
Countries, adding that he was too bookiſh, and 
had too few Followers, and too ſmall an Eſtate to 
embrace ſo great a Buſineſs; fo as the Earl not ob- 
ſcurely affetting this Employment himſelf, (to the 
End he might more ſtrongly confirm that Depen- 
dency which all military Men already had on him) 
and his Enemies willingly giving ſecond to this his 


Ambition, (that by his Abſence they might have 


better Advantages to hurt him, and to benefit them

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Living, to be infallible Notes of Baſeneſs and Ig- 
norance, ſo J judge theſe Vices infamous and ſinful 


when they are left in print to deceive Poſterity; 
Since the firſt may detect Falſhood by inquiring the 


Truth, but the latter have no Means to rectify their 
miſinformed Judgments. 


Thus I return to proceed in my former Narrati- 
on; and firſt I will delineate (after my beſt Skill) 


the true Portraiture of this worthy Lord's Body 


and Mind; then I will collect the Councils by 


which he tamed this Monſter of Rebellion; and 


laſtly, Iwill deſcend by order of Time to his Lord- 


ſhip's particular Actions.

Again, give me leave to remember that 
which I received from his Mouth, that in his child- 
hood, when his Parents would have his Picture, 
he chole to be drawn with a Trowel in his Hand, 
and this Motto, Ad reedificandum antiquam domum, 
Io rebuild the ancient Houſe: For this noble and 
ancient Barony was decay'd, not ſo much by his 
Progenitors Prodigality, as his Father's obſtinate 


Addiction to the Study and Practice of Alchimy, 


by which he ſo long labour'd to increaſe his Reve- 
nues, till he had almoſt fully conſumed them. 
Now to the Purpoſe, let us obſerve how he fulfilled | 
this ominous Preſage, in rebuilding that noble 
Houſe, till by his untimely Death the ſame was fa- 


tally eclipſed again. 


Nie was of Stature tall, and of very comely Pro- 
portion, his Skin fair, with little Hair on his Bo- 
dy, which Hair was of Colour blackiſh (or incli- 


ning 
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ning to black), and thin on his Head, where he 
wore it ſhort, except a Lock under his left Ear, 
which he nouriſhed the Time of this War, and 
being woven up, hid it in his Neck under his 
Ruff: The Crown of his Head was in his latter 
Days ſomething bald, as the Forepart naturally 
curled; he only uſcd the Barber for his Head, for 
the Hair on his Chin (growing flowly) and that on 


his Cheeks and Throat, he uſed almoft daily to cut 
ir with his Sciſſars, keeping it ſo low with his on 


Hand that it could ſcarce be diſcerned, as ikewiſe 
himſelf kept the Hair of his upper Lip ſomething 


ſhort, only ſuffering that under his nether Lip to 


grow at length and full; yet ſome two or three Years 


before his Death he nouriſhed a ſharp and ſhortPike- 
devant on his Chin. His Forchead was broad and 


high; bis eyes great, black, and lovely; his Noſe 


ſomething low and ſhort, and a httle blunt in the 


End; his Chin round; his Cheeks full, round, 


and ruddy; his Countenance chearful, and as ami- 
able as cver I beheld of any Man, only ſome two 
ears before his Death, upon Diſcontentment, his 
Pace grew thin, his ruddy Colour failed, grow- 
ing ſomewhat {warthy, and his Countenance was 
ſad anddejected; his Arms were long and of pro- 
portionable Bigneſs; his Hands long and white; 
his Fingers great in the End, and his Legs fome- 
What little, which he gartercd ever above the 
Knee, wearing the Garter of St. George's Order 
under the left Knee, except when he was booted, _ 
and ſo wore not that Garter, but a blue Ribbon in- 
ſtead thereof above his Knee, and hanging over his 
Boot. | 7 s 5 


The Deſcription of his Apparel may be thought 


a needleſs Curioſity, yet mult I add ſome few Words 
thereof, becauſe having promiſed the lively Por- 
traiture of his Body, as well as his Mind, the ſame 
cannot other wiſe be ſo lively repreſented to the Ima- 
Fgination; beſides, that by his Cloaths ſome Diſabi- 
om e ee 1 3 
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lities of his Body to undertake this hard War may 
be conjectured, and eſpecially the Temper of his 


Mind may be lively ſhadowed, ſince the Wiſe-man 


hath taught us, that the Apparel in ſome Sort 
ſhews the Man. His Apparel in Court and Cities 
was commonly of white or black Taffatas or Sattins, 
and he wore two (yea, ſometimes three) Pairs of 
Silk Stockings, with black Silk Grogram Clocks 


guarded, and Ruffs of comely Depth and Thick-

neſs (never wearing any falling Band), black Bea- 
ver Hats with plain black Bands, a Taffata quilted 
Waſtecoat in Summer, a ſcarlet Waſtecoat, and 


ſometimes both in Winter: But in the Country, 


and ſpecially keeping the Field in /reland, (yea, 
ſometimes in the Cities), he wore Jerkins and round 


Hoſe (for he never wore other Faſhion than round) 
with laced Panes of ruſſet Cloth, and Cloaks of 
the ſame Cloth lined with Velvet, and white Bea.

Stockings of Silk he wore under Boots another 
Pair of Woollen or Worſted, with a Pair of high

For his Diet, he uſed to fare plentifully and of 
the beſt, and as his Means increaſed, ſo his Table 


vas better ſerved, ſo that in his latter Time no Lord 


in England might compare with him in that Kind 


5 of Bounty. Before theſe Wars he uſed to have 


nouriſhing Breakfaſts, as Ponadoes and Broths; 
but in the Time of the War he uſed commonly to 


break his Faſt with a dry Cruſt of Bread, and in the 
Spring Time with Butter and Sage, with a Cup of 
ſtale Beer, wherewith ſometimes in Winter he 


would have Sugar and Nutmeg mixed. He fed 


_ plentifully 
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plentifully both at Dinner and Supper, having the 
choiceſt and moſt nouriſhing Meats, with the beſt 
Wines, which he drunk plentifully, but never in 
great Exceſs; and in his latter Years (eſpeciall 


inthe Time of the War, as well when his Night- 


fleeps were broken, as at other Times upon full 
Diet) he uſed to {Jeep in the Atternoons, and that 
long, and upon his Bed. He took Tobacco abun- 
dantly, and of the beſt, which I think preſerved 
him from Sickneſs, (elpecially in /re/and, where 
the foggy Air of the Bogs, and wateriſh Fow], 


plenty of Fiſh, and generally all Meats with the 
common Sort always unſalted and green roaſted, do 


moſt prejudice the Health), for he was very ſeldom 


| fick, only he was troubled with the Head-ach, 
Which dulyand conſtantly like an Ague for many 
Years, till his Death, took him once every three 
Months, and vehemently held him ſome three Days, 


| and himſelf in good Part attributed, as well the re- 
| ducing of this Pain to theſe certaii and diſtant 
| Times as the Eaſe he therein found, to the Virtue 


of this Herb. He was very neat, loving Cleanli- 
| nels both in Apparel and Diet, and was lo modeſt 
in the Neceſſities of Nature, as myſelf being at all! 
Hours (but Time of ſlcep) admitted into his 


Chamber, and (I think) his moſt familiar Friends 


never heard or ſaw him uſe any Liberty therein, out 
of the Privilege of his private Chamber, except _ 
perhaps in 4ri/þ Journies, where he had no with- 


drawing Room. 


| The tender uſing of his Body, and his dainty | 
Fare before the Wars, gave Tyrone Occaſion, upon 


hearing of his coming over, to jeſt at him, as if all 
Occaſions of doing Service would be paſt e're he 
could be madeready and have his Breaktaſt, but by 


| woful Experience he found this Jeſting to be the 

| Laughter of Solomon's Fool. His Behaviour was 
| courtly, grave, and exceeding comely, eſpecially 
in Actions of ſolemn Pomps. In his Nature he 
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loved private Retiredneſs, with good Fare, and 
lome few choice Friends. He delighted in Study, 


in Gardens, an Houſe richly furniſhed, and delec- 
table for Rooms of Retreat, in riding on a Pad to 
take the Air, in playing at Shufle-board, or at 


Cards, in reading Play-books for Recreation, and 
eſpecially in _ and Fiſh-ponds, ſeldom uſing 
any other Exerciſes, and uſing theſe rightly a 
Paſtimes, only for a ſhort and convenient Time, 
and with great Variety of Change from one to 
the other. Fle was undoubtcdly valiant and wile. 


He much affected Glory and Honour, and had a 
great Deſire to raiſe his Houſe, being alſo frugal in 
gathering and ſaving, which in his latter Days de- 
_ clined to Vice, rather in greedy gathering, than in 


reſtraining his former Bounties of Expence: 80 


that howlſoever his Retiredneſs did alienate his 
Mind from all Action, yet his Deſire of Honour 
and Hope of, Reward and Advancement by the 
Wars, yea, of returning to this Retiredneſs after 
the Wars ended, made him hotly embrace the 


forced Courſe of the War; to which he was ſo fit- 


ted by his Wiſdom, Valour, and Frugality, that 
in ſhort Time he became a Captain no leſs wile, 


wary, and deliberate in Council, than chearful and 
bold in Execution, and more covetous in iſſuing 


the publick Treaſure, than frugal in ſpending his 
own Revenues: And his Care to preſerve his Ho- 


nour, and maintain this Eſtate, made him (though 


coldly) entertain the like forced Courſe of a State 
Counſellor at Home after the Wars. To the ma- 


naging of which Affairs he was no leſs enabled by 
the ſame Valour, Wiſdom, and many other Vir- 


tucs, had not the Stream of his Nature, prevailed 


to withdraw him from attending them, further than 


to the only obtaining of theſe his own private Ends. 
But ſurely theſe Diſpoſitions of Nature (beſides. 
others hereafter to be mentioned), and theſe his 
private Ends, made him of all Men moſt fit rx 
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this Iriſß Employment, wherein the Qucen and 


State longed for an End of the War, and groancd 


under the Burthen of an unſupportable Expence. 
Touching his affecting Honour and Glory, I muy 

not ont, that his moſt familiar Friends mutt nec... 

obſerve, the Diſcourſes of his /7j/b Actions to 


have been extraordinarily pleaſing to him : fo that, 


howloever he was not prone to hold Dilcourtcs 
with Ladies, yet 1 have obſcrved him more wil- 
lingly drawn to thoſe of this Nature, with which 
the Iriſh Ladies entertained him, than into any other. 


And as he had that commendable, yea neceſſary 
Ability of a good Captain, not only to fight and 
manage the War well abroad, but to write and 

ſet forth his Actions to the full at home, ſo I have 


ſeldom obſerved any Omiſſion of like Narrations in 


him, whercot he uſed to delate the more weighty 
ſeriouſly, and to mention the ſmalleſt, atleait by 


way of aJeſt. 


Touching his Studies or Bookiſhneſs, (by ſome 


imputed to him in detraction of his fitneſs to em- 


brace an active Imployment,) he came young and 
not well grounded from Oxford Univerſity; but in 
his youth at London, he ſo ſpent his vacant Hours 
with Scholars beſt able to direct him, as beſides his 
reading in Hiſtories, Skill in Tongues, (ſo far as 
he could read and underſtand the Htalian and French, 
though he durſt not adventure to ſpeak them,) and 


ſo much Knowledge (at leaſt in Coſmography and 


the Mathematicks) as might ſerve his own Ends; 
he had taken ſuch Pains in the ſearch of natural 
__ Philoſophy, as in divers Arguments of that nature 
held by him with Scholars, I have often heard him, 
(not without marvelling at his Memory and Judg- 


ment) to remember of himſelf the moſt material 


Points, the ſubtileſt Objections, and the ſoundeſt 


Anſwers. But his chief delight was in the ſtudy 


of Divinity, and more eſpecially in reading of the 
Fathers and Schoolmen : Forl have heard himſelf 
+ N De th = 8 profeſs, 
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Pony that being in his Youth addicted to Popery, 
o much as through prejudicate Opinion no Writer 
of our Time could have converted him from it, 


yet by obſerving the Fathers Conſent, and the 


Schoolmens idle and abſurd Diſtinctions, he began 
firſt to diſtaſte many of their Opinions, and then 
by reading our Authors, to be confirmed in the 
reformed Doctrine, which I am confident he 


38 and believed from the Heart, though in 


is innate Temper he was not factious againſt the 
Papiſts, but was gentle towards them, both in 
Converſation and in all Occaſions of Diſputati- 
on. And I will be bold to ſay, that of a Lay-man, 
he was (in my Judgment) the beſt Divine I ever 


heard argue, eſpecially for ai againſt the 
choolmen, and a- 
bove all, out of the Written Word, (whereof ſome 
Chapters were each Night read to him, beſides his 
never intermitted Prayers at Morning and Night.) 


Papiſts, out of the Fathers, 


Inſomuch as I have often heard him, with ſtrange 


felicity of Memory and Judgment, diſcover the 
Papiſts falſe alledgings of the Fathers, and Texts, 
or Additions, and Omiſſions in them, and to urge 
Arguments ſtrongly, and (as much as beſeemed 
him) Scholar- like, as well in Diſcourſes with Jeſuits 
and Prieſts in /relazd, (more eſpecially at Yaterford, 
where he made the very ſeduced 1ri/h aſhamed of 
them,) as upon divers Occaſions with other Papitts 


his Friends. 


Further, in his Nature he was a cloſe concealer 
of his Secrets, for which Cauſe, leaſt they ſhould 


be revealed, and becauſe he loved not to be impor- 


tuned with Suits, a free Speaker, ora popular Man, 


could not long continue his Favourite: He was 


ſparing in Speech; but when he was drawn to it, 


moſt judicious therein, if not eloquent. He ne- 


ver uſed ſwearing, but rather hated it, which! 
have ſeen him often controulat his Table with a 


frowning Brow, and an angry caſt of his black

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x ſpoke home. His great 'Temper was molt ſeen in 
his wiſe Carriage between the Court Factions of 


E ing, and calmly . Revenge; and a Friend, 


Words. He made no Servant Partner of his Secrets, 
further than his Place neceſſarily gave him Know- 
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Highway, and ſomething too much reſerved to- 


never with ill Words: for his look of Diſpleaſure 


eſt him, did ſo well know bim, as they ſerved and 


them. They who had his Ear, might eaſily ſea- 


without uttering them, only his Judgment was ex- 
cellent, to diſcern the truth of the Relation, as 


have been truſte of the ri : But other wiſe in his 


Chap.

Eye. He was flow to Anger, but once provoked, 


his Time: He was a gentle Enemy, eaſily pardon- 


if not cold, yet not to be uſed much out of the 
wards his deareſt Minions; beſides that, the 
Strength of his judgment made him ſo confident, 
as they had more Power in ſeconding his Councils, 
then in diverting or altering them. To his Ser- 
vants he was mild, ſeldom reproving them, and 


was ſufficient to check them, and the beſt ſort near 


obſerved him, as much almoſt by his Looks as his 


ledge thereof, neither could any of them lead him, 3 
or if they did, it was more by art to know his Hu- 0 
mours, than Power to {way them. I cannot ſay 4 
that he was bountiful to them, ſome of their Places ö 
drew Profit, which could no more be ſtopped, than | 
the Miller can ſtay the draining of his Water 
through his Dam Gates; otherwiſe his Gifts to 
them were rare and ſparing, ſo as it were above 190 1. 
it was no Morſel for a Servant, yet ſtill he kept 

their hopes ſo green, as might continue their Dili- 

gence, and at his death he gave 1000 J. by Will, 

to be divided by his Executors Diſcretion among 


ſon him with good or ill Opinion of his Servants 
and Strangers, by reaſon he drank in their Speeches, 


well out of the Informer's Paſſions, as obſerving 
the other's Actions. He kept his Word in Publick 
Affairs inviolably, without which he could never 


-- Promiſes, -- 
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Promiſes, he was delatory and doubtful, ſo as in 
all Events, he was not without an Evaſion. Laſt- 
ly, in his Love to Women, (for as wanton Peace 
ſucceeds bloody War, ſo in the laſt period of his 
Life, after the /riſþ Wars, Gricf of unſucceſsful] 
Love brought him to his laſt End:) He was faith- 
ful and conſtant, if not tranſported with Selt- 
love more than the Object, and thercin obtiti- 
nate. 

This worthy Lord Mountjoy was he, whoſe 
known Valour, ſound Wildom, grave Conſtancy, 
and ſingular Temper, two old Counlcllors of /7-- 
land well obſerving, did on their death Bed, (as it 

were by adivining Faculty) pronounce to be the 
Man, by whom T7yroxe's fatal Rebellion (in which 

their Thoughts and Endeavours had long been 
wearied) was to be ſuppreſſed, if ever the £Ez2i/h 
were to recover the Helm of that Government. 
Neither did their Preſage deceive us therein: For 
like another Fabius, he did by the enſuing deliberate 
and flow Councils, reſtore his Country's declining 
Power. f 55 | 5 | 
I. He entertained and cheriſhed (eſpecially at 
his firſt entering the Government, when he was 
yet unskillful in the Affairs of that State and War) 
all active Spirits, whoſe Endeavours he law like 
tobe of good uſe in that great Action; and this he 

did, rather with a pleaſing Familiarity, than with 
any ages... Es Fo 
2. The Hearts of the Eugliſh common Soldiers, 
broken with a current of diſaſterous Succeſſes, he 
heartned and encouraged, by leading them wary, 
eſpecially in his firſt Actions, being more careful, 
that our Men ſhould not be foiled, than that the Re- 
bels ſhould be attempted with Boldneſs. To this End 
alſo, and that he might be ever at hand, as well to 
encourage and direct them fighting, as to ſecond 
them by any accidentdiſmayed, he bravely adventu- 
red his Perſon, more than in the opinion of Militar) 

; JJ wile 
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wiſe Men, a General ſhould ordinarily hazard him- 
ſelf (howſoever I muſt confeſs, the nature of the 


Iriſh fights; maintained upon Paſſages, by ſudden 


Eruptions of hidden Rogues, doth more expoſe the 
General to theſe Dangers, than any other W ar.) 
And ſuch was his forwardnels, as his Lordſhip's Ser- 


vants may without Offence boldly ſay, they were a 


ſmall Part of this great Action. For howloever 
we had neither ſtipend in the Wars with the Sol- 
dier, nor Penſions with them after the War end- 
ed, yet by reaſon of this our Lord's Extraordinary 


forwardneſs to put himſelf into Danger, and for 
dhat the Rebels ule moſt commonly to aſſault upon 

Woody Paces, and di ficult Paſſages, where every 
Manmuſt needs be in Danger, and they muſt who 
ride in the beſt Troop, it could not be but that we 


ſhould have our ſhare in the Adventure of our Per- 


ſons. And left I ſhould ſeem to arrogate that to 
myſelf and my Fellows, which is not due to us, 
the Event may clear this Point. Since in this ſhort 
War (not to ſpeakof many leſs Dangers,) my Lord 
| himſelf had his Horſe ſhot under him, his Gallo- 


laſs carrying his Helmet, had the fame bruiſed with 


the praſing of a Bullet uponit, yea, his Lordſhip's 


3 very Greyhound, likewiſe uſing to wait at his Stir- 


rop, was ſhot through the Body. Among his 
| Lordſhip's Chaplains, Doctor Lattware was killed, 
| and Maſt. Ram had his Horſe ſhot under him. 


Among his Lordſhip's Secretaries, Maſter Cranmer 


| was killed, and myſelf had my Thigh bruiſed with _ 


a ſhot I received in my Saddle. Among the Gen- 
tlemen of his Lordſhip's Chamber, Maſter Chid- 
ley had his Horſe killed under him, Maſter Done 


was ſhot in the Leg, and Maſter Saint John, a Gen- 


tleman attending near his Lordſhip, was killed. I 


have heard a pleaſant report of a General in our Age, 

| who on the contrary was ſo ſparing to hazard him- 
ſelf: As a Gentleman his Follower, hearing ſome 

| marvel at a cold Piece of Service performed 46 _ 


Ver. i. -- . 
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his Maſter, merrily replied for his own excuſe, that 
he went to follow his General, and not to go before 
him. But I will boldly fay, that if our noble 
Lord's Followers did well attend his Perſon, they 
found danger enough without {ſeeking it. But 
enough (and ] fear too much) of this Point, I will 
now return to this worthy Lord's Councils, by 
which he effected this great Work. 

3. The Rebels being ſwoln to the height of 
Pride by their full Numbers, and much more by 
continual Succeſs in their Actions, he procceded 
inlike ſort with them, as formerly with his own 
Men, at the firſt warily taſting them with light 
skirmiſhes, yet he ſo prudently and bravely purſued 
his Attempts, as he {till carried what he attempt- 
et”: e V' ge th 
4. The wiſe Diſtribution of the Forces availed 
him much: For firſt he planted Garriſons upon the 
chief Rebels Countries, as likewiſe he compaſſed 
Drone on every Side with them, which kept the 
Rebels at home, ſo as they could not ſecond one an- 
other, for fear of loſing their own Goods. 
F. And whereas other Deputies uſed to make 

ſome two or three Journies in a Summer againſt 
the Rebels, and then did lead a great Army with 
them. And whereas this kind of Service never 
took any good Effect, as well becauſe the Bruit 
thereof came long before to the Rebels, as be- 
cauſe theſe great Forces could not long be kept 
together. So as the Rebels hearing the Bruit of 
any ſuch Journey, took Victuals with them for 
certain Days, and aſſembling themſelves together, 
did lie upon the Bogs and hard Paſſages, where 
without Danger to themſelves, they were able to 
annoy the greateſt Army could be led againſt them. 
This noble Lord Mountjoy on the contrary, (as I 
ſaid) by Garriſons keeping them at home, him- 
ſelf kept the Field with ſome thouſand Foot and 
200 Horſe (whereof my ſelf have many times ob- 
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ſerved the greater Part to be Engliſh Irifh,) and not 


only was able to affront Bron himſelf (ſpecially 


ſince the Garriſons lying upon his Country drew 
towards him at the tame time, on all Sides toge- 
ther,) but alſo (by reaſon of his ſingular Secrecy, 
in keeping his Purpoſes unknown, and catting 
out falle Reports of them to deceive the Rebels) 
had the Opportunity to aſſail and ſpoil any one of 
the Rebels on the ſudden, while he kept all the 
reſt like dared Larks in continual fear, as well of 


himſelf, as of the Garriſons adjoining. 


6. Again, where other Deputies uſed to aſſail 
the Rebels only in Summer time, this Lord pro- 
ſecuted them molt in the Winter, being common- 


ly five Days at leaſt in the Week on Horſeback, 


all the Winter long. This brake their Hearts; 


for the Air being ſharp, and they naked, and they 
being driven from their Lodgings, into the Woods 


bare of Leaves, they had no Shelter for themſelves. 


Beſides that, their Cattle (giving them no Milk 
in the Winter) were allo waſted by driving to and 
fro. Add that they being thus troubled in the 
Secd-time, could not ſow their Ground. And as 
in Harveſt-time, both the Deputies Forces, and 
the Garriſons, cut down their Corn, before it was 
ripe, ſo now in Winter-time they carried away, 


or burnt all the Stores of Victuals in ſecret Places, 


whether the Rebels had conveyed them. 
F. Again, he had a ſpecial Care to cut down 
and clear the difficult Paſſages, that ſo our Forces 


might with more Safety meet together, and upon 


all Occaſions ſecond one another. 


8. For Protections and Pardons (the eaſy obtain- 


ing whereof had formerly incouraged the Rebels, 
as well to enter into Rebellion, as to break their 


Faith after Submiſſions, in hope to be again re- 
ceived to Mercy,) although it was neceſſary for 


| the State in this general Rebellion, like'a Mother, 
do open her Boſom to her Children, left being 


driven 
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driven to Deſpair, they ſhould plunge themſelves 
into all Miſchiefs, yet he never received any to 
Mercy, but ſuch as had ſo drawn Blood on their 
fellow Rebels, and were themſelves made lo poor, 
as there was {mall Danger of their relapſe. To 
which end he forbad all Conferences and Parleys 
with the Rebels, by Pretence whereof many trea- 
cherous Plots had formerly been drawn, by the 
falſe-hearted Subjects, and many Corruptions 
had been practiſed by ſome covetous Com- 
manders. But to ſuch as ere reccived to Mercy, 
(that he might take away the Diffidence they had 
long conceived of the State,) he kept his Word 
1nviolable. V 
9. And whereas theſe rebellious People, are by 
Nature clamorous (which made them tedious in 
Complaints,) and alſo uſe great Oppreſſion under 
the Shadow of Jultice, (which made them con- 
tinually importune the Governors with Petitions, 
which being ſigned by them, gave thole 177 
Lords a Shadow of Authority to oppreſs the People, 
by ſhewing the Governor's Hand, and concealing the 
Matter to which he ſubſcribed. This worthy Lord 
Deputy, for their Encouragement in the firſt, uſcd 
lingular Patience in hearing their tedious Com- 
plaints, and for the ſecond, gave them ſuch dila- 
tory Anfwers, as might well hearten them in Obe— 
dicnce, but could no way ſtrengthen their Tyran- 
ay. over the og 8 | 
10. To conclude, nothing furthered this noble 
Lord more in his Deſigns, than his ſingular Tem- 
per, not ſo much in Secrecy, and in Sparingnels 
of Speech (though many great Captains have 
hindered their Proceedings by letting fall raſh 
Fpeeches,) as more eſpecially in Court Factions: 
For he uſed in ſuch fort the familiar Love of the 
Earl of E/ex, in his doubtful Courſes, as he not 
only kept him from entertaining dangerous Coun- 
ſels, ſo long he lived with him in Ergland, but de- 
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meaned himſelf towards his Enemies with ſuch 
Moderation, as he little provoked their Envy, yea, 
rather gained an Inclination of their good Aﬀecti- 
on towards hun. So as they at this time goyern- 
ing all the Affairs in Euglund, were ready to give 
all poſhble Seconds to his Ends, which (as I tor- 
nierly ſhewed) did aim at nothing but the ſpecdy 
End of this War. By theſe Counſcls this worthy 
Lord reſtorcd the declining State of /reland, from 
the deſperate Terms wherein he now found it. 

J have before ſet down, in the Earl of Ee his 
Government, the Power of the Rebels, through 
all the Provinces of [re/aud, and have ſhewed, 
that at his Lordſhip's leaving that Kingdom, the 
ſame was nothing abated, and from that time, the 
Rebels were in all Parts increaſed. The Moun— 
tain Rebels in the County of Dublin, Phe Wu 
then 480 Foot, 20 Horſe, now by the ven ag 
going out of the Walſhes and Harrols © 
were increaſed 100. In the County of Kildare, 
the Rebels then in Number 220 Foot, and 30 
horſe, were now more than doubled, by the going 


out of the Breminghams, all the Leynaghs, and ma- 


ny of other Septs. In the two Counties of Ca- 
therlough and Wexford, the Rebels then 750 Foot 


and 50 Horſe, were now increaſcd an hundred. 


In the County of Ophaly, five ſtrong Cattles then 
held by the Engliſo, were now betrayed, and above 


468 Foot, and 12 Horſe then were in Rebellion, 
but now Mac Coughlan was gone out with 209 
more, and the 6 Doins with 100 more, were now 
in Rebellion. Inthe County of Meath the Rebels 


were increaſed in Number 150; by the Delahiges, 
the Rochfords, Huffies, and Darcies. And beyond 


the River, Capt. John d Reilly, having then 100 
Foot in her Majeſty's Pay, well armed, was now 
revolted. In the County of Weſt-Meath, the Re- 
bels then 140 Foot and 20 Horſe, were now in- 


crealed 100 at leaſt, by the Revolt of the eldeſt 
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Son of William Nugent, ſecond Brother to the 
Lord of Deluin, with divers of the Petties and 
Daltons. In the County of Longford, the Rebels 
then 120 Foot, were now increaſed 180 ſo the 
Rebels in Leinſter being then in the whole Num- 
ber 3048 Foot, and 182 Horſe, were now in- 
e 1280, and made in all 45 10. 
For the Province of Munſter, Tyrone in his pre- 
ſent Journey thither, taking Pledges of almoſt all 
the /riſþ Lords and Gentlemen, the Number of 
the Rebels were now there increaſed beyond Eſti- 
ma] ͤ vb. EET | 
For the Province of Connaught, the Rebels were 
increaſed 300, by the Revolt of 65 Connor Sligo, 
| beſides the Uncertainty of Tybot ne Long, who had 
roc Iriſßh Men in her Majeſty's Pay. "| 
- So as at this time, I may boldly ſay, the Rebel- 
lion was the greateſt Strength. The meer 7rifþ 
puffed up with good Succeſs, and blouded with 
happy Encounters, did boldly keep the Field, and 
proudly diſdain the Engliſh Forces. Great Part of 
the Engliſh Iriſh were in open Action of Rebelli- 
on, and moſt Part of the reſt, temporiſed with 
the State, openly profeſſing Obedience, that 
they might live under the Protection there- 
of, but ſecretly relieving the Rebels, and practiſing 
with them for their preſent and future Safeties. 
Among the Engliſh, the worthy Generals of this 
Age, partly by this fatal War, partly by the Fac- 
tions at home, were ſo waſted, as the beſt Judg- 
ments could harldly find out any Man fit to com- 
mand this Army in chief. The Engliſh common 
Soldiers, by Looſeneſs of Body, the natural Sick- 
neſs of the Country, by the Poverty of the War 
in which nothing was tobe gained but Blows, and 
by the late Defeats, wherein great Numbers of 
them had periſhed, were altogether out of Heart. 
The Colonels and Commanders, though many in 
Number, and great in Courage and Experience, 
fs nr * Oy yer 


End of the Year 1599, the Lords of 
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yet by theſe Conſiderations of the Army's Weak- 


nels, were ſome what dejected in Mind. Yea, the 
very Councellors of State were ſo diffident, as 


ſome of them in late Conferences with Tyrore, 
had deſcended (I know not upon what Warrant) 


to an abject Intreaty for a ſhort Ceſſation. Not 
to ſpeak of the general Diſtraction of the Hearts 
of all Men in England, and much more of the Sol- 
diers, by the Factions of this Age, between the 
worthy Earl of Ee now impriſoned and his Ene- 
mies, able to ruin a great Kingdom, much more 
to divert the Succeſs of any great Action. And 
the general Voice was of 4 — among the Eng- 
liſh, after the Defeat of Blackwater, as of Hannibal 
among the Romans, after the Defeat of Cænnas; 
Thou knoweſl how to overcome: but thou knoweſt not 
how to uſe Victory. To conclude, not only the 
remote Parts, but the very Heart of the Kingdom 
now languiſhed under the Contagion of this Re- 


E bellion. Leax and Ophalia being poſſeſſed by the 


6 Mores, and the 6 Connors; and the Glyzas or 


mountainous Country on the South-Weſt Side 
of Dublin, being in the Hands of the 6 Byrns and 
and s Tooles, (and more remotely of the Cavanaghs,) 


who nightly made Excurſions to the very Gates 


of the City, giving Alarm of War to the long 


gown'd Senate, and (as it were) to the Chair of 
Eſtate. In this miſerable Eſtate was Ireland, when 
the Lord Mountjoy, like a Jour Planet, with a 
fortunate Aſpect began to ſhine thereon, whoſe 
happy Actions I will now ſet down particularly,

of Victories, and deſirous to ſhew his Greatneſs 
abroad, reſolved with his Forces to meaſure the 
length of Ireland, and to the End he might, b 

his Preſence ſtrengthen, and increate the Rebe}- 
lion in Munſter (which in Abſence by Practices 
he had raiſed,) under the religious Pretence of vi- 
ſiting a Piece of Chriſt's Croſs, kept for a holy 
Relick in the Monaſtry of the holy Croſs in thc 


County of Tipperary, he entred this Journey about 


the zoth of January. On the 23d the Rebels of 


Brenny met him in the Cavan, from whence he 
marched forward, taking the Rebels of Leinſter in 


his Company, and leading with him ſome 2500 
Foot and 200 Horſe, leading the Reſt of his Forces, 


and the Gentlemen of the North to guard thoſe 
Parts. The Intent of his Journey, was to ſet as 


great Combuſtion as he could in Munſter, and fo 


taking Pledges of the Rebels, to leave them un- 


der the Command of one chief Head.

knowledge from him ſuch favour, as he ſhould be 
pleaſed to ſhew that diſtreſſed Earl, withal pro-

him (according to his noble Promiſe, whereupon 
his Hopes chictly relied,) fo he would ever be ho- 
neſt and thank ful row ards him in all Occaſions. And 
upon theſe Terms all exchange of good Offices 
paſſed between this Lord Deputy and Maſter Se— 
cretary, till the fatal Death of that noble Earl of 
Lex hereafter to be mer.cioned, and the Lord De- 
puty's e gronmagh that Ruin, made him change 
his Stile, and never to ceaſe, till he had confirin- 
ed a near Friendſhip between himſelf and the Se- 
cretary, at leaſt as intire, as Greatneſs admits, as 
hereafter ſhall be ſhewed. „„ 

The 26th of February, the Lord De- e eng 
puty landed in Ireland, and there recei- pc of 
| ved the Sword, and within few Days, Muſter. 

by Warrant out of Eugland, he grant- 


| ed her Majeſty's Letters Patents to Sir George 


Carew, to be Lord Preſident of Munſter, which 
Place had lain void ſome few Months, from the 
Death of Sir Thomas Norris. The 27th he re- 
ceived Advertiſement from the Earl of Ormond, 
General of the Engliſh Forces till his coming over, 
that Tyrone was in the Weſt Part of Munſter, ha- 
ving about him not only his own Forces, but thoſe 
of the Rebels of that Province, which were ſo 
great, as he had not hitherto Power to oppoſe them: 
But now having gathered all the Queen's Forces he 
could make, purpoſed the next Morning to ſet 
forwards towards him. The fth of March his Lord- 
ſhip received Advertiſement from other Parts, that 
Tyrone could not eſcape in his Return to the North, 

but either over the River Shannon, which Paſſage 
the Earls of Thomond and Clanrickard might cafily 
ſtop, or by the Weſtward Borders of the Pale, 
where if his Lordſhip would draw his Forces to 
Athboy, Mullingar, Ballymore, and Athlone, it was 
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not poſſible for him to eſcape them. That Tyrone 
had thus engaged himſelf, preſuming on the Cor- 
ruption of the State, and little expecting his Lord- 
ſhip's ſo ſudden coming over, ſo as if his Lordſhip 
forgave him this Fault, he was not like to catch 
him again in the like, neither could any thing but 
want of Intelligence, make his Lordſhip fail in 
ſtopping the Return of Tyrove, and his Forces 
into the North. Adviſing his Lordſhip to be wa- 
ry in crediting Intelligences, which were com- 
monly falſe, and madeof Purpoſe, and to expect, that 
beſides the known Enemy, and a confuſed War, 
he ſhould find a broken State, a dangerous Coun- 
cil, and falſe hearted Subjects. The 8th of March 
the Earl of Ormond lent Advertiſement, that Ty- 

rone purpoſed to paſs the River Shannon. That he 


had written to the Earl of Thomond to draw to- 


wards him, that they might oppoſe his Paſſage, 
but that his Lordſhip could not perform his Or- 
der, by reaſon that the Mayor of Limerick would 
not afford him Carriage for his Victuals. That 
Tyrone in ſcattered Troops and a cowardly Manner, 
| haſtened his Return, and that preſent Day had 
marched 24 Miles, without any Stay. That Sir 
 Warham St. Leger, and Sir Henry Power, joint 
_ Commiſſioners for governing of Munſter, with 
the Forces under their Charge, had met near Cork 
with Hugh Mac Gwire, chief Lord of Fermanagh 
(in the North) and that in the Encounter Sir Mar- 
ham St. Leger, and the ſaid Mac Gwire were killed. 
That his Lordſhip had burned all the Towns where 
the Traitors might find Relief, and that they uſed 
the ſame Courſe towards her Majeſty's Subjects. 
The ſame Day the Lord Deputy received further 
Advertiſement from Munſter, that Tyrone was com- 
paſſed in by the Earl of Ormond, on the one Side, 
and the Earl of Thomond on the other, and by the 
Commiſſioners Forces on the third Side, (who ruled 
the Province after the Death of Sir Thomas Norris, 


until; 
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until a Lord Preſident ſhould be choſen, for he 
that was newly ſent over, was yet at Dablin; ) 
that the Mayor of Limerick had Commandment to 
lay Ships and Boats, to hinder his Paſſage by that 
Haven, as likewiſe the Mayor of Galway to inter- 
rupt his Paſſage by Sea, and the Earl of Clanrictard, 
to ſtop his Paſſage by Land through Connaught. 
So as howfoever he were ñooo ſtrong and able Men, 
beſides many of baſer ſort, yet he being far from 
any Second of Ulfer Men, in whom the chief 
Strength of the Rebellion conſiſted, and no way 
able to return thither, his utter Confuſion was 
confidently hoped. But theſe were only 7rif 
Oſtentations of Service, which ſeldom ule to take 
Effect, and many times are not truly intended, as 
the Sequel will ſhew. 55 . 
And lcaſt the Lord Deputy ſhould expect faithful 
dealing of the Engliſh Iriſh Subject in the other Kind 
of Service, by ſupplying the Army of neceſſaries, the 


Nobility and Gentry of the very Engliſh Pale, the 


ſame Day exhibited a Petition to his Lordſhip, to 
prevent the Opinion of Diſloyalty, upon Refuſal 
of ſuch Supplies, by pretending of Diſability up- 
on the great Spoils, which as well the Rebels, as 
the Engliſh Soldiers had made uponall the Inhabi-

The Lord Deputy had written a former Letter 
to Maſter Secretary, in excuſe of not reducing 
the Army from fourteen thouſand Foot to twelve 
thouſand, according to the new Eſtabliſhment, as 
well becauſe the ſame was to begin the firſt of Febru- 


ary which his Lordſhip could not effect, ſince he 


arrived not in Ireland until the 26th of the ſame 
Month, as alſo becauſe the Army was preſcntly far 


divided, the greater Part thereof being with the 


Earl of Ormond, and for that, whenſoever they re- 

turned, the diſcharged Companies muſt preſently 
be reduced into ſome other, or elſe ſo many Men

To this Letter formerly written, and perſuading 
that the 2000 might {till be continued in Pay, his 
Lordſhip received the following Anſwer from 
her Majeſty, dated the 15thof March. 


Elizabeth Regina. 


A Lthough we have upon your carneſt Requeil 
I (in whole Affection and Duty we do repoſe 
Truſt and Confidence) yielded to the Continu- 
ance of 14000 Foot for ſome {mall Time, both be- 
cCauſe we conceive, that according to your Reaſons, 
it will give good Aſſurance to the Plantation ot 
Loughifoyle, and the Reduction of Leinſter, and pre- 
vent the preſent Terror, which this proud Attempt 
of Tyrone's to pals over all the Kingdom, hath 
ſtricken into the Hearts of all our Subjects, and 
would increaſe, if we ſhould preſently have abated 
our Numbers: Yet muſt we let you know, that 
we do expect at your Hands, and do determine, that 
as ſoon as the preſent Brutes are paſſed, you ſhall de- 
minith the ſame by little and little hereafter, accor- 
ding to our firſt Determination: For we have had too 
good Proof of that Government, as not to know 
and diſcern, that all the Miſchiefs of our Service, 
have grown moſt by lack of Diſcretion and Or- 
der, by vain Journies, whilſt better Opportuni— 
ties have been loſt, by undiſcreet Carriages of all 
ſecret Purpoſes, by placing Captains of {mall Me- 
rit or Experience, and which is above all, by 
nouriſhing the Iriſh, who are Snakes in our Bo- 
ſoms, whilſt we hold them, and when they 3 b 
e 88 — 
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do convert upon ourſelves, the Experience and 
Strength they have gotten by our making them to 
| be Soldiers. And therefore you ſhall underſtand 
now, that although we have been content to grace 
ſome ſuch as are ot noble Houſes, and ſuch others 
as have drawn Blood on the Rebels, with charge of 
Companies, yet we find it now grown to a com- 
mon Opinion, that it is as good to be a Rebel as a 
Subject : For Rebels find and feel it, that they ſhall 
be hired (even with whole Companies, in our Pay) 


| only to forbear doing harm, and not for having 


done any ſuch Service, as may make them irrecon- 
cilable. And further we fee, that others that are 
in Pay in their own Country, are ſo far from doing 
Service on their Neighbours, that are out, as when 
they tarry in for a ſhew, they are the chiefeſt 
Means under hand, to help the Rebels with ſuch 
Powder and Munition, as (to our no ſmall charge) 
we put into their Hands, to be uſed againſt them. 
Inthis Point therefore, we command you hence- 
forth to be conſiderate, and not to be induced to 
put ſuch in Pay, as ſpend our Treaſure only to their 
own Advantage, upon this Suppoſition or brag of 


ÞF theirs, that they muſt run to the Enemies if they 


be not entertained: For when we conſider the Ef- 
fects that are derived from our Charges, to have fo 


many Foot and Horle of the Iriſb entertained, on- 
ly to fave their own Cows and Countries, we are 

of opinion, ſo they went not with our Arms to 
the Rebels, that it were better Service for us, 
do ſave our Treaſure, than to pay for their Bodies, 
| ſeeing they that live by the War better than they 

* ſhoulddo in Peace, intend nothing leſs than our 
Service. And therefore we command you, not 
only to raiſe no more, when theſe ſhall be decay- 
| ed, but to keep them unſupplicd that are already, 
and as they waſte to caſs their Bands: For we 


can never allow of this Entertainment of them. 


3 Whilſt you are forced to keep the 2000 Men for our 
JJ 
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Service, you may keep the Captains uncaſſed, 
but not give any Warrant to them 3 their 
Companies with any more Ii. We do alſo re- 
quire you, that you do ſeck by all means poſlible, 
where the Liſh are entertained, to uſe their Service 
as far from their own Countries as may be; where 
in we pray you eſpecially to take care in the Pro- 
vince of Connaught, where there arc ſo many 177/ 
Bands together, and rather to draw ſome of them 
to ſerve elſewhere, and ſend Eugliſh in their ſtead. 
This ſhall ſerve for the Preſent, to anſwer your 
diſpatch, wherein we do write to you, (whom 
we know to love our Commandments) more direct- 
ly in this Point of our deſire to have our Charge 
abated, than we do to you and the Council toge- 
ther, becauſe we would have them apprehend, 
(ſeeing you think ſuch an Opinion would be good,) 
that our Army ſhall not be ſo ſoon abated, as we 
hope you will; wherein notwithſtanding we dore- 
fer Things to your Diſcretion, whom we will 
_ truſt with the Charge of 2000 Men, ſeeing we have 


committed to you our whole Kingdom, Sc. 


His Lordſhip in a ſecond diſpatch to Maſter Se- 
cretary, had written, that Tyrone having paſſed 
through the Pale into Aun/er with fome 1599 
Horſe and Foot, of ſuch ſort as ſo many of the 
Queen's worit Men were able to encounter them, 
was now in Munſter with an Army of 4000 in Re- 
putation, and was there attended by the Queen's 
Army of 3000 Foot, and 300 Horſe, com- 
manded by the Earl of Ormond; ſo as only the 
dregs of the Queen's Army were now near him; 
out of which notwithſtanding, he hoped to beable 

to draw 1500 Foot, and 300 Horſe, and there- 
With to make head againſt Tyrone at his Return: 
But in Regard the Plantation of Loughfoyle and 
 Balliſhannon were preſently commanded him, whe- 
ther Sir Henry Dockwra was to ſhip 3000 out of 
Fngland, and another 1000 were to be ſhipped from 
Dublin: Theſe 1900 being Part of the Men he was 
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to draw againſt Tyrone, he durſt not lead them far 
rom the Sea, and fo might perhaps be forced to 


loſe good Occaſion of Service, whereas if theſe 
Things had been left to his Dilcretion, he would 


have deferred the Plantation of Balliſhannon to a

and their Munition to be ſent thither, would now

of Loughfoyle Plantation, and the diſpoſing of Gar- 


| xiſons aptly (for the Defence of ſuch as in that 


Caſe offered toreturn to due Obedience,) were all 


| freely left to hisLordihip'sDiſcretion, with Promiſe 
to make good Conſtruction of his Actions, being 


confident that they had no other Object, but loyal 
Service. „„ . 


The Lord Deputy having drawn as many toge- 


ther as he could about Mullingar, to lye for Tyrone 
in his return out of Munſter, received Advertiſe- 


ment the 1fth of this preſent, that Yyrone hearing 
of his Preparations to meet him, had left 1900 Con- 


naught Rogues to aſſiſt Deſmond, and ſome Boo Men 


with Richard Butler, and having made Captain Tir- 


rel, chief Commander of all the Leinſter Rebels, 
was ſtoln out of {unſterwith600 in his Company, and 
had paſſed the Enney, and ſo eſcaped into the Vorth. 


Whereupon the Lord Deputy the ſame Day writ 


| tothe Earl of Ormond, to ſend back from Munſter, 


= SG 
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the Forces he had drawn thither out of Leinſter, 
and withal ſent him her Majeſty's Letters, im- 
porting Thanks for the Service he had done, nnd 
her Deſire that he would ſtill hold the Place of Licu- 
tenant of the Army. In the Acceptance whereof, 
the Lord Deputy profeſſed, that he would eſteem 
himſelf much honoured, and would be ready, af- 
ter putting off the Perſon which now was impoſed 
on him, with much Contentment to be commanded 
by his Lordſhip. „ 
The fame Time the Lord Deputy advertiſed 


Maſter Secretary, that his Intelligence had been 


{ſo bad (not only in falſe Reports of Tyrone's Pur- 
poles, but allo in the Relation of the Forces he had 
with him to be far greater than indeed they were, 
by which Intelligence of Falſe-hearted Subjects to 
diſcourage the Queen's Forces, the Rebels uſed to 


prevail more than by fighting, and now hoped to 


diſcourage him at his firſt coming, from any pre- 
ſent Attempt againſt Tyrone's Return, as in one and 


the ſame Day he firſt heard together of Tyrove's | 


looking back out of Munſter, coming into Leinſter, 
and paſſing over the Enney, and the next Day bein 
aſſured of his Eſcape, he then received the firſt In- 
telligence (the former Letters of the 8th of March 
being not till then delivered) that ever came to his 
Hands ſrom the Earlof Ormond concerning Tyrone, 
who in his return had gone further in three Days,

Out of this a further Allowance (though uncer- 
tain) muſt be deducted for ſick and deficient Men 
not mentioned formerly. 

Obſerve that many Gunners, Cannoneers, Ar- 
morers, and Clerks of the Ordnance, ſome at 45. 
ſome at 2 8. per diem, and an Engineer at 105. per 
diem. that ſome ſixteen Surgeons, the chief at 51. 
the other diſperſed in Provinces and Garriſons at 30 
or 405. a piece the Week, and that the Lord De- 
puty's Doctor of Phyſick at 5 J. a Week, and his 
chief Chaplain at the ſame Rate, and ſome ten 
other Preachers diſperſed, at 30 or 40 s. the Week, 
each are all paid by the defalcation of one Pay in 
_ each Company of Foot, and likewiſe of certain 
Suits of Apparel due to the ſame Companies : And 
that the Commiſſaries of the Muſters (raiſed from 
five to twenty) at 3s. 44. a piece per diem, are 
pay'd out of the Checquers which themſelves raite, 
and one of them following the Army in Field in 
each Province, the reſt are diſtributed to be reſident 
in particular Garriſons. . 
Having made Diftribution of the Forces for 
the preſent, it remains I ſhould deſcend to the brief 
Narration of the Lord Deputy's particular Coun- 
cils and Actions againſt the Rebels. About the Begin- 
ning of April, it was determined in Council by the 

Lord Deputy and the general Aſſent of the Counſcl- 
lors, that the Iſlander Scots ſhould be hired to ſerve 
againſt James Mac Surley: That Agnus, pretending 
Right to his Country, was thefitteſt for that Purpoſe; 
and upon his refuſal, Mac Alaine was thought fitteſt 
to be entertained for this Service: That the Num- 
ber of Scots ſhould be 1500 or 2000 at moſt: That 
they ſhould not land till the End of Auguſt, and re- 
main in Pay as Occaſion ſhould ſerve, their Pay be- 


ing to each Man a Cow for a Month, or, for the 


Default of Cattle, 6 4. by the Day; and that they 
mould land between the Bann and Oldenfleet, ex- 
cept they thought ſome other Place fitter.

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Two Inhabitants of Carrickfergus were appointed 
to treat with theſe Scots, and they were to have the 
Lord Deputy's Letters to the Earl of Argile, and 
to the Queen's Agent in Scotland, for the furthe- 
rance of this Buſineſs ; but this Council took no 
Effect, by Reaſon the Courſe was diſliked in Eng- 
laad. In the fame Council it was propounded, how 


the Army ſhould be employed till theLord Deputy's

Time to invade the 6 Moloyes, and the Lord of

with the Lord Dunkellin in Mac Coghlins Country, 


and there to invade the neighbour Rebels.

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The third of April, the Lord Deputy advertiſed 
Maſter Secretary, that the Queenhad few Subjects 
in Ireland of any Sort who had not either {ome 
Kind of Intclligence with Tyrone, or had not 
framed their Hearts that Way, whereof the whole 
Pale made ſufficient Overture, by a Petition lately 
delivered, and by their Conteſtation at the Council 
Table. That the old Earl of Clanrickard, at Y- 
one's going into Munſter, had taken Day with 
him till May next to declare himſelf on that Party; 
but that the Lord of Dunbellin, his eldeſt Son, 
hated by bis younger Brother, whom the Father 
eſteemed much above him, gave him great Confi- 
dence of his firm Allegiance, who ſuſpecting the 
Father's Diſpoſition that Way, had taken Occaſi- 
on by repairing to Dublin, and after going for Eνe 
land, to put himſelf as a Gage and Bridle to his Fa- 
ther's Proceedings; concluding, that he, the Lord 
Deputy, had taken Order for ſecuring the Caſtle of 
Athlone, but that all his Hope of keeping the Pro- 
vince of Connaught in Obedience was in the Lord 
of Dunkellin's Honeſty. Neither was the Lord 
Deputy deccived in this worthy Lord, who as du- 
ring his Father's Life, ſo from his Death (happen- 
ing within few Months) to the End of the War, 


ſerved the Queen as nobly, valiantly, and faithfully, 


as any Nobleman or Gentleman in the Army. The 
Lord Deputy explained the Danger of the 47/5 
Commanders and Companies, vet for the Time ſhew- 
ed the Remedy to be moredangerous than the Diſcaſc, 
proteſting that her Majeſty could not take a more 
unprohtable Way to ſatisfy the Jriſh Suitors than 
by giving them Companies. His Lordſhip further ad- 
vertiſed Maſter Secretary, that upon Tyrone's retiring 
cout of Munſter into the North in Manner of a fear- 
ful Flight, he, the Lord Deputy, had drawn from 
the Earl of Ormond ſuch Companies as were not ap - 
4% for Munſter, and upon their arrival to Ath, 
ad ſent Sir Richard Moryſon to take Poſſeſſion og 
eee * eos” ES 
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the Government of Leax, and Sir Oliver Lambert 
to lead and bring back the Forces ſent with Victu- 


als to relieve the Fort called Maryborough,(of Queen 
Mary) ſituate in Leax, (otherwiſe called the Queen's 


County), which Fort being before in extream Di- 


ſtreſs, now he hadſupplied for three Months. IT hat he 


had imployed Bermingham (ho had about that Time 


ſubmitted himſelf to the Queen's Mercy) to put in 
ſomeCows into the Fort of Ophaly. That he purpoſed 
to proſecute the Rebels in Leinſter with 1900 Foot 


and 100 Horſe, and to lodge the reſt in Garrifons 


upon the North, ſo as on the ſudden he might di- 
vert Tyrone from reſiſting our preſent Plantation at 


 Loughfoyle. That he would preſently ſend 1009 


old Soldiers from Dublin to Loughfoyle, and likewiſe 


with them ſuch as were to he in Garriſon at Balli- 
ſhannon under the Command of Sir Matthew Mor- 

gan, but that for ſome Difhcultics they could not 
yet be ſettled there, yet lying at Loughfoyle, in the 
mean Time, might do Service, and always be ready 


to be ſent thither. That Tyrone's Confederates 
were diſcouraged at his tcartul Retreat into the 


North, which could not have been greater if he had 
been broken with an Army; for after an unreaſona- 


ble Day's March, hearing of the Lord Deputy's 


drawing towards him, within one Hour of his 


fitting down, he did preſently riſe again at ſeven 
© Clock in the Night, and being aſſaulted by ſome 


of our ſcattered Bands, {till marched, leaving to 


the Sword as many of his Men as were engaged, 
and leaving or leeſing all his Carriages, ſo as now 


almoſt every Day the Heads of ſome Rebels or 


others were ſent him; and many Services were of 
late done, as the Recovery of a Prey by the Garriſon 


at the Naas, with the killing of many Rebels, and 


the Defeat of 140 Rebels by Sir Francis Shane, 
whereof 45 were killed, and of them ſome 14 with his 
own Hand: And the Rebels of Leinſter daily made

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were the Stores of the Rebels, and ſtood ſo ſaucily 
upon their Privileges, as a ſharp Rod and ſtrong 
Hand were requiſite to amend them; for which 
Cauſe his Lordſhip adviſed, that the Caſtle of Lim- 
rick might be repaired to bridle that Town, which 
ſeemed of more Importance than any other City 
of that Kingdom whatloever. That the deſpairing | 
Rebels were by Tyroxe's Cunning raiſed to ſome 
Hopes by two —_—_ lately come 1nto the North out 
of Spain, which brought the Rebels ſome Muni- 
tion, and either Aſſurance of great and preſent Suc- 
cours, or Tyrone at leaſt ſo uſed their coming to his 
Purpoſe, as the Rebels believed ſuch Aſſurance 
was given. Beſides, many Prieſts came in thoſe 
Ships, of which one termed himſelf the Pope's 
Legate, and Leger Ambaſſador for the King of 
Spain, and Archbiſhop of Dublin, giving out that 


he was content to ſuffer Death if he preached not 


in Dublin before Michaelmas-day : W hereupon the 
Rebels began to avow themſelves the King of 
Spain's Subjects; and only the Expectation of 
| Lougbfoyle Garriſon, together with the doubt of 
theſe Succours, kept the yery Pale from the Bold- 
nels to profeſs the ſame. Laſtly, his Lordſhip ve- 
hemently complained that her Majeſty by abſolute 
Command diſpoſed of Charges in that Kingdom, 
ſo as he could neither pleaſure his own Friends, 
nor reward her Majeſty's beſt Servants; yea, that 
having already given the Government of Leax to 
Sir Richard Moryſon, (a Friend whom he confeſſed 
eſpecially to love, and whom he would undertake 
to be as worthy in his Profeſſion, as any of his 
Time, or any the Queen had in that Kingdom), 
now by the Lords Letters ſignifying her Majeſty's 
' Pleaſure, he was forced to his Friend's and his own 
Diſgrace, to confer the Place on another; and in. 
concluſion, beſought her Majeſty, in ſuch Re- 
commendations to leave them ſomewhat to his 
ES e | | Choice, 


Choice, promiſing to execute them, or elſe to yield 
reat Reaſon to the contrary. >= 

The ſixth of April the Lord Deputy advertiſed 

Maſter Secretary, that the Earl of Ormond was gone 


from Dublin to his Country, having made great 


Compliments of Affection to her Xlajeſty's Ser- 


vice; yet it was apparent that either he was grown 


weaker in judgment, or worſe affected to the Queen's 
Service than was imagined in England, affirm- 


ing of certainty, that in the laſt Ceſſation he had 


thrice at leaſt ſpoken very long with Tyrone, and 
at his laſt being in Mun/ler had once heard from 
him: And in general, that the Subjects were no 
better Servants to her Majeſty than the Rebels, 
with whom they daily practiſed, and would give 
no Aſſiſtance with Bodies or Goods to her Majeſty's 
Service; yea, would (no doubt) quit their Alle- 


giance whenſoever they might do it with Safety. 


That every Rogue asked a Company, and if he had 
one, then {ought a Regiment, but that (God bleſ- 
ling her Majeſty's Army) he hoped thortly to give 
Law to their irregular Humours. 5 
The Province of Munſter (as I for- 
merly ſaid) was much confirmed in Re-

Accident ſeeming of great Conſequence did much 
erect the Hearts of the Rebels and diſmay the Sub- 


jects of thoſe Parts, which I will briefly ſet down, 


Sir George Carew having newly received Letters 


Patents to be Lord Pretident of A: 'nſfter, and re- 


ſolving preſently to repair to his Charge, departed 
from Dublin on his Jour ney thitherward the 7th of 
April, and upon the 9th came to Az/tezny with the 
Earl of Thomond in his Company, and 190 Horſe to 
attend him, where the Earl of Ormond told them 
he had appointed to parley with ſome Rebels of 
thoſe Parts, whereof Ony Mac Rory was the chict, 
and defired them to accompany him. The 1oth of 
April they rode out of Kilkenny with forme 20 Horſe 
of the Earl of Ormond's Followers, and ſome few 

others mounted upon Hacknics, bis Lordſhip re- 


fuſing to have the Lord Preſident's Horſe to guard 


him: So they rode eight long Miles to the Place of 


meeting; and the Earl of Ormond left his Com- | | 


pany of 200 Foot two Mile ſhort of that Place. 
The Rebel Oxy came out of the Woods with 


foo Men well armed, and leaving his Shot and the 


Groſs of his T'roop ſome Cavaliers Shot diſtant 
from the Earl, came up to him with ſome choice 


Pikes. After an Hour ſpent and nothing concluded, 
the Lord Prefident moved the Earl to return, but de Ss 
would firſt ſpeak with the Jeſuit Archer, and the 
Rebels calling him, his Lordſhip reproved Archer 


and called Ra Tr ator. In the mean Time the Groſs 


of the Rebels had crept over the Shrubs and com- 


paſſed round the Harl and his Company, which the 


Lord Preſident diſliking, prayed the Earl to return; 
but as he turned about his Hac kney the Rebels took 


him Priſoner, and Ov Mac Rory laid Hands on | 
the Lord Prelident, but the Earl of Thomond ruſuj- 


ing upon him with his Horſe made him leave his | 
Hold, and they both eſcaped by the Swiftneſs and 


Strength of their Forſes from the Puſhes of many 
Pikes, | 
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Pikes, wherewith the Earl of Thomond was flights 
ly hurt in the Back. This Treachery was ſaid to 
be plotted by Ony and Archer and very tew others, 
for if more had known it, many thought that the 
Earl had ſuch Spies, and was ſo feared among the 
Rebels, as his Lordſhip would have had Notice 
ther cof either for Fear or Love. But there want- 
ed not others who thought the Earl was willingly 
ſurpriſed. Howſoever it were the Rebels did him 
no Hurt in his Perſon, only one of the Earl's Men 
was ſlain, five were hurt, and fourteen taken Pri- 
ſoners. The Lord Preſident with the 100 Horle 
attending him, and 600 Foot which he ſent for out 
of Munſter kept the unſettled Humours of thoſe 
Parts from preſent Tumult, where the Earl's true 
Followers wanting thcir Head, and the ill- affected, 
now ſanding in no Awe of bis Power, were all at 
Liberty. The Counteſs of Ormond was much af- 
flicted with her Husband's Misfortune, and with 
Fear of her own and her Daughter's E ſtate. For 
divers pretended to be Heirs to the Earl; as Sir Ed 
ward Butler his Brother; and in reſpect his Blood 
was attainted, Sir Walter Butler the Earl's Ne- 
phew; and for other Reatons,the Viſcount Mount- 
garret: And each of theſe was likely to ſcek to 
have the Earl's ſole Daughter 1 in their Hands; be⸗ 
ſides that theſe Controverſies bred diſtracted Hu- | 
mours among the Gentlemen and others of thoſe — 
Parts; the Lord Deputy hearing hereof, preſentliyx 
dliſpatched Sir George Bourcher to e in chief, = 
and Sir Chriſtopher St. Laurence to aſſiſt him in guard- 95 2M 
ing the Counteſs, her Daughter, and the Earl's 
Houſes, with the Forces appointed by the Lord De- 
puty for that Service, namely, 
The Earl's Company of Foot, 200. The Foot 
Company of Sir Chriſtopher St. Lam ence, 200. 
The Earl's Troop of Harſe, 0. Horſe of S. 
Laurence, 2 Sir George Boarcher s Horle, 10. 
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Yet the Lord Deputy conccived the Earl's Sur- 
prize to be an Evil more ſpecious than material, 
tecing no Reaſon why the Counſels of the War 
ſhould ſtagger upon his well or ill doing: For 
whereas {ome were of Opinion that he was willing- 
ly taken and would declare himſelf for Tyrone, his 
Lordſhip reſolved, that if he continued faithful, 
his Countries might cafily be defended, if other- 
wiſe, as eaſily waſted; ſince after the Garriſons 
fhould be once planted at Loughfoyle, and thoſe 
Parts on the Back of Tyrone, he ſhould be able to 


ſpare Forces for any fuch Service. And whereas 


many thought the News would much amaze the 
Court of England, his Lordthip on the contrary 
(ſince neither the Lord Preſident nor hiniſelf de- 
ſerved any Imputation for this Event, the Parley 
being contrived without the Lord Preſident's Pri- 
vity, and both contrived and executed without 
making himſelf acquainted therewith) conceived 
it would make the Army both better, and more 
carefully ſeconded out of England. And whereas 


it was thought that this Accident would erect the 1 
Roguc's Spirits, which before began to be dejedt- F 


ed, and ſo hinder the Submiſſion of many, his 
Lordſhip knowing that they would never be faith- 
ful to the State till they could not ſubſiſt againſt 
it, was of Opinion, that till they were brought 
into greater Extremities it would prove better that 
they ſhould ſtand out than come in. 5 
His Lordſhip, the 15th of April, advertiſed Maſter 
Secretary of this Accident, and how he had ſent 
Forces to ſtrengthen thoſe Parts, and had taken 
ſpecial Care for the Safety of the Earl's Daughter 
and Heir, and being loth ſuddenly to give his Opi- 
nion herein, only profeſſed to think it ſtrange, that 
one ſo full of Regard to himſelf in all his Pro- 
ceedings, ſhould be ſo eaſily overtaken. Then his 
Lordſhip gave Confidence, that if the Batlers de- 
clared themſelves for Tyrone, as ſoon as Loughfoyle 
e r 
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Garriſon was planted at his Back, his Lordſhip 
doubted not to be able to meet the Lord Preſident 
in KAilhenny, and with their joint Forces to ſubdue 
the Rebels, and ſet thoſe Parts in Obedience. 

At this time the Port of PHillipſtoꝛon in Ophaley 
(otherwite called the Kingz's-County) was to be vic- 
tualed, and Ony Mac Rory with the 6 Mores in Leax, 
together with the 6 Connors in Ophaley, bragged 
that the _ Forces ſhould not be able to 
victual it. Now by the Emulation of one of our 
chief Commanders, againſt another preferred be- 


fore him, and {ſtrengthened by the Court Factions 


of England, the ſaid Commander had ſent out ſome 
weak Companies for this Service, to be led by the 
other, as in Preheminence of his Place, but a near 
Friend to the Lord Deputy, conceiving how much 
this firſt Action's Succeſs might add Reputation, 
or give a Blemiſh, both to his Lordſhip and the 
Army, gave notice thereof, ſo as his Lordſhip of- 

tering the tame Commander the leading of thoſe 
Companies, he refuſing to go with them, mani— 
feſted the ſuſpected Emulation. W hereupon his 


Lordſhip cauted 14 ſtrong Companies to be allot- 


ted, and gave the Command of them in chief to Sir 
liver Lambert, who conducted the Victuals, and 


ed the Men with ſuch Judgment and Valour, as 


being ſtrongly fought with at the coming off, 
and eſpecially at the going on, yet they perform 


1 ed the Service with great Loſs and Diſcourage- 


ment to thoſe proud Rebels, and the 1fth of 
April his Lordſhip advertiſed Maſter Secretary ot 
this good Service: . 1 
The zoth of April the Earl of Ormond lent to 
the Lord Deputy from the Woods the Conditions, 


1 Ony Mac Rory demanded under his own Hand for 


his Liberty, which till then he could not get, be- 
cauſe Ony ſtaid for Tyrone's and his Confederates 
Advice, adding a Poſtſcript of his Lordſhip's own _ 
Hand; that the Letter was brought to him ready 
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written, neither was he allowed any Man of his 
own to write for him. The inſolent Demands 
were theſe: Firti, that her Majeſty” s Forces ſhould 
be removed trom Lear, and the Garriſons deliver- 
ed toOny Mac Kory's Hands. Secondly, that Pledges 
ſhould be delivered him tor Caution, that no Gar- 
riſons ſhould ever be planted there, which done, 
Ony and his Followers would ſubmit themſelves, 
Thirdly, if Pledges were not given, then the 
Garriſons alſo in Ophaley ſhould be removed, and 
every Man lett to ſhift for himſelf. The Poſt- 
{cript required, that upon ſuch Pledges delivered, 
a general Protection for {1x Weeks ſhould be ſent 
to Ony Mac Rory, and all his Friends in Leinſſer, 
whereupon Antwer ſhould be returned, who de- 
fired the Benefit thereof, but during the ſaid time 

af the Protection, no Forces of her Majeſty's 
ſhould be ſent againſt their Confederates in Ulſter 

and the North. The fth of May the Lord De- 
uty drew into the North Parts, to make Tyrone

Preſumption, only wiſhing the Lord Deputy to let 
him ſee, that her Majeſty purſued none in thoſe 
Parts for Religion, and ſo tofatisfy him, but in no 
wiſe by any Contract or Condition. Next for his 
and others Suits for Land, and tor Entertainments, 
becauſe ſuch overtures were like daily to be made, 
by ſuch as ſubmitted themſelves, and Protraction of 
ſending to and fro, might loſe many Opportunities. 


Firſt touching the Suits for Land, her Majeſty's 
Directions in particular Caſes following, ſhould be 
a Rule to the Lord Deputy for his Grants of that 


Kind. And firſt for Sir Arthur b Neal's demanding 
Tyrone's Eſtate, that could not be granted him, by 


Reaſon Tyrone, upon Pretence of an old Inquiſiti- 
on, had extended the limits of his Country, and 


incroached far into the South and Ea. But her 


Majeſty was pleaſed to give him Tyroze's principal 


gears, reſerving Places for Forts, and Lands to 
maintain them, and reſerving all Dependency of 
the Rites (or Neighbour Lords,) allo reſerving 
Lands in Tyrone to reward the Services of ſuch 
. „„ Gentlemen 
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Gentlemen as ſhould ſerve under Sir Arthur in theſe 
Wars, which they ſhould only hold of her Ma- 
jeſty by Letters Patents. For the reſt Sir Arthur 
6 Neal to be Chief in Tyroxe, as well in Superiori- 
ty, as in Revenue. Touching Neal Garve's de- 
mands for 6 Doxne['s Eſtate, her Majeſty's Pleaſurc 
was to reſerve ſome Ports and Caſtles, and ſome 
Lands to reward the Services of that Country's 
Gentlemen, intending that theſe, and more eſpeci- 
ally the Mac Swyne's, ſhould depend only upon her 
Majeſty, and have Right to thoſe Lands by her 
Letters Patents. 'Touching Mac Gwire's Country, 
her Majeſty directed like Reſervations of Land, for 
Forts and Rewards of Services, and generally in 
all Grants charged to reſerve her Majeſty's ancient 
Rights. Secondly, touching Suitors for Enter- 
tainments in Pay, her Majeſty's Pleaſure was f: gni- 
fied to allow 10007. a Month, ſo long as the Lord 
Deputy and the Council there ſhould think fit, to 
be employed that Way, according to the Lord De- 
puty's Diſcretion. But their Lordſhips adviſed 
warily to obſerve, and know, ſuch as offered Sub- 


miſſion, becauſe it had always been the Arch-Trai- 
tor's Practice, to let {lip ſuch as he could not defend, 


that they might ſave their Goods, and live upon her 
Majeſty, without any intent to do her Service. 
Laſtly, whereas the Lord of Duntellin by his Let- 
ters, in regard of ſome Reſtrictions, whereby he 
was diſabled to ſerve her Majeſty as he deſired, had 
made offer to reſign the Government he had in the 
Province of Connaught. And for as much as the 
Queen was always unwilling to employ any great 
Lord in his own Country, yet finding him placed in 


that Government by the Earl of EG, had ſtil! 


continued him there, only out of her ſpecial Fa- 
vour to him. And for that of late ſome Inſolen- 
cies had been offered to Companies of the Engliſh, 
by the old Earl of Clanrickard's Soldiers in her Ma- 
jeſty's Pay. Their Lordſhip's ſignified, that the 
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Queen's Pleaſure was, to accept the Lord of Dun- 


kellin's Reſignation, in the faireſt Manner, and 
withal careful tendering of his Honour, adviſing 
the Lord Deputy to invite him to accompany his 
Lordſhip, and ſerve in the Army under him. And 
Sir Arthur Savage then a Colonel of the Army, and 


lying with his Company at Athlone, was appointed 
Proviſional Governor of the Province of Connaught,

The Lord Deputy having attain- 
ed his End of drawing the Army into the North,

complained. Beſides that indeed this burning and 


ſpoiling of the very Pale, did further the greateſt 


End of finiſhing the Wars, no way ſo likely to be 


brought to an End, as by a Jury Famine.

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The firſt was amplified, for that he did it contrary 
to her Majeſty's Mind, plainly ſignified unto him 
in England, that he increaſed that Offence, by con- 
tinuing him in that Office ſtill, when her Majeſty 
by Letters had expreſly commanded him to diſplace 
him; and thirdly, for that he wrote a very bold 
preſumptuous Letter to her Majeſty, in excuſe of 
that Offence, which Letter was afterwards rcad. 
The ſecond Point of his Southern Journey was ag- 
gravated, in that it was made contrary to her Majeſ- 
ty's adviied Reſolution, agreed upon by her Coun- 
ci], and approved by her martial Men, as the only 
means to reduce Ireland, and contrary to the Earl's 
own Project, yea, and that without the Advice of 
the Council of /elandallo, as appeared by a Letter 
of theirs under their Hands, though now the Earl 
pretended their Advice for his own Excule, where- 
upon followed the harrowing out, and the weak- 
ning of the royalleſt Army that ever went out of HN 

land, the waſt ing of that huge Expence, and the 

_ Overthrow of the whole Action. The third point, 

viz. the making of Knights, was urged to have 

been contrary to her Majeſty's expreſs Command- 
ment, a Queſtion being once made, whether he 
ſhould have that Authority or no, becauſe he had 
abuſed it before, yet the ſame being at the laſt 
granted, with this Limitation giving him in Charge, 

that he ſhould make but few, and thoſe Men of 
good Ability, whereas he made to the Number of 

60, and thoſe ſome of his menial Servants, yea and 

that in a moſt unſeaſonable Time, when Things 
were at the worſt, which ſhould have been done 
upon Victory and Triumph only. The 4th Point, 
namely, his Conference with the Rebel, was aggra- 
vated, in that it was an equal and ſecret Conference, 
diſhonourable to her Majeſty, for him that ſuſtain- 


ed her Royal Perſon, to confer in equal ſort with _ | 


the baſeſt and vileſt Traitor that ever lived, a buſh Þ|- 
Kerne, and baſe Son of a Blackſmith . __ 
Rey Pu WO” Ie" "* allo. 
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alſo, in that it was private and ſecret, no Man ſuf- 
fered to approach, but eſpecially no Engliſhman z 
theEnd of the Conference molt ſhameful, that the 
wretched Traitor ſhould preſcribe Conditions to 
his Sovereign; abominable and odious Conditions, 
apublickToleration of idolatrous Reli gion, Par- 
don for himſelf and all the Traitors in Ireland, and 
full Reſtitution of Lands and Poſſeſſions to all the 
ſort of them. It was added, that before this Par- 
ley, a Meſſenger went ſecretly from the Earl's Camp 
to the Traitor, viz. Captain Thomas Leigh, if not 
ſent by the Earl, at leaſt by his connivency, at 
leaſt by the connivency of the Marſhal, whom 
the Earl did not puniſh, Laſtly, the th Hoint was 
urged to be intolerably preſumptuous, con trary to 
her Majeſty's exprels Commandment in writing, 
under the Seal of her privy Signet, charging him 
upon his Duty not to return until he heard further 
from her; that this his return was allo exceeding 
dangerous, in that he left the Army divided unto _ 
two divers Men, the Earl of Ormond, and the 
Lord Chancellor, Men whom himſelf had excep- 
ted againſt, as unfit for ſuch a Truſt, and that he 
ſo left this Army, as that if God his Providence 
had not been the greater, the Ruin and Los of the 
whole Kingdom had enſued thereupon. This was 
the Sum of the Accuſation, every Part interlaced 
with moſt ſharp and bitter rhetoricalAmplifications, 


which I touch not, nor am fit to write, but the 


Concluſion was (whereby a taſte of the ſame may 
be had) that the Ingreſs was proud and ambitious, 
the Progreſs diſobedient, and contemptuous, the 
Regreſs notorious and dangerous. Among other 


K Things the Lady Rich her Letter to the Queen 


was preſſed with very bitter and hard Terms: My 
Lady Rich her Letter he termed an inſolent, faucy 
| malipert Action. He propoſed alſo in the End a 
Preſident for the Earl's Puniſhment (ſaying, he 
was fain to ſeek far for one gentle enough): One

nt into {eland, he vaunted and boaſted, that | 


ke would fight with none but the Traitor himſelf, 
he would pull him by the Ears out of his Den, he 
would make the Earl tremble under him, Cc. But 
_ when he came thither, then no ſuch Matter, he 
goes another Way, it per eth plainly he meant no- 
thing leſs than to fight with Tyroue. This was the 
Effect of Maſter Allorneq's part. ” 


Maſter Sollicitor his Speech followed, "which 1 


contained the unhappy Succeſs, which enſued ; in 
Ireland after the Earl's Departure, whereby appear- 
ed how little good the Earl had donc, in that the 
Traitor was grown much more confident, more 
inſolent, and ſtronger than ever he was before, "op 
appeared principally by his Declaration, which he _ 
hath given out ſince the Earl's Departure, vaunt- 
ing that he is the Upholder of the Catholick Faith 
and Religion, that whereas it was given out by 
ſome that he would follow the Earl of E/ex into 
Eugland, he would perhaps ſhortly appear in Eng- 
land little to England's Good: Many . 3 
added to that Purpoſe. 


After 
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After him Sir Francis Bacon concluded the Accu— 
ſation with a very eloquent Speech. Firſt by Way 
of Preface, ſignifying, that he hoped both the 
Earl himſelf, and all that heard him, would con- 
ſider, that the particular bond of Duty, which he 
then did and ever would acknowledge to owe unto 
the Earl, was now to be ſequeſtred, and laid aſide. 
Then did he notably cxtol her Majeſty's ſingular 
Grace and Mercy, whercof he laid the Earl was a 
ſingular Work, in that upon his humble Suit, me 
was content not to proſecute hin in her Court of 
Juſtice the Star- chamber, but according to his 
own earneſt Deſire, to remove that Cup from him, 
(thoſe he ſaid were the Farl's own Words in his Let- 
ter), and now to ſuffer his Cauſe to be heard. Later 
privatos parietes, by Way of Mercy and Favour on- 
ly, where no Manner of Diſloyalty was laid to his 
Charge, for (quoth he) if that had been the Queſ- 
tion, this had not been the Place. Afterwards 
| paſling along moſt cloquently through the Earb's 
Journey into Ireland, he came to charge him with | 
two Points not ſpoken of before. The firſt was a 
Letter written by the Earl unto my Lord Nceper, 
very boldly and preſuwptuouily, in derogation to 
her Majeſty, which Letter he alſo faid was publiſh- 
ed by the Earl's own Friends. The points of the 
| Letter which he ſtood upon, were theſe; No Tem- 
I peſt to the paſſionate Indignationof a Pri nce; as if 
ner Majeſty were devoid of Reaton, carried away 
with Patton (the only thing that joineth Man and 
Beaſt together): Her Majeſty 8 Heart i is obdurate, 
he would not ſay that the Earl meant to compare her 
abſolutely to Pharaoh, but in this particular only, 
> which muſt needs be very odious. Cannot Princes 
E crr: Cannot Subjects ſuffer Wrong ? As if her 
| Majeſty had loft her Virtues of Judgment, Juſ- 
tice, Ec. Far be it from me (quoth he) to attri- 
- bute divinc Properties to mortal Princes, yet this I 
I muſt truly Hays that by the Common Law of 
; | LL A as Ligand, 
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England, a Prince can do no Wrong. The laſt 
point of that Letter, wa? a Diſtinction of the Du- 
ty a Subject oweth to his Prince, that the Duty of 
Allegiance, is the only indiſſoluble Duty, what 
then (quoth he) is the Duty of Gratitude ? W hat 
the Duty of Obedience? &c. The ſecond point 
of Maiter Bacon's Accuſation was, that a certain 
dangerous ſeditious Pamphlet, was of late put forth 
into print, concerning the firſt Vears of the Reign 
of Jleuny the 4th, but indeed the end of Richard 
the ſecond, and who thought fit to be Patron of 
that Book, but my Lord of E/ezx, who after the 
Book had been out a Week, wrote a cold formal 
Letter to my Lord of Canzerbury, to call it in a- 
gain, knowing belike that forbidden Things are 
moſt fought after: This was the Effect of his 
Speech. The ſpecial points of the whole Accu- 
ſation were afterwards proved by the Earl's own F 
Letters, by ſome of her Majeſty's Letters, and 


the Councils, and by the Letter of the Earlof Or- Þ 
mond and others of the Council of 7reland, openly 


read by the Clerk of the Council. 


The Accuſation ended, the Earl kneeling, be- 
gan to ſpeak for himſelf, in Effect thus much. 


That ever ſince it pleaſed her gracious Majeſty to - 


remove that Cup from him (which, he acknow- 
ledged to have been at his humble Suit) and to 
change the courſe of Proceeding againſt him, 
which was intended in the Star-chamber ; he laid 
aſide all thought of juſtifying himſelf in any of his 


Actions, and that therefore, he had now reſolved, |. 
with himſelf never to make any Conteſtation witn 
his Sovereign: That he had made a Divorce be- 


twixt himſelf and the World, if God and his 


Sovereign would give him leave to hold it; that . 


the inward Sorrow and Afflictions which he had 


laid upon his Soul privately, betwixt God and his 
_ Conſcience, for the great Offence againſt herrn 

Majeſty, was more than any outward croſs or Af- | 
ht > „icon 


fliction that could poſſibly befal him. That he 


would never excuſe himſelf neither a foto nor a fan- 


to, from whatſoever Crimes of Error, Negligence, 


or inconſiderate Raſhneſs, which his Y outh, Fol- 


ly, or manifold Infirmities might lead him into, 


only he muſt ever profeſs a loyal faithful unſpotted 


Heart, unfeigned Affection and Deſire, ever to do 


her Majeſty the beſt Service he could, which ra- 


ther than he would loſe, he would, if Chriſtia- 


nity and Charity did permit, firſt tear his Heart out 
of his Breaſt, with his own Hands. But this always 


preſerved untouched, he was molt willing to confeſs _ 
and acknowledge whatſoever Errors and Faults 
it pleaſed her Majeſty to impute to him. The firſt 
part of his Speech drew plenty of Tears from the 
Eyes of many of the Hearers; for it was uttered 
with great Paſſion, and the Words excellently or- 


dered, and it might PRO appear, that he had 


intended to ſpeak no more for himſelf. But being 
touched (as it ſeemed) with the overſharp Speeches 

of his Accuſers, he humbly craved of their Lord- 
ſhips, that whereas he had perceived many rheto- 
rical Inferences and Inſinuations given out by his 
Accuſers, which might argue a ditloyal, malicious, 

wicked, and corrupt Affection in him, mhey 
E 


would give him leave, not in any Sort to excu 


himſelf, but only by Way of Explanation, to lay 
| down unto them thoſe falſe Guides, which had de- 
ceived him, and led him into all his Errors, and 
ſo he entered into a Kind of anſwering Maſter At- 
torney's Speech, from point to point in order, al- 
ledging, for the point of his large Commiſſion 


for pardoning Treaſon againſt her Majeſty's Per- 
ſon, that it was a Thing he had learned of Maſter 


Attorney himſelf, only to meet with the Rebels 
Curioſity, which had an Opinion, that all Treaſon 


in Irelaud, might be interpreted Treaſon againſt 


her Majeſty's Perſon, and therefore would truſt no 
| Pardon without that Clauſe. | 'T hat in making the

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Earl of Southihampton General of the Horſe, the 
1 guide which miſled him, was an opinion 

hat her Majeſty might have been ſatisficd with 
thoſe Re: no, which moved him, as alſo with thoſe 
Reatons which he had alledged in his Letters, for 
Continuance of him in the Place, but that after 
he perceived her Majeſty's Mind plainly i in herſe- 
cond Letter, he ditplaced him the next Day: For 
his Journey into Mandler, he alledged divers Things, 
pr incipally that the Time of the Year would nor 
jerve for an Ul/7er Journey, and then the Advice 
of the Council there, which he proteſted to al- 
ledge, not to excuſe himſelf, but rather to accuſe 


his own Errors, and the Errors of the Counſellors 


in Ireland: And whereas ſome of them to excuſe 
themſelves, and charge him the deeper, had now 
written the contrary to the Council: He protell- 
ed de cply that therein they had dealt moſt falſely, 
andit ſecmeth (ſaith he) that God his juſt Revenge 

bath overtaken two of them already, the Earl of 


Ormund by Blindneſs, and Sir Marbam St. Leger, 


by violent Death. For his making of Knights, 
he alledged the Neceſſity and e hy he was driven 
unto, that being the only Way he had to retain 


the \/ oluntarics, the Strength and Pride of the 


Army; that he made but two of his Servants, and 

thoſe Menof ſpecial Deſert and good Ability: That 

he thought his Service ought not to be any Bar a- 

gainſt them, for the recei; ing the Reward of their 
Deterts. 


But before he had vhs waded through half his 


Anſwer, my Lord Keeper interrupted him, and 


told him, that this was not the courſe that was 
like to do him good, that he began very well in 


jubmitting himſelf, unto her Ma; ety” Mercy and 


Pardon, which he with the reſt of the Lords, were 
glad to hear; and no doubt but her princely and 
gracious Nature was by that way mott like to be 
inclined to him: That all extenuating of his Of- 
| FCCC, 
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fence, was but the extenuating of her Ma'ely's 


Mercy in pardoning: That he with all the tet of 
the Lords would clear him of all Sulpicion of 


Diſloyalty: and therefore he might do welito ſpare. 


the reſt of his Speech, and tave Pime, and com- 
mit himſelf to her Nlajeſty's Mercy. And when 


the Earl replied, that it might appcar by that 


hedge which hediligently put to all his Anſwers, 


that he ſpake nothing but only to clear himſelf from 


a malicious corrupt Affection. My Lord Keeper 
told him again, that if thereby he meant the Crime 


of Dilloyalty, it was that which he needed not to 
fear, he was not charged with it, as the Place and 


Courſe taken againſt him might warrant; all that 


was now laid unto him, was Contempt and Di- 


obcdience. And if he intended to pertwade them, 
that he had diſobeyed indeed, but not with a Pur- 
pole of diſobeying, that were frivolous and ab- 
turd. 

Then my Lord Treaſurer began to ſpeak, and 
clear the Earl from Suſpicion of Diſloyalty, didve- _ 


ry ſoundly controul divers of his other Excuſes. 


After him Maſter Secretary, making a Preface 


why he ſpoke before his Turn, by Reaſon of his 

Place, took the matter in Hand, and firſt notably 
__ clearing the Earl from all Suſpicion of Diſloyalty, 
which he proteſted he did from his Conſcience, 
and afterwards often iterated the fame, and pre- 


{erved it unto him entire, he [poke ſingular ly for 


the juſtifying of her Majeſty? s ſpecial Care and 


Wiſdom for the Wars in Ireland, in providing what- 


ſoever could be demanded by the Earl for that Ser- 


vice before his going out; with upplying him af- 


terwards with whatlocver he could ask, ſo it were 


poſſible to be given him: In preſcribing that Courſe, 


_ which had it been followed, was the only Way to 
have reduced that Realm, and Which being forſak- 


en, was the only Ruin and Lols of that Roy al Ar- 
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And as for all thoſe Excuſes which the Earl al- 
ledged tor himſelf he clearly cut them off, ſhew- 
ing that his Excuſe of following the Council of 
freland's Advice was nothing, his Commiſhon be- 
ing ſo large that he was not bound to follow them 
and if he had been, yet were they a Council at his 
Command, he might force them to ſay what he 
lift; his own Letters which he alledged, might be 
provitienary; written of purpoſe then to excuſe 
him now. To be ſhort, he greatly juſtified her 
Majeſty's Wiſdom in managing that whole Action 
as much as lay in her, and laid the whole Fault of 
the bad Succeſs in Ireland upon the Earl's ominous 
Journey (ſo he called it) into Munſter : And thus 
in the Behalt of her Majeſty he fully ſatisfied the 
Auditors. Maſter Secretary gave the Earl his Right 
always, and ſhewed more Curteſy than any, yet, 
{aid he, the Earl in all his Journey did nothing elſe 
but make (as it were) Circles of Errors which 
were all bound up in the unhappy Knot of his diſ- 
obedient Return. Alſo he gave the Earl free Li- 
berty to interrupt him at any time in his Speech. 
But the Earl being contented with the Opinion 
of Loyalty fo clearly reſerved unto him was moſt 
willing to bear the whole Burthen of all the reſt of 
the Accuſation, and therefore never uſed any fur- 
therReply ; only by Reaſon of a Queſtion or two, 
that were moved by my Lord of Canterbury and my 
Lord Admiral, {ome little Speech there was to and 
fro. My Lord of Canterbury's Queſtion was con- 
cerning the Conditions of yielding unto Tyrone in 
toleration of Religion; the Earl heartily thanked 
bim for moving that Doubt, and then proteſted 
that it was a Thing mentioned indeed, but never 
yielded unto by him, nor yet ſtood upon by the 
Traitor, to whom the Earl had ſaid plainly, Hang 
thce up, thou carett for Religion as much as my 


Horſe. Maſter Secretary allo cleared the Earl in 


that reſpect, that he never yielded to Tyrone in that 
35 5 foul 
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foul Condition, though by reaſon of Tyrone's 
vaunting afterwards, it might have ſome Shew of 
Probability. By reaſon of my Lord Admiral's 
Queltion, the Earl ſpake ſomewhat of his Return, 
that he did it upon a talſe Ground of Hope, that 
her Majeſty might pardon him, as the did the Earl 
of Leiceſter in the like Caſe, who returned out of 


the Low-Countries contrary to her Majeſty's ex- 


preſs Letter. This I thought with my ſelf (quoth 
the Earl) if Leiceſter were pardoned, whoſe End 
was only to ſave himſelf, why might not E/ex be 
pardoned, whole End was to ſave a Kingdom. But 
M.aſter Secretary replied, that upon his knowledge 
there never paſſed any Letter from her Majeſty to 

- forbid the Earl of Zercefier's Return. 
Judge Walmeſloy's Speech was more blunt than 
bitter: Pritoners at our Bars (faith he) are more 
graceleſs, they will not confeſs their Faults. Again: 

He compared my Lord's coming Home, and leavin 


the Army there, to a Shepherd that leit his Flock 


to the keeping of his Dog. 


In Concluſion, the Earl proteſted that all he 
_ _ ſought for was the Opinion of a truc and a loyal 
Subject, which might appear by the Speech, wham 


with he hedged in all his Anſwers, namely, it 


he intended only to ſhew thoſe falſe Guides, wa: 


miſled him, whether they were his own Errors, Gr 


the Errors of his Counſellors, whom he followed, 


that he yielded himſelf wholly to her Majeity's 


Mercy and Favour, and was ready to offer up his 


poor Carcals unto her, he would not ſay to do (for 
alaſs he had no Faculties), but to ſuffer whatſoever 
her Majeſty ſhould infl t upon him, and ſo requeſt- 


ed them all to make a juſt, honourable, and favour- 
able Report of his diſordered Speeches, which had 
fallen from him in ſuchSort as his ac ing Head andBo- 
dy weakened with Sickneſs would give him Leave. 
This done, they procecded to the Cenſure. My 
Cord Keeper beganwith a good, powerful, and elo- 


quent Speech. That 
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That by Juſtice and Clemency the Throne is 
eſtabliſhed 3 as for Mercy, her Majeſty had reſerv- 
ed it to herſelf; but for the ſatisfying of her Juſtice 
ſhe had appointed them to enquire into the Cauſe. 
That they were to enquire only of thoſe Faults of 
Contempts and Diſobedience laid unto the Earl, 
and to cenſure him accordingly; and for her Mer- 
cy, they had nothing to do with it, only God was 
to work it in her princely Breaſt. In examining the 
Earl's Faults he laid theſe for his Grounds, that the 
two Grounds and Foundations of the Prince's Scep- 
ter and Eſtate are, the Reputation of adiligent and 
careful Providence for the Preſervation of her 
Eſtate and Countries, and the Obedience of her 
Subjects; and he that ſhould take either of thete 
from her, ſhould take from her the Crown and 
Scepter. For the firſt, he notably ſhewed at large 
how her Majeſty had deſerved it in the whole Courſe 
of the /riſh Wars; for Obedience he ſhewed the 
Nature of it, conſiſting in preciſely following the 
ſtreight Line of the Prince's Commandment, and 
upon that Strain he amplified to the uttermolt all 
the Earl's Contempts and Diſobediences, that her 
Majeſty's great Mercy might appear the more 
clearly. Among the reſt, (for he went through _ 
them all in order), he anſwered thus to the Pre- 
tence of Leiceſter's Precedent for Excuſe of the 
Earl's Return: In good things, the Example is 


better than the Imitation of another; he that doth 


well of his own Head doth beſt, and he that doth 
well by Imitation doth commendably in a leſs De- 
gree; but in bad things the Proportion is otherwiſe, 
the Example being naught the Imitation is worſe: 
Therefore, if my Lord of Leiceſter did Evil in 


coming over contrary to the Queen's Command- 
ment, my Lord of E//ex did worſe in imitating my 


Lord of Leiceſter, and is ſo much the more to be 
puniſhed for it. In the End he came to the Cenſure, 
which was this: If, quoth he, this Cauſe had been 

„„ heard 
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heard in the Star- Chamber my Sentence mult have 
been ſo great a Fine as ever was ſet upon any Man's 
Head in that Court, and perpetual Impriſonment 
in that Place which belongeth to 2 Man of his 
Quality, that is, the Tower; but now that we are 
in another Place, and in a Courſe of Favour, my 
Cenſure is, that he is not to execute the Office of a 
Counſellor, nor to hold himſclt for a Counſellor of 
Eſtate, nor to execute the Office of Earl Marſhal 
of England, nor of the Maſter of the Ordnance, 
and to return to his own Houle, there to continue 
a Prifoner as before, till it ſhall pleaſe her Majeſty 
to releale both this and all the reſt. 
After my Lord Keeper all the reſt in Order gave 
their Cenſures, (amplifying her Majeſty's Clemen- 
cy and the Farl's Offences) according to the Man- 
ner in the Star-Chamber; but all accorded to this 
Cenſure, (for ſo they called it, and not a Sentence). 
Maſter Secretary ſaid, my Cenſure is, that the Fart 
deſerveth, &c. The greater Part of the Day Wu, 
ſpent in the Lords Centures, who were many = 
them very long, only the Noblemen (not C 
ſellors) were ſhort. 

Te Earl of Worceſter cited theſe two - 


Scilicet a Superis etiam fortuna luenda e, 
Nec veniam, læſo numine, caſus habet. 
Even for our Fortune Gods mas caltusdown, 
Neither can Chance excuſe if a God frown. 


The Earl of Cumberland ſaid, if he thought that 
Cenſure ſhould ſtand he would crave longer time, 
for it ſeemed unto him ſomewhat hard and heavy, 
intmating how eaſily a General Commander might 

incur the like; but (quoth he) in Confidence of 
her Majetty's Mercy, .I agree with the reſt. 
The Lord Zouch would give no other Cenſure 
but that which he thought the Earl would lay upon 
1 himſelf, 
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himſelf, that was, that he would reſtrain himſelf 
from executing his Offices, Sc. and keep himſelf 
in his Houle till her Majeſty ſhall releaſe all. 

They all ſeemed by their Speeches to conceive a 
ſure Hope of her Majeſty's releaſing this Cenſure, 
and the Earl was reaſonably cheartul, only his Body 
ſeemed weak and diſtempered with Sickneſs, and 
nov and then he ſhewed molt manifeit Tokens of 
Sorrow for his Offence to her Majeſty by Tears 
in his Eyes, (ſpecially in the firſt Part of his own 

Speech, and when my Lord Keeper ſpoke). 
Nov I return to the /71þ Affairs. Tyrone on the 
th of June wrote to the Counteſs of Ormond, that 
e had written to Ownay Mac Rory, requeſting him 
to take Pledges for the Earl her Husband, and fo 
to enlarge him, conditionally, that he ſhould ſwear 


to do henceforward no Hurt or Hindrance to any in 


Action with him. And further, that the young 
Lady his Miſtreſs, (meaning the Earl's Daughter 
and Heir) ſhould in no Sort be taken for a Pledge, 
eſpecially becauſe it was given out, that under that 
Colour he ſought to marry her to his eldeſt Son.

The 26th of Auguſt his Lordſhip returned from 

this Journey of Leax to Dublin, and there received 


Advertiſement, that her Majeſty could not refuſe 


to bear the Complaints of the Pale, by the De- 


puties formerly mentioned to be ſent over, though 


ſhe had ſharply rebuked them, that they did not 


firſt complain to the Lord Deputy, which they ex- 
cuſed by Experience, that like Complaints in re-

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land had ever been vain. The chief Complaints 
were thele; that the Forces that ſhould lie upon 
the Borders, near the Rebels, were lodged upon 
them.

The 14th of September his Lordſhip began ano- 


ther Journey into the North, and the 15th encamp- 
ed at the Hill of Fagbard, 3 Miles beyond Dundalk, 
| and there his Lordihip lay till the th of October, 


in 
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in ſuch Extremity of Weather, as would have 
hindred his Paſſage, if the Enemy had not with- 
ſtood him, his Lordſhip's Tent being continual- 
ly wet, and often blown down. Before his Lord- 
ſhip came, Tyrone with his uttermoſt Strength had 


poſſeſſed the Moyry, being a ſtrong Faſtneſs, as any 


the Rebels had, but his Lordſhip reſolved to march 
over him, if he ſtopped his Way, and make him 
know, that his Kerne could not keep the Fortifi- 
cation againſt the Queen's Forces. Many Skir- 
mines fell out happily to us, and two ſeveral Days 
the Rebels were beaten out of their Trenches with 
great Loſs, till at laſt, upon the 8th of October, 
they left the Paſſage clear. Then after the Army 
was a few Days refreſhed at Dundalk, his Lord- 
ſhip marched the 21ſt of October to the Newry, 
paſſing through the Moyry, where he cauſed all 
the Rebels Trenches to be laid flat to the Ground, 
and the Woods to be cut down on both Sides of 
the Pace. At the Newry, for want of Victuals, 
his Lordſhip ſtaid till the 2d of November, when 
he ſet forward eight Miles towards Armagh, and 
there encamped. The Rebels Horſemen ſhewed 
themſelves upon a Hill; whereupon Sir Samuel 
Bagnol's Regiment having the Rear, and bug | 


not yet come into the Camp, was directed to marc 


towards them, there being a Bog between us and 
them, but the Rogues quickly drew to their Faſt- 


neſs. The next Morning his Lordſhip rode ſome 


Quyparter of a Mile from the Camp, and viewed a 
Place where Sir John Norris formerly intended to 
build a Fort, and liking his Choice, ſat down 
there with the Army to build the ſame. The 
Place is a Hill like a Promontory, all invironed 
with Bogs, a River, and great Store of Wood. 
By it on the right Hand over the River and a 
great Bog, was a little firm Ground, and then an- 
other Bog, and over that a fair Country, with 
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Houſes and much Corn. His Lordſhip could by 
no means ſend over any Horſe, but four Miles a- 
bout; wherefore he commanded a Regiment of 
Foot to advance to the firſt Piece of firm Ground, 
and from thence to ſend over the next Bog tome. 
few Men, to bring in the Corn and Timber of 
the Houſes, with Directions to make their Re- 
treat to the Groſs, if the Enemies Horſes ſhould 


fall down that Way. On the left Hand and be- 1 
fore was a Bog, over the Bog before a great Mood, | 
that continueth through all this Faſtneſs, and over - 
the Bog on the left Hand a Hill, where Hrone all | 
that Day and moſt of the time that the Army lay | 


there, did muſter himſelf and his Men. This Day | 
moſt of his Horſe and Foot fell over, but far a- 4 
bout on the right Hand, upon which, our Strag- | 

lers that went out retired to the firm Ground, over | 

the firſt Bog, and there began between our Foot : | 
and theirs, a very good Skirmiſh, till our Men ” 


did beat them off, and brought with them great 
Store of Corn and Wood, and killed divers of 
them. In the mean time, their Scouts on the 
bother Side being ſomewhat buſy with ours, Nea! 
Quin was taken Priſoner, being the chief Fa- 
vourite unto Hrone. The next Day we began to 
work, in the building of the Fort, and to impeach 
our Work, the Rogues began to skirmiſh with 
us on both Sides, which was excellently main- 
tained by ſome few of our Men, that we ſent 
out: We ſaw many of them killed, and after un- 
Þ derſtood they loſt a great Number, whereof ma- 
ny were Horſemen, of the beſt ſort, that had 
lighted to incourage their Men to fight. They 
were then ſo well beaten, as they would never at- 
| ter offer to meddle with us, till our Return by 
Carlingford. The ↄth of November the Fort being 
finiſhed, his Lordſhip called it Mount- Norris, in 
Honour of his Maſter, (ſo he termed him, under 
3 whom he had ſerved his Apprenticeſhip in the 
MER ie CR 
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Wars,) and he left therein 400 Foot, under the 


Command of Captain Edward Blany, with fix 


Weeks Proviſion of Victuals. 

The Weather grew ſo extream, as it blew down 
all our Tents, and tore them in Pieces, and killed 
many of our Horſes, ſo that the rtoth Day his 


Lordſhip putting all the Army in Arms, with all 


the Drums and Trumpets, and a great Volley of 


Shot, proclaimed Yyrone's Head, (with Promiſe of 
_ 20001. to him that brought him alive, and 10007. 
to him that brought him dead,) which was done 
1n the Face of his own Army, and ſo his Lord- 
ſhip marched to the Newry. He had purpoſed to 


plant a Garriſon at Armagh 8 Miles beyond Mount- 


Norris, but the Rebels Cows had eaten up all the 
- Graſs thereabouts, which ſhould have fed our 


Horſes, and the time of the Year with the Wea- 


ther, was now unſeaſonable for that Purpoſe. 


Fehr return into the Pale by Carling ford, to diſ- 


And whereas his Lordſhip was reſolved to 


cern whether that Way or the Way of the 


Moyry were more ſafe, that the Army might not run 


ſo continual hazards, this Reſolution was now con- 
firmed by Neceſſity, there being Victuals at Car- 


ling ford, and none at the Newry or Dundalk. The 
12th of November his Lordſhip came with the 
Army to the narrow Water, whence he ſent Sir 


Joſias Bodley with zoo choice Foot to poſſeſs a 
Piece of Ground, and keep the Enemy from hin- 
dering our Paſſage over the Water, the Stream 


whereof he found ſo exceeding ſwift, that it was 
like to be dangerous to venture our Horſes over. 
The firſt that tried was Doctor Latware, his Lord- 


ſhip's Chaplain, who only with his Horſe led by 


the Boat- f . with ſome 30 Foot, went over; 


but his Lordſhip perceived fo great Difficulty by 


his Paſſage, that he paſſed the Foot over as faſt as 
might be, ſent Sir Henry Folliot to poſſeſs the Pace 
of the Faddome, and made all the Horſe and our 
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Garrons to go about that Way. In the mean 


time we might {ce the Rebels Forces draw over 
the Mountains towards the Pace of Carlineford, 
and come cloſe by our Men that were firſt land- 


ed, yet they never offered any Skirmiſh. That 
Night we encamped directly over the narrow 


Water, between the Pace of the Faddomeand the 
Pace of Carling ford, and "a at Midnight got- 

ictuals, that came 
by Water from Carling ford, his Lordſhip cauſed 


the ſame to be delivered before Day, for the Ar- 
my had faſted two Days, and after they had eaten 
but a little Bisket, and Cheeſe or Butter, never 
Men went on in a greater Jollity. The 13th of 


November we were to riſe very early, for other- 
wiſe we could not paſs our Carriages by the Sea 


Side, as we had determined, and by break of Day 


the Scoutmaſter brought Word that Tyroze with 
all his Army was lodged in the Pace, which is an 


excceding thick Wood, at the Foot of a great 


Mountain, reaching down to the Sea Side, be- 
tween which and the Sea, there is in moſt Places 


as much Space as ſeven may march in Rank, but 
in ſome Places leſs, and in ſome none at full Wa- 


ter, but only there is a narrow deep High-way 
through the Wood. 
Captain Thomas Roper with the broken Com- 
panies ſent out of the Pale, went on as a forlorn 
Hope, and that Day by Courſe it fell out, that 


Capt. Benjamin Berry, with the Lord Deputy's 


Regiment under his Command, had the Van- 
guard, Sir Chriſtopher St. Laurence, had the Rear 
of the Van- guard, Sir Richard Moryſon had the 
Vanguard of the Rear, and Sir Samuel Bagnol the 
Rear of the Rear, ſo that we had but two Bo- 


dies, a Van- guard and a Rear, thus ſubdivided. 


Capt. Trevor with as many as Capt. Roper had in 


the Point, led a forlorn Rear. Out of all the Re- 
giments his Lordſhip appointed three ſtrong Wings 


to

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do go on the right Hand (for on the left Hand was the 


Sea,) commanded all by Captains; the firſt by Capt. 
Billings, the ſecond by Capt. Eſinond, and the laſt 
by Capt. Conflable. 
The Ground the Rebels chiefly choſe to make 
good was a little Plain like a Semicircle, whereof 
the Sea made the Diameter, and a thick Wood the 


Circumference. At the next Corner to us there ran 


into the Sea a River out of the Wood, being a 


Ford of good Advantage to the Enemy. Allalong 
the Circumference they had made divers Trenches, 
even cloſe up to both the Corners, and at the fur- 
theſt Corner they had made a Barricado reaching 
a good Way into the Wood and down to the Sea. 
At the firſt they ſhewed themſelves Horſe and Foot 
upon this Plain; but when his Lordſhip com- 
manded ours to give on (which they performed 


preſently and roundly) their Horſe drew off into 


the Woods, and their Foot into their Trenches, and 
never ſhot till the Vanguard was drawn over the 
River, when from all Parts they poured upon us 
great Vollies of Shot; but preſently Capt. Roper 


gave on the fartheſt Trench on the right Hand of 
the Corner, Capt. Billings on the next with the 
Wing heeled, and Capt. Berry with the reſt of the 


Vanguard. gave upon the fartheſt Corner, where 


the Barricado reached from the W ood into the Sea : 
In ſome of them they made good reſiſtance, and 


niany of them loft their Lives with the Pike and 


the Sword : But the laſt Trench where they made 
greateſt Shew of Oppoſition they did ſooneſt quit, 


though it were ſtrongeſt for them, and to greateſt 
Purpoſe to arreſt us; the Reaſon his Lordſhip con- 


ceived to be, that in that Place they were furtheſt 


from their Retreat, and feared the forlorn Hope. 
and Wing, led by Capt. Billings, might cut be- 
tween them. When we had gained the Trenches 
the Vanguard madea ſtand, in the Rear of which, 
to countenance them (if there had been — 
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his Lordſhip ſtood with a Troop of Horſe of vo- 
luntary Gentlemen, and next to his Lordſhip (be- 
tween the Van and next Bodies of Foot) Sir Henry 
Davers and his Lordſhip's Troops of Horſe. At 
this time they e Skirmiſh with all Parts of 
our Army, but {till falling towards the Rear, and 
at this time his Lordſhip's Secretary Mr. George 


Cranmer was killed between Sir William Godolphin 


and Mr. Henry Barkely, Mr. Ram his Lordſhip's 
Chaplain's Horſe was killed, and a Gentleman of 
his Lordſhip's Chamber, called Mr. Done, (that 
carry'd his Cloak) ſhot through the Leg. And I 
will not forget one Accident that might have 
proved of great Conſequence: During this Stand, 
his Lordſhip rode up to a little Hill in the Edge of 
the Wood, underneath which our Men were in 
skirmiſh with the Rebels, beyond whom, ſome- 
what more than a Musket-ſhot off, on the Side of 
a Hill, by a few little Houſes, there ſtood in a 
_ Troop ſome ſeven or eight Horſemen on Foot 
with their Horſes by them, at whom his Lordſhip 
cauſed his Footman to ſhoot (who always carried a 


long Piece with him), who (as within two Hours 


after it was told his Lordſhip by one that was at 
that time one of the Number) killed the next Man 
to Tyrone, on whoſe Shoulder at that time he leaned. 
Sir Henry Davers came unto his Lordſhip and 
deſired he might take twenty of his own Horſe to 
fall into the Rear, becauſe he ſaw all the Enemy's 
Horſe fall thitherward, and that the r:þ Horſe 
only that Day had the Rear: His Lordſhip gave 
him Leave, and withal ſent young James Blount 
with 100 Shot out of the Vanguard, Capt. Caul- 


| feild and Capt. Conſtable with as many more out of 
Sir Richard Moryſon's Regiment to reinforce the 


Skirmiſh almoſt for halfan Hour, until their 


Rear, with whom the Rogues continued a Hoop 
orſe 
and Foot coming on a little Plain, ſomewhat far 
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from the Skirt of the Wood, Sir Henry Davers 
charged home and brake them, bur in the Begin- 
ning of the Charge he was ſhot in the Thigh. Af- 
ter this Charge they preſently drew off their Foot 
by the Mountains, and their Horſe by the Strand 
over againſt the narrow Water. In our Rear 
Capt. Richard Hanſard and Capt. Trevor were ſore 
hurt, and Sir Garret More's Enſign and Hugh Han- 
lon killed, and in all we loſt not twenty, but above 
threeſcore were hurt. Of the Enemy (as we heard 
then of certain) there were fourſcore killed out- 
right, but within two Days after his Lordſhip un- 
derſtood by Maguire that they loſt two hundred. 
The Marſhal and the Serjeant Major were always 
in the Van or Rear as in either Place the Fight grew 
hotteſt, and generally all the Commanders and Sol- 
diers ſerved with extraordinary Forwardneſs and 
Alacrity. To conclude, by credible Reports the 
Rebels loft in this Journey above 800, and Tyrome's 
Reputation (who did all Things by his Reputation) 
was clean overthrown, ſo that from all Places they 
began to ſeek Pardons or Protections. On our Part 
in the whole Journey ſome 200 were killed and dead 
of Hurts, and ſome 400 were hurt, which {ſhortly 
after recovered.  _ „„ Wo ys 
Give me Leave to digreſs a little to continue the 
Journal of my Travels, the writing whereof hath _ 
occaſioned the Relation of Jriſb Affairs. When 
the Earl of Ee went Lord Lieutenant into Jre- 
land, the Lord Mountjoy was firſt named to that 
Place, whereupon, by my Brother Sir Richard 
Moryſon's Inwardneſs with him, I then obtained 
his Lordſhip's Promiſe to follow him into /reland 
in the Place of his chief Secretary: But this Em- 
ployment failing us both, I retired myſelf into 
T.incolnſbire, where I lived till his Lordſhip was the 
laſt Spring ſent over Lord Deputy, and ſuch was

rhen my diffidence of vulgar Reports, (for I had -

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no other Knowledge of his Lordſhip's Employ- 
ment), that I did not certainly believe the Change 
of the Deputy till his Lordſhip was ready to take 


his Journey, which was beſides extraordinaril 


haſtened by the Queen's Command for the Neceſ- 


fity of her Affairs in that Kingdom; yet my Letter, 
ſwifter than myſelf, came to his Lordſhip's Hands 
before his going; and from him I received this 


honourable Anſwer, that not knowing what was 
become of me, he had already received three Se- 
cretaries, yet wiſhed me to tollow him, for he 
would Bad out ſome fit and good Employment for 
me. The Indiſpoſition of my Body, by reaſon of 
an Ague, ſtay'd me ſome few Months in that Coun- 


try; but in Jul), taking my Journey for Ireland, I 
came to Cambridge, whereas yet I was one of the

Fellows of Peter-houſe : The Maſter and Fellows, 


by ſpecial Indulgence, had continued unto me my 
Place, with leave to travel from the Year 1589, to 


this We July, in the Year 1600: At which 
time being modeſt further to importune ſo loving 


Friends, and having the foreſaid Aſſurance of Pre- 
ferment in /reland J yielded up my Fellowſhip, 


which in my former Abſence had yielded me ſome 


20 J. yearly: And the Society (to knit up their 
loving Courſe towards me) gave me aforchand the 
Profit of my Place for two Years to come; for 


which Curteſy, and for my Education there, Imuſt 


ever acknowledge a ſtrict Bond of Love and Ser- 
vice to each of them in particular, and to the whole 


Body jointly. From thence I went to London, and 
ſo to Weſtcheſter ; and whilſt I ſtaid there for a Paſ- 


ſage J received another Letter, by which I did ga- 


ther that his Lordſhip purpoſed to _—_ me 
in the writing of the Hiſtory or Journal of r:f4 


Affairs. But it pleaſed God in his gracious Provi- 
dence (which I may never leave unmentioned) to 
diſpoſe better of me; for ſtaying for a Wind till 
the End of September, one of his Lordſhip's three 
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Secretaries (either to avoid the Trouble and Dan- 


ger of the Wars, or for other Reaſons beſt known 


to him) came over, and told me that he had left 


his Lordſhip's Service. Thus with better Hope of 


Preferment I croſſed the Seas in very tempeſtuous 
Weather, (at our putting to Sea the Carcaſs of a 
broken Ship ſwimming by us, andat ourentring the 
Port of Dublin, another Ship being caſt away in 

croſſing from one Shoar to another, wherein a Bi- 
ſhop and his whole Family were drowned). After 
few Days ſpent in Dublin I took my Journey toDun- 
dali, on the Northern Borders, where my Brother, 


Sir Richard Moryſon was then Governor, and 


there I lodged till the Lord Deputy's Return with 
the Army. Andthe 13th of November, being the 
Day of Carling ford Fight above-mentioned, whilſt 
I walked in my Brother's Garden, I ſenſibly heard 


* reverberation of the Wall the Sound of the 


Vollies of Shot in that Skirmiſh, though the Place 
were at leaſt {ix Miles diſtant. In this Fight the 
Lord Deputy's chief Secretary, George Cranmer, 
(as is above-mentioned) was killed, and his Lord- 
ſhip having now but only one Secretary, did re- 


ceive me the next Day at Dundalk into Cranmer's

From Dundalk, the Lord teh his Servants 
and voluntary Hor ſemen, rode to Dublin the 17th of 


 Novemb. Within few Days, upon Sir Arthur Savage's 
Entreaty to go for England, about his private Affairs, 
his Lordſhip gave him Licence, and appointed Sir 
John Barkeley to ſupply Bis Place of proviſionary 
Governor of the Province of Connaumb: At the 
fame time his Lordſhip wrote into England for Au- 


thority to paſs unto certain Submitrecs their Coun- 


tries, with reſervation of her Majeſty's Rights, 


and ſome other Conditions for her Profit and Ser- 
vice, more particularly on the Behalf of Connor 
Roe Mac Guire, who being put from the Chiefry of 
his Country by Tyrone, had quitted all his Poſſeſſi- 


ons and Goods to come to the Queen's Service 


when Tyrone had two of his Sons for Pledges, of 


which the elder lately eſcaping from the Rebels had 


likewiſe ſubmitted himſelf, and they both had 
ſerved valiantly in the late Northern ourney; o 
as the Father had his Horſe killed under him, and 


| the Son killed three Rebels with his own Hand; 


and from thence, both going into Fermanagh, had 
1 drawn 
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drawn many of that Country to follow them in the 
Qucen's Service, diverting all the Country from 
aflliting Tyrone: Beſides that, in a late Bkirmiſh 
they had taken Cormack, Bione's Brother's eldeſt 
Son, a young Man of the greateſt Hope in the 
North, vthom the Rebels purpoled to create d Neal 
alter Tyrone's Death, for which Reſpect he was a 
better Pledge than any of Tzrone's Sons. This 
Youth they had brought to the Lord Deputy, with 
great Hazard to convoy him, and that when 32007. 
and other ample Conditions were offercd them for 
his Ranſom. Inthe ſame Month of November ma- 
ny of the Northern Rebels with great Troops, 
(among them a Mrnnfer-man, Piers Lacy, of Fng- 
liſh Race, a famous Rebel), drew into the Brenzy, 
meaning to paſs to the HHannon-ſide, and ſo into 
Munſter, after they had {ſtrengthened the broken 


Nebels of the Pale with ſome Aſſiſtance: But this 


their Paſſage was ſo ſtopped as it took no effect. 
The 6th of December his Lordihip was advertiſed 
from an honourable Friend in Court, that his late 
Proceedings were mentioned by all Men with much 
Honour, and molt of all by the Queen, who ut- 
tered to himſelf the moſt gracious and kind 
Specches of his Lordſhip, and the moſt extolling 
his Valour and worthy Parts, that ever he had heard 
ns # =, Gs 3 „ a be 2: 

Till this Time, the Rebels of the Mountains 
near Dublin, called the Glynns, gave alarms almoſt 
every Night in the Suburbs of Dublin. But the 


Time when the Inſolency of ſome ot them ſhould _ 


be chaſtencd, was now come. The 0 Birns having 
Phelim mac Feogh, the chict of their Sept, after 
the Death of Feogh mac Hiuzh, (formerly mention= 
ed) inhabited the Glynns bordering on the Plains 
of Dublin, extending ſome four or five Miles that 
Way; and theſe being nearer than the 6 Tools and 
other their Confederates, were moſt inſolent upon 
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that City, and the Council, there reſiding, when 


the Lord Deputy was far off in any Service with the 
Horſemen. Now his Lordſhip was purpolcd to 


ſcourge them, and according to his ſingular Sc— 
crecy, did ſo keep his Council from divulging, and 
ſo cunningly masked his intent, as he came upon 
them, when they were moſt ſecure. It was conh- 


dently given out, that his Lordſhip meant preſent- 


ly to undertake ſome Service againſt the 5 Hes of 
Leax, andd Connors of O Phalia, and to that purpoſe 
meant to he with his Houſhold at Monaſtreven, a 


_ great Houſe kept by a Conſtable for the Queen : 


Yea to make this Project more believed, his Lord- 
ſhip ſent Arras hangings, and many Proviſions to 


that Houſe. And now the Forces having been re— 


freſhed, his Lordſhip the 22d. of December, being 
Monday, rode to the Naas 12 Miles diſtant from 
Dublin, where the Rendezvous was appointed that 


Day for the Leinſter Garriſons, (for it was fit thoſe 


bordering on the North, ſnould be left {trong.) On 
Medne 4 day his Lordſhip ſent moſt of his Hoathold 
right forward to Monaſtreven 13 Miles diſtant; but 
himself with the reſt of his Servants and the Forces, 


ſuddenly turned on the left Hand into the Glynns, 


and after a Day and Night's tedious March, over 
ſteep Mountains covered with Snow, he arrived on 


_ Thurſday being Chriſtmas-day, at Phelim mac Feogh 


his Houſe, ſo ſuddenly as his Wife and eldeſt Son 
were taken, and himlelf hardly eſcaped at a back 
Window, and naked, into the Woods, where he 
kept a cold Chriſtmas, while my Lord lived plen- 


tifully in his Houſe, with ſuch Proviſions as were 

made, for him and his Bonnaghs and Kern to kee 
2 merry Chriſtmas. To vent his Anger, he daily 

offered flight Skirmiſhes upon Advantage, but his 
Heart was nothing caſed therewith, being conti- 


nually beaten. His Lordſhip with the Queen's 
F orces, * in this a till about the 20th of 
January - 
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January: In which Time his Troops ſpoiled and 
ranſacked the Countries of Rannelagb and Caſhay, 
ſwept away the molt part of their Cattle and Goods, 
burnt all their Corn, and almoſt all their Houſes, 
lcaving little or nothing to relieve them; and to 
finiſh the Work, his Lordſhip planted two ſtrong 
Garriſons upon them, the one at //7&low on the 
Fat fide, (not able to come nearer, becauſe a Ship 
with our Tools and Inſtruments was beaten back 


by ill Weather, and could not arrive in Time);

the other at Tullogh upon the Weſt, ſo as they could 
not long hold from ſubmitting or flying, being thus 
hedged in. 5 „ 

This done, his Lordſhip came to Monaſtreven, 


with Purpole to undertake the Mores and Connors. 


But having in few Days ſettled a Correſpondency 
ling in that Service, between our Forces 


in thoſe Parts, and the neighbouring Septs of 6 
 Dempſees, and ſome ſuſpected Subjects, of whole 


Faith till then his Lordſhip ſtood not aſſured, and 


__ diſcerning the Mores to be weak in Leax, after the 


| killing of their Chieftain Owwny mac Rory, and the 


burning and ſpoiling in the Leax Journey, ſo as 


they had not Means to keep their Bonnaghts, and 


hearing that the 6 Connors were fled far trom that 
Part of Ophaly, ſo as neither of them could be found 


to make Reſiſtance to any reaſonable ſtrong Forces. 
His Lordſhip leaving in theſe Parts ſome few Com- 
panies to aſſiſt the Subjects, rode from Monaſtreven 


the 2th of January to Abiconal, nine Miles, paſ- 


ſing by theruined City of Kildare, now altogether 


diſinhabited. The zoth we paſſed the Lifey, and 
came to Milhufſy, one Maſter Hufſy's Caſtle, 11 


Miles, paſſing by ſome pleaſant Villages, and by 


Minuih, a fair Houſe, belonging to the Earls of 


=» K'ldare, now in the Hands of the Counteſs Mabel 


an old Widow. The 31ſt. we came to Trim, 8 


- » Miles Champion Ground. This is a pleaſant 
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Town for a Seat, if the Inhabitants were ſuita-

ble, through which the Boyne runs, and it hath the 


Ruins of a ſumptuous Caſtle. This Place his 
Lordſhip thought fitteſt for his preſent Reſidence ; 

For if Captain Tirrel (now the Chief Rebel in (- 
phalia) ſhould draw his Force to the South of the 
Country, from hence his Lordſhip might caſily tall 


back on him. If the Rebels in the Welt deiired to 
paſs into Munſter (as they intended), then our Forces 


were ſſo diſpoſed, as they could not eſcape with- 


out fighting with us upon Diſadvantage to 
them. And if neither fell out, then his Lordſhip 
purpoſed to plant a Garriſon at the Cavaz in the 


| Brenny, and to ſettle our above-mentioned mac 


C ire in Fermanagh. 


At this time his Lordſhip deſired to have authori- 
ty out of England, to paſs Tyrconnel (the County 


of 6 Donnel) to Neal Garve, reſerving 890 Acres 


about Balliſhannon, and the fiſhing of the Erne to 
her Majeſty. And ſuch was the Opinion of the 
Service his turbulent Spirit could do the State, as he 
had the Grant of zoo Foot, and 100 Horſe in her 
Majeſty's Pay, on Condition he ſhould bring the 
Men ſerviceable, and maintain them fo, without 
further Charge to her Majeſty. 


From Trim, lying in Eag-Meath, his Lordfhip 


in Weſi-Meath, 11 Miles diſtant. The 12th we 


paſſed 10 Miles further to Mullingar, the Shirc- 
town of Weſt-Meath, compaſſed with Bogs. 


Thence the 14th, we went to Ballymore, Sir Fran- 


cis Shane's Houſe, 10 long Miles. The 16th to Sir 


Tibbot Dillon's Houſe, 7 Miles. Thence the 17th 


to Athlone, b Miles, where the Governor of the + 
Connaught uſeth to lye in a ſtrong _:

| the 11th of February, paſſing by the Baron of Tem- 1 |. 
bleſlown's Houſe, rode to the Lord of Delvin's Houlc 
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ing in Weſt-meath. And all this Country is Cham- 


5 goo whereof the greateit Part lay waſte. His 


ordſhip returned back the 18th of February to Sir 


* Tibbot Dillon's Houſe, and the 19th to Danoar 12 


Miles, being Bryan mac Gohagarn's Caſtle in Weſt- 
Meath. 5 5 

While his Lordſhip lay in this Caſtle, he rode 
forth the zoth of February, to view a ſtrong hold, 
ſeated in a Plain, and ina little Iſland, compaſſed 
with Bogs and deep Ditches of running Water, 
and thick Woods, in which faſtneſs Captain Tirrel, 
with ſome of the boldeſt Rebels then lay. At 
the firſt Approach to the Bog, two ſhot of the 
Rebels came out, our Horſemen then ſtand- 
ing ona Hill, moved continually, but my ſelf be- 
ing a raw Soldier, ſtood ſtill, and becauſe I had a 


white Horſe, 1 gave the Rebels a fair mark, ſo 


as the firſt ſhot flew cloſe by my Head, and when 
1 apprehending my Danger, turned my Horſe, the 
ſecond flew through my Cloak, and lit on my 
Pad Saddle, (which ſaved my Life,) and bruiſed 
my Thigh. Preſently his Lordſhip ſent Sir Chri- 
flopher Ft. Lawrence, Captain Winſor, Captain Ro- 


| 4 per, and Captain Rotheram, with Wings of Foot 
into the Wood, to diſcover the fortified Iſland. 


And on the other ſide ſent Captain Leg to the ſame 
Purpoſe. While theſe skirmiſhed with the Rebels 
lying intrenched, Maſter Darcy riding by the skirt 
of the Wood, was ſhot in the Neck. The 224. 


Day his Lordſhip drew forth again, and we carri- 


ed Hurls and Fagots to pals into the Iſland, but the 


Water carrying them away, and his Lordſhip's 


Guard being not well ſecondedby the 1rifh, we came 


off with Loſs, and Captain Rotheram was ſhot. 


Before I proceed, I muſt digreſs a little to other 


Matters. In this Journey (begun the 22d. of De- 


cember) his Lordſhip received commandment to 
Pardon all ſuch in Munſter as ſhould require it, and 


ſhould be commendedby the Lord Preſident, with 


Aſſurance 
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Aſſurance that Hain was ſo intangled with the War 
of Savoy, as the Iriſh Rebels could at this time have 


{mall Succour thence. His Lordſhip writ to Ma- 
{ter Secretary to procure him leave to {tart over into 


England, to kils the Queen's Hands, and to confer 


with him about the /ri/þ Service, profeſſing that he 
reputed him his honourable Friend, and did much 
diſdain that Flumour in any Subject (if any ſuch 
were) which would think him tied by any Reſpect, 
from having his Affection free to love him. In the 
beginning of February, the Lord Preſident of Muz- 
ſter, excuſed hiniſelf to the Lord Deputy, that he 
had made ſtay of ſome Forces his Lordſhip had di- 
rected to come from thence, becauſe he had Intelli- 
gence that ſome Northern Rebels were ſent to in- 
vade Munſter. But his Lordſhip knowing that he 
had {topped their Paſſage, and that they could not 
go with any great Numbers, if 4 mga they el- 
caped, did again require that the 
ſent unto him. At this time, there was a Plot for 
Tyrone's Head, the managing whereof was com- 


mended to Sir Richard Moryſon Governor of Bun- 
dali, whither Sir William Godolphin was ſent with 


his Troop of Horſe, to ſecond this Plot, which 


took not the wiſhed Effect; the undertaker Henry 


Oge s Neal failing in his Courage, or in his Faith. 
_ Now will return to his Lordſhip's Actions 


while he lay at Maghogans Caſtle. The ſame 22d. 
of February, his Lordſhip received a Packet out of 


England, by which he underſtood that the Earl of 


 Eftex was committed to the Tower for Treaſon, 
which much diſmayed him and his neareſt Friends, 


and wrought ſtrange Alteration in him: For where- 
as before he ſtood upon terms of honour with the 
Secretary, now he fell flat to the Ground, and inſi- 


”- nuated himſelf into inward love, and to an abſolute 
dependency with the Secretary, ſo as for a time he 


eſtranged himſelf from two of his neareſt Friends, 


for the open Declaration they had made of Depen- 0 
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dency on the Earl of Eſſex; yet rather covering, 
than extinguiſhing his good Affection to them. lr 
is not credible that the Influence of the Earl's ma- 
lignant Star, ſhould work upon ſo poor a Snake as 
my ſelf, being almoſt a Stranger to him, yet my 
ncarneſs in Blood to one of his Lordſhip's above 
named Friends, made it perhaps ſeem to his Lord- 
ſhip improper, to uſe my Service in ſuch nearnels, 
as his Lordſhip had promiſed and begun to do. So 
as the next Day he took his moſt ſecrer Papers out of 
my Hand, yet giving them to no other, but keep- 
ing them in his own Cabinet: And this blow I ne- 
ver fully recovered while I ſtayed in Ireland. In 
truth his Lordſhip had good Cauſe to be my 11 


his Words and Actions, ſince by ſome Confeſſions 
in Eugland, himſelf was tainted with Privity to the 

| Earl's Practices, ſo that howſoever he continued 

ſtill to importune leave to come over; yet no doubt 


he meant nothing leſs, but rather (if he had been 


ſent for) was purpoſed with his ſaid Friends to fail 
into France, they having privately fitted themſelves 


with Money and Neceſſaries thereunto. For how- 
ſoever his Lordſhip were not dangerouſly ingaged 


therein, yet he was (as he privately profeſſed) fully 
_ reſolved not to put his Neck under the Fyle of the 


Queen's Attorney's Tongue. But his Lordſhip's 


former Service, and the Neceſſity of his future Im- 


ployment, together with his good Succeſs, fo 


ſtrengthened him, as without great Unthankfulneſs, 
and popular Obloquy, he could not have been queſ- 
{toned upon this weak Ground. egg. 


The {ame 22d. of February, his Lordſhip in 


Council reſolved to proclaim, that all ſuch as had 


N any Rebels Goods, ſhould diſcover them, or be 


gary of Treaſon : 'That none upon pain of Death 
ould parley with the Rebels: That the Coun- 


try ſhould bring in Victuals tothe Camp, which 
no Man (upon pain of Death) ſhould take from 
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them without paying the Price of the Market. 
And thus purpoſing to force the Rebels out of the 
fortified Hland, and then to plant a Garriſon at the 
Abbey near adjoining; and to charge the new ſub- 


mitted Subjects to join with this Garriſon in the 


Service, as alſo to take order for the ſafe victualling 
of the ſame when he ſhould be gone, his Lordſhi 
reſolved the next Day to make another At— 


tempt againſt the Iſland wherein 2% el lay, pre- 


paring all things to ſecond the ſame, and taking or- 
der to bring Victuals to the Camp from all parts, 
and eſpecially from Azhlone by Boats. 


The zzd. of February, his Lordſhip drew forth 


to the Abbey, where he had lodged 490 Soldiers, 
there he dined and proclaimed Zirrel's Head at two 
thouſand Crowns, and after Dinner drawing to the 
_ Iſland, he divided the Foces, ſending part to put 
Boats into the Water, and ſo to afſail the Iſland, 
and cauſing the reſt to be led into the Woods to 
fetch out the Rebels Corn, and to burn the Houſes, 
and ſuch things for their Relief, as they could not 
bring away. The 24th of February, being Shrove- 
Tueſday, there fell a great Snow, ſo that we were 
forced to lic ſtill, and the next Night the Rebels 
did {teal away, leaving the Ifland to his Lordthip, 


here the next Day we found much Corn, ſome 


Murrions and Pieces, 8 Cows, and ſome Gar- 
Tons. 111 ge 

The 26th his Lordſhip drew the Forces beyond 
the Iſland, into a pleaſant Valley, wherein was a 
ruined Houle of Sir Edward Herbert's, and the 
Ground was well plowed by theRebels. Our Men 
burnt Houſes and Corn, and his Lordſhip gave an 
Angel to a Soldier to ſwim over the Water, and 
burn the Houſes in another Iſland. Then we came 


toaRiver, which divideth //eſt- Meath and Opha- 


ly; into which Country his Lordſhip ſent divers 
Companies under Sir Chriſtopher St. Laurence, to 


ſpoil the ſame. The 27th, his Lordſhip rode 6 
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Miles to Sir John Tirrel's, a ſtrong Caſtle, we paſ- 


| ſed by the Way TirrePs Pace, compaſſed with Bogs 


and hilly Woods. This Knight was a Subject, and 
here his Lordſhip reſted the next Day. The firſt 
ot March his Lordſhip rode to Klonegave, the Houſe 
of Sir Jerrence 6 Dempſey in Ophalia, being twelve 
Miles; in the firſt Part whereof we paſſed a dan- 
gerous part of Tirel's faſtneſs. 8 

Here his Lordſhip received a gracious Letter from 
her Majeſty, whereby ſhe made known unto him 
the Earl of Efex his Death, and (to uſe her own 
Words) profeſſed, that in Regard of his approved 
Fidelity and Love, it was ſome Alleviation of her 
Grief, to ejaculate the fame to him. Firſt, her 
Majeity required him to look well in general, up- 
on the Diſpoſitions of all his Captains, whereof, 
ſome preferred by the Earl, might perhaps have 
hollow Hearts towards her Service, for as ſhe was 
pleaſed to pardon thoſe, who by his popular Fa- 
ſhion and outward Profeſſion of his Sincerity had 
been ſeduced, and blindly led by him; ſo ſhe was 
careful to ſever the Chaff from the Corn, and to de- 
prive the malicious of means to prejudice her Ser- 


vice. Secondly, whereas the Secretary in his 


Lordſhip's name had moved her Majeſty, that he 
might have Warrant to come over; yet in Re- 
gard the Spaniſh Ships had not yet paſſed the nar- 
row Seas into Flanders (whither ſurely they were 
ſent, and nothing leſs than for reland, howſoever 
the Traitor made ule of like Rumours) her Majeſty 


wiſhed that he would conceal this his Deſire for a 


time, with promiſe to call him home the next Win- 
ter, and uſe his ſervice near her Perſon.  _ 
'The ſame time his Lordſhip received Letrers from 


the Lords in Exgland, giving Allowance in her Ma- 


jeſty's Name, for the paſſing of Tyrconnel to Neal 
Carve, upon the above-mentioned Conditions zyet 
adviſing that hereafter no Country ſhould fo abſo- 


lurely 
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lutely be paſſed, as all the Inhabitants ſhould depend 
upon one Man, which would ſtill kindlenew Flame; 
of Rebellion. By the ſame Letters his Lordſhip 
underſtood, that the Supplies of Money, Victuah, 
and Munitions, were ready according to his De— 
mands. And their Lordihips adviſed the Plantati- 
on of a Garriſon about $77anzford, to prevent the 
Aſſiſtance which the Scots gave to the Rebels. The 
third of March his Lordſhip rode 10 Miles to Ball; 
Britton, Sir Herry Warren's Houſe in Leax, which 
was kept for the Queen by a Conſtable and Warders. 
In the mid Way we palled by Philipſtown (ot her- 
wiſe called Dyngen) a ſtrong Fort in Oyhalia (other- 
wile called the King's County) and that Day hi; 
Lordſhip ſent out many Parties of Soldiers into the 
Woods, againſt Tirre/and the q Connors, ſcattered— 
ly lurking in thoſe Parts. 0 2 8 
Niere his Lordſhip received from the Lords, Di- 
rections to deſcry the Silver Money, and to proclaim 
anew Coin, 3 Ounces fine; which bale Moncy 
was ſent over, only to impoveriſh the Rebels (as 


was pretended) who made War againſt the Queen 
with her own Treaſure; but in Concluſion it was 


the undoing of all the Queen's Servants there, for 


no Man cared to lay it up, and all things were 
bought at exceſſive Rates, after the exchange in 


England once failed. This Exchange was proclaim- 
ed to be held at 3 Cities in England, and 4 in Ireland;

* Munſler the Year 1600 now ended. About the 
 16thof April, in the Beginning of the Year 1690, 
Sir George Carew, Lord Preſident of Munſter, de- 


parting from KAlkenny, where he had been ſome 


Days detained by the Earl of Ormond's Surpriſal at 
a Parley with the Rebels, came to Waterford. And 

Thomas Fitz-James, Baſtard Son to James Fitz- 
gerald late Lord of the Decies, chief Rebel in the 
County of Waterford, fearing preſent Proſecution, 
made Suit to be received to her Majeſty's Mercy, 


which the Lord Preſident granted, as well to draw 


from the titulary Earl of Deſinond ſome Part ot his 


Strength, as to open the Paſſage between Yater- 
ford and Toughall by Land, formerly ſhut up, ſo as 


nothing could paſs any Way but by Sea. The 


23d of April, at Dungarven his Lordſhip received 
advertiſement that Florence Mac Carty, after many 
Favours from the State, being wholly hiſpanioliſed, 


had great Power in Carbry and Deſmond, and ac- 


O2 cording 
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cording to his Plot with Tyrone at his being there, 
was entered into open Action, (lo they term Rebel- 
lion): That Capt. Flower, Serjeant- Major of Mun— 
ſter, had hereupon entered Carbry with 1200 Foot 
and 100 Horle, burning and ſpoiling the lame, and 
killing many Rebels: That Florence had levied of 
the Provincials and Bonnaghs (to they called waged 
Soldiers) 2900 Foot, yet never attempted the 
Engliſh, till in their Return they came within five 
Miles of Cork, where in a Faſtneſs, the Mid-way 
between Cork and Kinſale, they aſſailed the Engliſh, 
and were beaten by them, ſome 100 of the Rebels 
being lain, in which Conflict Capt. Fewer had 
two Horſes flain under him. The 24th the Lord 
Preſident came to Cork, where he received the 
State of the Province by the relation of Sir Henry 
Pore ſole Commiſſioner for Munſter, (ſince the kill- 
ing of his Partner, Sir Warham St. Leger, by Mac 
Guire, likewiſe killed in the Fight) and underſtood 
the Rebels to be ſtrong and Maſters of the Field, 
ſupplied with all Neceflarics from the Towns thro | 
the Perſuaſion of Prieſts, and the Covetouſneſs of | 
the Townſmen. About this time Fitzgibbon, call- | 


ed the /Yhite Knight, either ill uſed by Tyrone at his 
being in Munſter, or fearing Proſecution, ſubmit- 


ted himſelf to her Majeſty's Mercy. Likewiſe 
Florence Mac Carty, by Perſuaſion of Friends, and 
upon ſafe Conduct, came to the Lord Preſident, 
and proteſted Loyalty to her Majeſty, but refuſed 
to give his Son for pledge, leſt his waged Soldiers 
ſhould caſt him out of his Country, till his Lord- 
{hip threatened to lay aſide all other Service ſharply 
to proſecute him, whereupon he conſented for his 
Pledge, bur required to have the County of De/- 
 mond given to him and his Heirs, with title of mac 
Carty More, or Farl of Clancar, with like high 
Demands, which being rejected, he defired leave 
to ſue for theſe Graces in England, with promiſe | 
not to ſerve againſt her Majeſty's Forces in the 
og 5 N r 
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mean time, wherewith the Lord Preſident was ſatiſ- 
fied, having no other end for thePreſent,than to make 
him ſtand neutral, while the whole Forces were im- 
ployed againſt the titulary Earl of Deſmond, James 
Litæ- thomas, called the Suggon Earl by Nick- 
name. Now one Dermod 6 Connor, having no 
Lands, yet by Marriage with the Daughter of the 
Old Earl of Deſmond and his great Valour, had the 
leading of 1400 Bonnaghs. And becauſe the Lord 
Prelident hoped to ruin the Rebels one by another 
at this time by the Wife of the ſaid Dermod and o- 
ther Agents his Lordſhip plotted with him, upon 
promiſe of great Rewards to kill James the titulary 


Farl of Deſmond : And in like ſort, one John Nu— 
gent a Rebel, upon Promiſe of Pardon and Re- 


ward, did within few Days undertake to kill 7% 
the ſaid Earl's Brother. About the Beginning of 
Ma) Redman Bourke leading yoo Rebels, loſt 120 
of them while he adventured to take a Prey ind 
 Duters Country, and being nouriſhed by the Lord 


Preſident, with hope to be Baron of Leitrim, drew 
his Men out of Munſter into Ormond, with purpoſe 
to lead them into Connaught: And Tirrel Leader of 
the Northern Men, ſtayed not long behind him, 
pretending Diſcontent againſt Dermod 6 Connor, 


but indeed fearing ſome Plot againſt his Head. It 


had been long rumoured that the Lord Preſident 


- would take the Field the 6th of May, which made 
theRebels draw to a head and ſpend their Victuals, ſo 


as after 10 Days they were forced to diſperſe them- 


ſelves. The 2oth of May the Lord Preſident took 
the Field, and marching towards Limerick, ſettled 
Warders in ſome Caſtles to ſecure the Paſſage thi- 


ther from Kilmalloch. At Limerick his Lordſhip 


underſtood that Fohn Nugent above- named, being 


ready (as he had undertaken) to kill 7% Brother to 
the titulary Earl of Deſmond, was by accident hin- 
dred from diſcharging his Piſtol, and being appre- 
hended, was put to Death; but as well Zobnas the 
JV titulary 
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titulary Earl his Brother, were ſo terrified here- 
with, as they durſt never keep together, and 
thought themſelves leaſt ſecure in the Head of their 
own Men from like Practices. The Lord Preſident 
marched into John Bourke's Country, and ſpoiling 
theſame, forced him to ſcek her Majeſty's Mercy 
on his Knees, which at laſt he obtained, though 
with Difficulty. His Lordſhip having gained here 
plenty of Grain for the Army, tent goo Foot in- 
to Omulrian's Country, who ſpoiled the fame, and 
killed many Rebels. Then his Lordſhip returned 
to Limerick without any Loſs, and in the beginning 
of June divided the Army into Garriſons not far 
_ diſtant, which his Lordſhip did though the time 
were fit for Service, that he mightattend the Plot 
with Dermod ò Connor for killing the titulary Earl of 
Deſmond which could not well be done, except the 
Rebels were diſperſed, who would keep together 
as long as the Exgliſh Army was in the Field. Be- 
ſidces, his Lordſhip upon their breaking, took ad- 
vantage to ſettle a Garriſon at Aceton without an 
Reſiſtance. Dermod 6 Connor took the titulary Earl 
Priſoner in the name of 4 Neal, pretending by a 
forged Letter that he had Pie his Death with 
the Lord Preſident, and preſently ſent his Wife 
for the Money promiſed in Reward, wiſhing the 
Lord Preſident to draw his Forces to Ki/malloch, 
where he would deliver him the Priſoner, which 
his Lordſhip did accordingly the 16th of June, 
but the Rebels having notice hereof, drew toge- 
ther 4000 in Number, ſtopped the Paſſages, ſet the 
titulary Earlat Liberty, and beſieged Permod 6 Con- 
nor ina Caſtle, till the Lord Preſident marching 
thither the 29th of June, forced them to leave the 


Siege. His Lordſhip kept the Field, took the 


chief Caſtle of the Knight of the Valley, where- | 
in were ſlain 60 Warders, took other Caſtles, and 
did many good Services, theRebels in great number | 
lying ncar him, but never offering to fight, by

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Reaſon of the Jealouſies between them, whereup- 
on 2700 Connaught Men were Suitors to his Lord- 
ſhip to return home without Impediment from his 
Forces. At this time 6 Connor Kerry yielded his 


Caſtle to the Queen, and was received to Mercy, 


and the Lord Preſident at laſt granted a Paſs to the 
Rebels of Connaught, but the Lord Bourke not 
knowing thereof, for a private Revenge, lect up- 
on them as they marched home, and flew 60 of 
them, beſides many drowned. The 16th of July 
the Lord Prelident beſtowed the Army in Garri- 
lons: The 23d. of July his Lordſhip took the 
Vicld again, to relicve the Men he had formerly ſent 


into kerry, and marching thither, took Lexuaw 
the chief Houle of the Lord /i/z-morrice, and 
many other Caſtles, for Grief whereof the faid 
Lord died, yet leaving a Son thenas dangerous as 


himſelf. The Lord Preſident returned to Cork 


about rhe 18th of Auguſt, leaving Sir Charles Wil- 


mot Governor of Kerry, a valiant Gentleman, a 


chief Commander under him, and in the firſt Rank 
of thoſe Inſtruments he uſed in all Services, Who 
in ſhort time brought moſt of the Freeholders of 


Kerry to duc Subjection, and drove the titulary Def- 
mond out of thoſe parts. All the Garriſons in 


time of Harveſt, gathered as much Corn as they 
could, and deſtroyed the reſt, which made the Re- 
bels not able to ſubſiſt the Year following. Sir 
| George Thornton hearing that the titulary Earl of 
Deſmond paſſed near K:lmalloch ſent the Garriſon 
out, and Capt. Greame charging them with his 


Troop of Horſe, killed 129 of them, in which 
Conflict the Engii/þ got 300 Garrons laden with 


Baggage, 150 Pikes and Pieces, with other Wea- 


pons, and 40 Horſe, but the Engliſh had 16 Horſes 


killed in the Fight. The titulary Earl of De/- 
mond, could never after draw 100 Men together, 
and was forced to fly into Tipperary with his Bro- 
ther Fobn, Pierce Lacy an arch Rebel, and the 


_ Knight 
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Knight of the Clin, whence his Brother Johy 
haſted into Ulſter for Relief from Tyrone. And in 
the end of this Summer upon the departure of the 
Bonnaghs of Connaught and Ulſter, and the good 
Sticcen, of the Engliſh, many of the Provincials 
ſubmitted themſelves, yet ſent to Rome for a Diſpen- 
ſation of their ſo doing. About the midſt of O9- 
ber James Fitz-gerald (who had long been impriſo- 
ned in the Tower of London, being the next and 
true Heir to the laſk Earl of Deſmond, and releated 
by the Queen with Title of Earl by Letters Pat- 
tents ſent to the Lord Preſident, and Promiſe of a 
good Proportion of Land to ſupport his Dignity 
at the end of the War, according to his Deſerts in 
her Majeſty's Service, and inthe mean time to live 
upon Pay in the Army) landed at Joaghal, and the 
18th Day came to the Lord Preſident at Mallogh, 


and was induſtrious in the Queen's Service. Der- 


 mod6 Connor being in Connaught, and hearing of the 


young Earl of De/mond's Arrival, upon Promile of 2 


great Services had the Lord Preſident's Protection 
to come unto him, but was ſet upon by Zibot ne 

| Long, his Men defeated, he taken and hanged, 
whereupon Tibot having then a Company in her 
Majeſty's Pay was caſhired. Florence mac Carty 
having all this while practiſed underhand many 
things againſt the State, and putting ſtill off his 
Appearance by dilatory Excules, at laſt in Octoler 
by the Deſperateneſs of his Eſtate was forced to ſub- 
mit, and obtained Pardon upon Pledges of his Loy- 
alty.

HIL E the Lord Deputy lay at Dro- 
_ gbeda (namely, from the 21ſt of March, 
till the 16th of April, upon which Day 
he returned to Dublin,) his Lordſhip 


| aſſembled the Counſellors of State to attend him 


there. And upon the 28th of March, 1601, the 
Lord Deputy and Council wrote from Drogheda 
(vulgarly called Tredagh) their joint Letters to the 
Lords in England, whereby they advertiſed, that 


the Lord Deputy having ſpent the greateſt Part of 


Winter in the rie Countries of Leinſter, had by 
ning their Corn, conſuming their Cattle, and 
killing 
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\ killing many of them, fo ſcattered their main 
Strength, as certain of the Chief had ſince ſub- 
mitted to the Queen's Mercy, and the reſt were 
ſevered into ſmall Companies, and unlike to draw 
to any dangerous Head; yea, Tirrel, in Opinion 
the greateſt among them (taken tor Tyrone's Lieu- 
tenant in Leinſter,) being forced out of his great- 
eſt Faſtneſs, now with a few baſe Kerne follow- 
ing him, was driven to wander in Woods and Bogs, 
ſeeking to eſcape into the North (as thortly after 
he did, notwithitanding that certain Engliſh Com- 
panies were left to hunt him in his Walks, and to 
{top his Paſſage.) That his Lordſhip deſirous to 
be at hand, to watch all Opportunities of Service 
upon the Northern Borders, had pierced into the 
Fearny, and that Sir Richard Mory/on, Governor 
of Dundalk, with his Garriſon, had formerly waſt-

after the burning of other Houſes alſo, they brought 
away {ome Cows and Sheep, with other Pillage ; 


and they underſtood by a Priſoner, that there were 
about 3o Perſons in the Ifland, whercof only 8 
ſwam away, (of which 4 were ſhot in the Water,) 
ſo as the reſt either were killed or lay hurt in the

ſoner, that great Store of Butter, Corn, Meal,

the Rebels were invited, whom his Lordſhip lately 


received to Mercy, under her Majeſty's Protection, 
till their Pardons might be ſigned, namely, Tur- 
\  Jlogh Mac Henry, Captain of the Feues; Ever Mac 
Cool, chief of the Fearney; 6 Hanlon, a Lord of 
fer; Phelim Mac Feagh, chief of the 0 Birns

And ng 
doubt, as there is a ſecret Myſtery of State in theſe 
ſolemn Pomps, and as his Lordſhip therein, for his 
Perſon and Carriage, was moſt comely and (if J 
may uſe the Word) majeſtical, ſo the Magnificence 
of this Feaſt wrought in the Hearts of thoſe Re- 
bels, and by their relation in the Hearts of others 
after ſubmitting, (both having firſt experienced 
the Sharpneſs of the Queen's Sword), ſuch an aw- 
ful Reſpect to her Majeſty, and ſuch Fear temper'd 
with Love to his Lordſhip, as much availed to con- 
tain them in due Obedience. 

From the End of March to the Beginning of 
May, upon the Lord Preſident's Interceſſion by | 
Letters to the Lord Deputy, many Pardons were

Secondly, in regard many Rebels taken and to be 
judged according to the Law, might by over- 
light be pardoned, Proviſo was to be entred that 
no Pardon ſhould avail any who were already 
in Priſon or upon Bail. 

The 2d of May his Lordihip wrote to the Lords 
in England, that Munjter was not only well reduced, 
but began to taſte the Sweetneſs of Peace; that 
the like might be laid of Leinſter, except the Mores 
and Connors, who were ſcattered, and had fought, 
but could not obtain, of him the Queen's Mercy: 
that the Northern Borders of Mer were aſſured, 
namely, 6 Hanlon's Country, the Fewwes, Clancar- 
v, the Ferney, moſt of the Galloglaſſes, and many 
of the Mac Mahownes; and that a Garriſon was 
planted in the Brenny, and the roads Mac Gwire 
ſettled in Fermanagh : that Sir Henry Dockwra at 
Loughfoyle, and Sir Arthur Chicheſter at Carrickfer- 
deus (commonly called Knochfergus), had made their 
Neighbours ſure to the State, and both had done 
her Majeſty excellent Service: that only Connaught, 
molt eaſily to be reduced, was moſt out of Order: 
that for this Reaſon he thought fit to plant Balli- 
| ſhannon Garriſon through Connaught, which might 
be reduced with the very paſſing of the Army; and 
therefore had perſuaded the Magazine of Victuals 
at Galway, ſpecially fince from thoſe Parts his Lord- 
ſhip might eaſily join with the Lord Preſident in 
Cale Spain ſhould invade Muzſter : that in the mean 
time his Lordſhip would draw 1000 Foot out of 
Munſter to ſerve in Ulſter, and, for a time, borrow

_ coxnel, granted him at Dublin for the Time till her 


Majeity might pleaſe to paſs the ſame to him by 


Letters Patents, and by great Gifts he had there re- 


ccived, was puffed up with Pride, defiring preſent 


Poſteſſion of the Country, and calling the People 


his Subjects, and ſaying to the Governor's Pace 


that he would puniſh, exact, cut, and hang them 
as he liſt; but that he had calmed him with ſevere 
Specches, and with Charge not to meddle with any 
Man, orany Part of the Country upon his Allegi- 
ance, lince he had no Ri ght but fr om her Majeſty's

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Bounty, not yet fully expreſſed, and that not ſove- 
reign, but limited, ſo as might beſt ſtand with

to great Purpoſe, when the Rebellion ſhall at any 
time break out. Neither necd theſe little Caſtles 
be Works of any great Charge, for they may be 
eaſily made ſuch, as this People will hardly force 


them. To proceed in our Project of this Sum- 
mer Service.

ply us with good Quantities hereafter. For our 
only Way to ruin the Rebels, muſt be to make all 
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poſhble waite of the Means for Life, which done, 
if we be not {ſupplied out of England, we ſhall as 
well ſtarve our ſelves as them; but eſpecially where 
we muſt make the War, which 1s far trom the 
Rchet ot any Friend, and where nothing 1 is to be 
gotren from the Enemy, except it be by great 
Chance, ſince what is in their Countries, they 
will lightly either hide, or ſpoil, or convey to in- 
acccilable Faitneſies.

Pilots tor the ih Coaſt; and finding they ſhould 
be imploycd that way, had ſecretly g got ſhipping to 
tranſport themſelve s into oma, and lo returned 
home. 

The zoth Day Arthur mas Gennis chief of the 
Name, terrified by the Plantation of the Garriſon in 
Lecaile, made humble Suit for Mercy, and obtain. 
ed her Majefty 's Protection tor nine Days, condi- 
tionally that he ſhould come the Saturday follow. 
ing, to ſubmit himſelf in Perſon to her Majeſty's 
Mercy, and crave her gracious Pardon at Dundalk, 
where his Lordſhip then purpoſed to be. And Rory 
Ore mac Genms, obtained the like Protection for one 
Month. The fame Day his Lordſhip upon the 
Lord Preſident of Munſter his interceſſory Letters, 
granted Warrant for her Majeſty's Pardon, to be 
paſſed for 270 Artificers and Husband-men of the 
County of Kerry.

Armagh. The eleventh Day his Lordſhip marched 
ſome 4 Miles, to an Hill little beyond Mount Norris, 
al nd that Day his Lordſhip was advertis'd,thatSir Ar- 
thur Chicheſter had taken the ſole Caſtle held in thoſe 
Parts of Anockfergus by Brian Mac Art, namely the 
Reagh,andthat Sir Richard Moryſon in Lecaile, had ta- 


ken in two Loughs (or Iſlands in Lakes,) being all 


the Faſtneſſes (or Places of Strength) which the ſaid 
Brian Mac Art held there. The twelfth Day the 
Army marched early in the Morning to Armagh, and 
there reſting ſome Hours, marched again after Din- 
ner a Mile and a Half beyond Armagb, and there up- 

onan Hillen campen. 


The thirteenth Day of July, the Lord Deputy 


Wuoeith the Army roſe from the former Camp and 
marched one Mile and a half, to an Hill on this ſide 


(namely the South- ſide) of Blackwater, where he 


made a Stand, Yyrone and his Horſe and Foot, ſnew- 
ing themſelves out of a Wood, beyond a Meadow 
onthe other ſide of the River, and that with Trum- 


pets and divers Colours, (ſome won at the old De- 


feat of the Exgliſh in thoſe Parts,) and with ſome

of Shot were poured upon us, which tell down 
on every Side dead on the Ground, by reaſon of 
the Diſtance between us, and did ſmall or no Hur, 
We having a Rabinet and a Falcon, made from 
this Hill, tome ſhot at the Rebels T roop far di- 
ſtant, v hereupon their Puppets Bravery ſuddenly 
\ vinithed; and according to their wonted Manner, 
they hid themſelves in the Woods. Preiently the | 
Lord Deputy ſent zoo Foot to another Hill on 
this Side of rhe River, adjoining to the old For; 
lying beyond the Water, and his Lordſhip rode 
to that Hill, whom many voluntary Gentlemen 
with his Ser vants followed And in the Way my 
ſelf and ſome others lighted in a Valley to refreſh 
our ſelves by walking, but found an Enemy's Soil 
no Place for Recreation, for out of the Ditches 
and Furrows many Shot were made at us; where- 
upon we took our Horſes, one ſhot dangerouily, 
yet (God be praiſed) without hurt paſſing between 
my Legs, while one of my Feet was in my Stir- 
rop, and ſo we retired to the Grols, ſtanding in 
more Safety. Towards Evening we incamped up- 
on the above-mentioned Hill, at which time we. 
aw far off by a Wood Side, Tyrone draw ſome 
Horſe over to our Side of the Water, either (as 
we imagined) to aſſail Turlogb mac Henry of the 
Fews, lately ſubmitted, and coming atter us to at- 
tend the Lord Deputy in this Service, or elſe to 
confer with him and his Company: But as ſoon 
as Sir // {ham Godolphin, Commander of the Lord 
Deputy s Troop of Horſe, by his Lordſhip's Di- 
rection, made towards Tyrone, he with his Horle 
preſently retired back. That Night we made Ga- 
bions to enter the Rebels Trenches, and ſent the 
Rabinct and Falcon to be planted on the other 
Hill, where our above-mentioned 300 Foot lay. 
All the Night the Rebels out of the Trenches 
Mot at our Men. while they were buſy in work- 


ing. 
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1 ing. But the 14th 5 very early at the dawning of 
| f 


the Day, upon our firſt diſcharging of the ſaid 
- great Pieces, charged with Musket Bullets, and 
* after ſome three Vollics of our {mall Shot, the Re- 
bels quitted their "Trenches, baſely running into 
the Woods, and our 300 Men paſſing the River, 


under Capt. Thomas I/illiams his Command, pol- 
ſeſſed the Trenches, and the old ruined Fort, with 
the Plain in which it lay, the Wood being almoſt 
Musket Shot Diſtance, whether the Rebels were 
fled, and had by Night carried their hurt and flain 
Men. Preſently the Lord Deputy ſent one Regi- 
ment to lye beyond the Blackwater, upon a Hill 
Where his Lordſhip had made Choice to build a 
new Fort. Upon View of the Trenches made 
upon every Ford, his Lordſhip found they were | 
ſtrongly and artificially fortified, wondring much 
that cither they ſhould to laboriouſly fortity them, 
if they meant not to defend them, or ſhould fo 
cowardly quit ſuch ſtrong Places, and ſo tuddenly, 
if they had former Reſolution ro make them good. 
In gaining them we had ſome 20 Men hurt, and 
2 {lain, and they had greater Loſs, eſpecially in 
the going off, though we could not truly know

= The 1 fth Day his Lordſhip with a Troop of 


Horle, and 400 Foot, drew towards Tjrone's 
Wood, and viewed the Paces in the Sight of the 
Rebels, who ran away with their Cows, only at 
his Lordſhip's Retreat making ſome few Shot ar 
our Men, but hurting not one Man. In the E- 
vening, Capt. Trever, and Capt. Con/fable with 
their Companies came to the Camp, ſent thither 
from Lecaile to ſtrengthen the Army, according 
do his Lordſhip's Direction to Sir Richard Mory- 
on, after the Country was all taken in, and Aac 
| Cennis the greateſt Neighbour Rebel had ſubmit- 
ted himſelf. 1 


„ The. 
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The 16th Day the Lord Deputy drew out a Re- 


giment of Jriſh, commanded by Sir Chriſtopher 


St. Laurence, and paſſing the Blackwater, marched 
to Benburb, the old Houſe of Shane d Neal, lying 
on the left Hand of our Camp, at the Entrance 
of great Woods. There our Men made a Stand 
in a fair green Meadow, having our Camp and the 
Plains behind them, and the Wood on both Sides, 
and before them. The Rebels drew in great Mul- 
titudes to theſe Woods. Here we in the Camp, 
being our ſelves in Safety, had the Pleaſure to have 
the tull View of an hot and long Skirmiſh, our 


looſe Wings ſometimes beating the Rebels on all 
Sides into the W oods, and ſometimes being driven 


by them back to our Colours in the midſt of the 
Meadow, (where as ſoon as our Horſe charged, 
the Rebcls preſently ran back) and this Skirmiſh 
continuing with like Variety ſome three Hours: 
For the Lord = , N he ſaw the Numbers of 


the Rebels increaſe, ſo drew other Regiments out 
of the Camp, to ſecond the Fight. So that at laſt 


the Rebel had drawn all his Men together, and 


we had none but the By- guards left ro ſafe- guard] 
the Camp, all the reſt being drawn out. Doctor 
LTatwar, the Lord Deputy's Chaplain, not content 


to ſee the F ight with us in Safety, but (as he had 
formerly done) affecting ſome Singularity of For- 
wardneſs, mare than his Place required, had paſſed 
into the Meadow where our Colours ſtood, and 


there was mortally wounded with a Bullet in the . 
Head, upon which he died the next Day. Of the 


Engliſb not one more was ſlain, only Capt. Thomas B 


Milliams his Leg was broken, and two others hur 


but of the Jri/þ on our Side 26 were lain, and 
75 were hurt. And thoſe Jriſb being ſuch as had 
been Rebels, and were like upon the leaſt Diſcon- 
tent to turn Rebels, and ſuch as were kept in Pay 


rather to keep them from taking Part with the 
Rebels, than any Service they could do us, the 
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Death of thoſe unpeaceable Sword- men, though 
falling on our Side, yet was rather Gain, than Loſs 
to the Common-wealth. Among the Rebels, D- 


rone's Secretary, and one chief Man of theo Ha- 


gan's, and (as we credibly heard) far more than 
200 Kerne were ſlain. And leſt the Diſparity of 


Loſſes often mentioned by me, ſhould favour of 


2 partial Pen, the Reader muſt know, that beſides 
the Fortune of the War turned on our ſide, toge- 


ther with the Courage of the Rebels abated, and 


our Men heartned by Succeſſes, we had Plenty of 
Powder, and ſparing not to ſhoot at random, might 
well kill many more of them, than they ill tur- 
niſhed of Powder, and commanded to ſpare it, 
could kill of ours. 


Theſe two laſt Days our Pioneers had been buſied 


in fortitying and building a new Fort at Blackwater, 


not far diſtant from the old Fort, demoliſhed by the 


. Rebels, and for ſome Days following, his Lord- 


= ſhip ſpecially intended the Furtherance and Finiſh- 


ing of this Work, ſo as many Soldiers were extra- 


ordinarily hired to work therein as Pioneers. 


The 19th Day his Lordſhip wrote to the Lords 


in England, that had not the Iriſh Submittees for the 
new Coin (now current over all) furniſhed the Ar- 
my with Beeves, it had been in great Diſtreſs, ſince 
the Victuals of the new Contract were not arrived, 
and that of the old Store conſiſted principally of 
galt Fiſh, whereof the Soldier could not feed, eſpe- 
 |- cially in Summer, beſides that by long keeping it 
Was of ill Condition, ſo as Infection was feared in 


the Army, praying that in the next Contracts, the 


| Soldier might be fed therewith only one Day in the 


Week. That he had in his Directions to Sir Henry 


Doc ra, given him Choice, either with the Coun- 
tenance of his Lordſhip's Army on this Side Tyrone, 
to go forward with planting Balliſbannon, or con- 


curring with the Governor of Knockfergus, to en- 
ter into Tyrone, where his Lordſhip upon Notice 
. e, would 
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would meet them; and in reſpect he fince under. | 


ſtood, that he wanted Tools for the Plantation, 
he thought the ſecond Project would rather be 
followed by him. That Tyroze lay with all his 
Forces to hinder his Lordſhip from paſſing to 
Dungannon, which he moit feared, and had no 
Faſtneſs but only this to ſtop it, ſo as he doubted 
not to break in to meet Sir Hleury Dockwra, if he 
could once be aſſured of his Reſolution. Further, 
he beſought their Lordſhips to give Warrant for 
Allowance to the Captains for broken Arms, up- 
on bringing the old, becauſe upon the breaking of 
Pieces, the Soldiers were turned to ſerve with Pikes, 
and our Shot diminithed daily, and the Pikes were 
increaſed more than our Uſe required, the Captain 
excuſling himſelf, that upon breaking of Pieces, 
he was not able ro provide other Arms than Pikes 
for his Men. Likewiſe he advertiſed to their 
Lordſhips, that ſince the laſt Diſpatch, Sir Henry 
Dockwra had taken in Newtown, being ſome ſix- 
teen Miles from Dungannon (Tyrone's chief Seat,) 
on the North Side, (as he the Lord Deputy had 
planted at Blackwater, being ſome fifteen Miles 
from Dungannon, on the South Side; ) and that Sir 
fleur) Dockwra had ſpoiled and burned the Country 
thereabout, and had taken ſome 1000 Cows from 
the Parts ncar the Lough of Earne. That Sir John 


Barkley, Governor of the Forces at the Anneley, 
had met with Yhyrrel's Men, as they paſſed towards 


Ophaly, (for which Purpoſe that Garriſon was 
{ſpecially laid there,) and had taken from them 
300 Cows, and killed ſome of them, and had 
ſtopped them from troubling that Country. And 
that he the Lord Deputy with the Army had de- 
ſtroyed the Rebels Corn about Armagh (whereof 
he found great Abundance,) and would deſtroy the 
reſt, this Courle cauſing Famine, being the 
only ſure Way to reduce or root out the Rebels... 
Finally, praying their Lordſhips (as formerly) to 


ſend 
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ſend 1000 Shot for Supplies, the ſtrengthening of 
the Engliſh being the next Way to duninith her 
Majeſty's Charge, ſince the lriſh were kept in 
Pay rather to prevent their fighting againſt us, 
than for Confidence in their fighting for us. 

The fame 19th Day of 7zly, the Lord Deputy 
wrote to Sir Robert Cecil, her Majeſty's Secretary, 
that he found upon good Conſideration, that the 
Government of Connaught was not in his Diſpoſal, 
and therefore being loth to exceed his Commiſion, 
he would only aſſure him, that as it was requiſite, a 
Man of Experience, and fit for the preſent Ser- 
vice, ſhould have that Sovernment, ſo he con- 
ceived none to be fitter than Sir Oliver Lambert, 


who had already deſerved well in this Service, and 


would (in his Opinion) be able to do her Maje- 


ſty as good Service, as any in that Place, whom 


(if it might ftand with her Majeſty's Pleaſure, to 


give him Warrant,) he was deſirous to 1imploy in 
- thoſe Parts, fearing it would be a great Hinder- 


ance to his intended W ork, if any ihould be pur 


| into that Government, who might prove unfit, or 


unable to make that War; in which reſpect, he 


having no other End but the Advancement t her 

Mlajeſty's Service, was bold to make it his humble 
Suit, that Sir Oliver Lambert might be placed in 
that Government. . —_ 


While the Army lay at Blackwater to build the 


new Fort, his Lordſhip on the 2oth of July, drew 
out two Regiments into the Woods, as well to 
view the Paces, and provoke the Rebels, as to 


ferch ſome Houſes thence, tor the building of our 


Fort, and to cut a Field of Corn lying on the Skirt 
of the Woods; which was all performed; the 
Rebels on the further Side of the blackwater, on- 
Iy making a flight Skirmiſh with our Men, upon 


their Retreat on this Side the River. The 22d 


Day, we cut all the Corn by the Bog and Wood 
Side, near our Fort, except that which our Men 


had 
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had Power to reap. The 23d Day Capt. Thoma; 
Williams with his Company, being left to govern 
the new Fort (who before the Blackwater Defeat 
did valiantly defend the old Fort there, being af- 
ter demoliſhed by the Rebels) his Lordſhip with 
the Army diſlodged, and at our riſing, a Procla- 
mation was made, that howloever Tyrone vauntcd, 
that his Pardon was offered him, and he might have 
it at pleaſure, her Majeſty was not only reſolved 
never to receive. him to Mercy, but was pleaſed 
again to renew her gracious Offer, that whoſo- 
ever brought him alive, thould have 2000 J. and 
whoſoever brought his Head, ſhould have 1000 J. for 
Reward. Thence we marched two little Miles 
to an Hill South Weſt- ward in Henry Oge's Coun- 
try, where we incamped, and cut down the Corn 
on every Side. The 27th Day his Lordſhip leaving 
Sir Henry Folliot's Regiment to guard the Camp, 
drew out three Regiments, expecting that the 
Rebels would fight, who ſhewed themſelves on an 
Hill near us, with all their Horſe and Foot, and 
| founding of Trumpets, yet our Men not only 
cutting down the Corn cloſe by them, but en- 
tring the Woods to cut Corn there, and burning 
many Houſes in the Skirts of the Woods, they 
were ſo patient, as after one Volley of Shot, they 
retired into the thickeſt Woods. The ſame Day 
the Army diſlodging, marched a Mile or two more 
Southward, where we cut down great Abundance 
of Corn with our Swords (according to our Fa- 
ſhion,) and here Shane mac Donnel Groome, Tyrone's 
Marſhal (whoſe Corn this was) upon humble Sub- 
miſſion was received to her Majeity's Mercy, and 
came to his Lordſhip in Perſon the ſame Night at 


our ſetting down in our laſt Camp, whither we! 


returned. The 28th his Lordſhip, leaving Sir 
_ Chriſtopher St. Laurence his Regiment to guard the 
Camp, drew out three Regiments, both in the 


Morning and Evening, to countenance two Con- 
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voys of Victuals. This Day his Lordſhip ſent a 
Diſpatch to Sir Henry Dockwra, about their con- 
curring in the preſent Services, and the like to Sir 
arthur Chicheſter, to the ſame Purpoſc. His Lord- 
ſhip ſtaid the longer in theſe Parts, to ſee the 
Forts well victualled, and to cut down the Corn, 
whereof he found great Store. „ 
The 29th Day his Lordſhip was advertiſed, 
that Sir Henry Poore had ſcattered and broken 300 
Rebels in Leax, and had beggared them by divers 
Preys of Cattle taken from them, and among them, 
being of the Sept of 6 Mores, had killed, burnt 
and hanged 40 at leaſt, and after had flain in Fights 
6 Connor mac Lyre, and molt of his Men, and hurt 
many of thoſe which eſcaped. 5 


And this Day great Store of Victuals for the 


Forts came from the Newry with a Convoy ſafely 
to the Camp. The zoth Day his Lordſhip 540 
with the Army, and marched Northward back to 
the new Fort of Blackwater, and beyond it, in 


all ſome three Miles, along the South Side of the 


River, and there his Lordſhip incamped cloſe up- 
on the Bogs and the Faſtneſſes (or tortified Paſ- 


ſages) in the Wood. The ſame Evening his Lord- 
ſhip drew ſome choice Men our of every Regi- 
ment, and ſome Troops of Horſe, and with them 


rode to view the Country, and 2 Paces, more 


ſpecially that Pace which lay right before us North- 
ward, where the neareſt and beſt Paſſage was to 
enter Tyrone, the Arch-traitor's chief Houſe Dun- 
gannon, being ſome ten Miles diſtant, to which, 
after the Paſſage of this Pace and Blackwater, the 
1 pain Country lay open, yet being in ſome Parts 
boggy. Here Tyrone's Men lay intrenched on the 
other Side of the River, in ſuch Trenches as he 


had made to impeach the building of our new Fort 


__atBlackwater, and cowardly quitted them (as is above 
mentioned.) The Rebels beſtowed ſome Vollies 
of Shot on his Lordſhip's Troops, but they re- 
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turned ſafely, having only one Man hurt. And 
here one of the three Trumpets in Tyrone” s Pay, 
ran from him to our Camp. 
The ziſt Day his Lordſhip drew out (as before) 
and that Day and the firſt of Auguſt next follow. 
ing, cut down the Wood, to clear the ſaid Pace, 
lying between us and the ſaid Paſſage over Blact eva. 
ter. And this Day the Rebels attempted to cut off 
a4 Guard, which we had placed on a remote Hill, 
to ſecond the Workmen cutting the Wood, but 
were by them and the Workmen ſtoutly received, 
and by our ſeconds beaten back. 
At the fame time, by accident we had almoſt loſt 
all our beſt Horſes : For at the Alarm given, the 
Horſes being frighted with the Skirmiſh, and with 
divers Horſemen hurrying out to anſwer the Alarm, 
broke their Headſtals, and ran back to Armagh, 
and ſome of the beſt as tar as the Newry, whithe: 
our Men following, did recover them all: But had 
the Rebels Horſemen followed them, no doubt 
they might have caught them, and defeated our 
Mien looſely following them, and ſo by this Advan- 
tage have done us more Miſchiet, than they could 


_ otherwiſe have done with their Forcks doubled. 


The ſecond of Auguſt his Lordſhip with the Ar- 


my roſe, and marched back to Armagh, to the end 
he might ſhun all Paces, and from thence have an Þ 


open Paſſage into Art mac Baron's Country. We 
marched ſix Miles to Armagh, and three to Rawlagh- 
tany, where while we encamped, Sir Henry Da vers 
with zoo Foot, and 40 Horſe, was ſent into a Faſt- 
nels to burn ſome 20 fair Timber Houſes, which 
he performed; and about the time to ſet the Watch, 
he returned towards the Camp, and at his Retreat 
all Tyroze's Forces guarded with 300 Horſe, skir— 
miſhed with our Men, but they ſeconded out of the 
Camp, came off orderly, the Rebels following 
them to our very Camp, into which they poured 
a V —— of ot, and by reaſon of the Faſtneſſes ad- 


joining. | 
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? joining, and Night approaching, retired in Safe- 


Here his Lordſhip was advertiſed, that the Earl 


of Ormond had executed in the borders of Kz/kenny 


and Tipperary 29 Rebels, of which Tibor Leyragh 
Butler, and David Bourke, and Ulick Bourke, were 


the Chief, and that the Company under his Lord» 
ſhip's Command, had ſlain 28, of which two prin- 
cipal Men of the 6 Mores, one 0 Kelly, one Cap- 
tain Edmund Roe Bourke, and one Richard Bourke, 
Son to Ulick, were the Chief. 

The 3d. of Auguſt we roſe, and having marched 
3 Miles back, we encamped between the Paces 


1 and Armagh, a little beyond Armagh towards the 
North, to the end our Meſſengers and our Con- 
voys for Victuals might more ſafely paſs (which 


was the chief end of our returning), and that we 
might have better Graſs for our Horſes, all the 
higher Country above, being eaten by the Rebels 
Creaghs (or Cattle), and all the way we marched,

and followed us all the way, being very ſtrong.

he fourth Day ſome Companies were drawn out 
do cut the Pace of Armagh, and the Rebels being 
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in ſight, offered not to skirmiſh with them. But 
towards Night they drew down ſtrong out of the 


Woods, to an Hill under which welay encamped in 
a fair Meadow. They came with Cries and Sound of 


Drums and Bag-pipes, as if they would attempt 


the Camp, and poured into it ſome 2 or 3000 ſhot, 
| hurting only two of our Men. But his Lordthip 
commanding that none in the Camp ſhould ſtir, had 
lodged in a Trench ſome 400 ſhot, charging them 


not to ſhoot till the Rebels approached near. And F 


after theſe our Men had given them a Volley in 
their Teeth, they drew away, and we heard no 
more of their Drums or Bag-pipes, but only mourn- 
tu] Cries; for many of their beſt Men were lain, 
and among the reſt 1 Horſeman of great Account, 
and one Pierce Lacy an Arch-rebel of Munſter. The 


next Morning we found ſome dead Bodies at the 


Skirt of the Wood, and 3 ſcattered Pieces. Hence

276 MorysoN's Hiſtory Book], 
Dockwra, and Sir Arthur Chicheſter, even with the 
whole Force of his Northern Partakers, tho? his 
other Friends further off were kept from aidin 
him, by the diſpoſal of our other Forces. That 
beſides the ſpoiling of their Corn, his Lordſhip by 
ſearch had found an caſy way to paſs to Dungannon, 
which hitherto was never by any Guide made 
known to us,and had cut down a broadPace,through 
a thick Woodin 2 Days Labour, and ſo came to 
the River, where he purpoled, as ſoon as might 
be, to build a Fort witha Bridge, there being from 
thence to Dangaunon leſs than 4 Miles, all ina Plain; 
That this would cut the Arch-traitors Throat: 
For howſocver the Name of 6 Neal was ſo reveren-

1 Received your Letter of the zyth of July, the 


4th of this Month, being in Camp near the 
Place where the Marſhal Bagno/ was lain, the 
News you received from the Preſident of Munſter, 


of Spaxiſh Succours, I do find no ways more con- 
firmed, than by the aſſured Confidence this People 
hath thereof, out of the which they are grown 


from the moſt humble begging of their Peace, to 


exceeding Pride, and the Traitor himſelf ſo ſtrong, 


as (believe me, Sir)he hath many more fighting Men 


in his Army, than we. And yet we do not omit 
any thing of our Purpoſes, but have ſince our com- 
ing tothis Camp, made that a fair way to Blackwa- 
er, which the Marſhal thunned, when he was over- 
thrown, and every Day cut down cither his Woods 


or his Corn in his fight, only with ſome {light Skir- 


miſhes, inall which (God be thanked) we cannot 


lay, we had any Diſaſter hitherto, but in all he lo?“ _ 
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ſeth ſome of his beſt Men. I preſume there could 


nothing be added to our Council of the Diſtrihu— 
tion of her Majeſty's Forces: But whether the 
Fault hath been in the Commanders of the ſeveral 
Parties, or in ſome Impediments which they pre— 
tend, I know not; but we receive little Aſſiſtunce 
by any of them, and the whole brunt of the War 
lieth upon us. But out of the preſent judgment 
we make of this Country, we have diſcovered, 
and directed Sir Arthur Chicheſter of Couric, whicn 
if we may enable him to go forward in, will, I hope, 
- utterly baniſh Z)vone; and have found another way

and make a Paſſage over the River, we ſhall make 
Dungannon a Center, whether we may trom all Parts 
draw together all her Majeity's Forces, and (as I 
preſume) before this Winters end, not leave a Man 


in the Country of Tzroze. W hatſocver others have 


undertaken, I beſeech you, Sir, to remember, that 
inall my Diſpatches, I have declared, that tac ut- 


termoſt you could look from us in this Summer's 
Work, ſhould be to plant ſuch Garrifons as muſt. 
take effect this next Winter, and that we ſhould. 


proceed ſlowly, and come ſhort of our Purpoſe, 


if we were not continually ſupplied with Means, 
and in time, of Victuals and all kind of Muniti- 
ons. If you have not been informed in due time of 


our Wants, I muſt excuſe myſelf, that being con- 


tinually imployed in the active Proſccution of as 


buſy a War as any in the World, and moſt com- 
monly far from Dublin, where our Magazines 


are, I am driven in all the ſeveral kinds of our 
Means, toappoint of the Council Commiſſioners, 
whom I have deſired in my Abſence to inform you 


of the State of theſe things, and to ſollicit our 


Wants, having directed the particular Miniſters of 
every Nature, to inform them of the Remains, 
and to deliver them (to be ſent over) Eitimates, of 


what we thould want. Only in general I have in 
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all my Diſpatches proteſted, that without ſufficient 
Supplies of theſe things, we ſhould be driven to fit 
ſtill, and make all the reſt of her Majeſty's Charge 
unprofitable. Sir, I cannot from a quiet Judg- 
ment make you a large and perfect Diſcouricat thi; 
time of our Affairs, for Jam continually full of the 
rat Buſineſs, and have fo little reſt, as fome- 
times thele Rogues will Keep us waking all Night:

80 all the Victuals he had received into the Ab- 


ey of Armagh and the Fort of Blackwater, and 


returned back to the ſame camping Place. The 


5th his Lordſhip drew back to his former Camp, 


near Mount-Norris, and ſent out ſome Companies 
of Horſe and Foot to the Skirts of the Wood near 


the Fort, to guard thoſe that cut Wood for making 
of Cars, to tran{port more Victuals to the ſaid Gar- 


riſons. The 16th his Lordſhip drew back to Carick- 
banc, near the Newry, to haſten the Proviſion of 


Victuals, in as great Quantity as might be, which 
was diſpatched within Few Days.

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The 23d his Lordſhip wrote the following Letter

STR, 
1 DID ever foreſec, and have ſignified ſo much, 
that any forcign Succours would clean alter the 
State of this Kingdom, and the whole Frame of 
our Proceedings, and do find that the Aſſurance 
that theſe People do now receive thereof, doth 
make them ſtand upon other Terms than they were 
wont, and much divert our Purpoſes, which we 
had conceived with good Reaſon and great Hope. 
Of any but the Eugliſb we have {mall Aſſurance, 
and of them the Army is exceeding weak. The 
{iſh newly ſubmitted, and their wavering Faith 


hitherto we have uſed to great Effect: For we 
have waſted them, and the Rebels by them, but 
when we come to lay our Forces in remote Garri- 
ſons, they fly the Hardneſs of that Life, and do 
again betake themſclyes unto any Head that is of 


Power to ſpoil, and with the beſt-paid and pre- 
vailing Party they will ever be. I am certainly 
told by Sir John Barkly, that fome Spaniards that 

arrived at Sligo (as they ſay to diſcover, and with

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receiving Anſwer from the Captains of Munſter, 
that they had Direction not to ſtir from Con. 
naught upon any other Order whatſoever, than 
from the Prelident of Munſter, in regard of th: 
preſent Expectation of Spaniards to land in thoſe 
Parts: And we thereby being not ſo well able to 
wade any further in our Determinations for the 
North, and receiving ſome probable Intelligence, 
that the Place deſigned for the Spaniards landing 
was Sligo, we relolved to leave the Northern Gar- 
Tifons very ſtrong in Foot and Horſe, and as wel! 
provided with Means as we can, and to draw our 
ſelves with the reſt of our Force towards Connaught, 
appointing the reſt of the Council to meet us in 
the Way at Trim, to adviſe with us of the bei}

taken Priſoner, and 40 or fo of our Side lain. 


We cannot learn that any Eugliſſñh were among 
them, ſo as we account our Los to be no more than

The 28th of Auguſt, his Lordſhip received two

ſhip to ſend ſome Part of them into Munſter, without 
which help he could never keep the Field againſt 
Tyrrel and the provincial Fugitives at their firtt En- 
try, nor upon the Spamards Arrival, give any Im- 


pediment to their diſpoling of ſuch Towns, as 


were recommended to his ſpecial Care, and aſſurin 

his Lordſhip that the Spaniards had been ſcen at 
Sea, and that in his Judgment and by vulgar re- 
port, it was likely they would make Deſcent in 
{ome part of Munſter. Laſtly, advertiſing that 


he had ſent James the Suggon, pretended Earl of 


Deſmond, and Florence mac Carty the chief Prac- 


tiſer with the Spaniards in thoſe Parts) into Eny- 
land. The 2d. Letter imported the Lord Preſi- 
dent's Recommendation (which by eſtabliſhed 


Couric was effectual) to his Lordſhip, for the 


granting of her Majeſty's Pardon for Lands, Lave:

'The 29th Day his Lordſhip came to Trim, whcre 
che Counſcilors coming from Dublin met him, ac- 
cording to Appointment.

curb the Traitors, and aflure the Subjects, and _ 


the Decay whereof would give the Rebels free 


Paſſage into many Countries, beſides our Diſhon- 
our to neglect thoſe Places, which the Wiſdom 
of former times with great Policy planted; the 
great Charge of repairing whereof, appeared by _ 
dhe tranſmitted Certificates of Commiſhoners ap- 
pointed to view theſe Places. And for thele Rea- 


ſons they beſought her Majeſty's Warrant, to 
leave this Charge to their Diſcretion for a Time, 
without any Limitation, promiſing not to enlarge

lingneſs and theirs to ſend him needful Supplies, 
praying him to demand them timely, becaute he 
could hardly receive them from Eugland in fix 
Weeks after the Demand, the Wind ſtanding fa- 
vourabie. Likewiſe profeſſing that it is the Fault 
of the Commiſſioners and Commiſſaries for Vic- 
tuals, if there be any want thercof, ſince the 
Proportions required by them were arrived in re- 
tau; as hikewile that the Soldier made not ſome 
part of Proviſion for Victuals by Money (eſpe- 
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cially in Parts near the Sea, and like Places, where 
Victuals were to be bought), ſince by theſe great 
Proviſions of Victuals in England with Sterling 


Money, her Majeſty loſt the third Part of the 
Profit ſhe hoped to make by the new Standard

Sir Henry Davers was ſent for the Companies about 
Armagh, and Sir John Barkely had Direction to

And the Lord Deputy the fame Night 
rode to KHKiltenan, a Caſtle and Dwelling of the 


Lord of Dunboyne, being a great Day's Journcy, 
where he was aſſured that the Spaniards were land- 

ed and entered into Kinſale. The 2fth his Lord- 
fhip rode to Cloumell, where Sir Nicholas Walſh, 


one of the Council, came to him, and there it 


Vas reſolved, his Lordſhip ſhould go on to Cork, 
and fo to proceed as there ſhould be Cauſe. The

The 28th Day his Lordſhip was advertiſed by

General in Britain, that 1000 of them ſcattered 
by Tempeſt, were ſince arrived at Baltimore. That 
they were directed to Kinſale, with Promiſe of 
great Succours by the pretended Earl of Deſinond, 
lately taken and ient into England, and by Florence 
mac Carty, whom the Lord Prefident.upon Suſpi— 
cion had lately taken, and in like fort ſent Priſo- 
ner into England. That the Spaniards gave out, 
that as ſoon as they could have Horles from Tyrone, 
and other Iriſh Rebels, in which Hope they had 
brought 400, (or as after was credibly advertiſed 
1600 Saddles,) they would kcep the Field, and 
therefore would not fortify at Azz/ale, and that 
upon the Revolt of this Country, the King of 
Spain meant from theſe Parts to invade England.

The ſame Day his Lordſhip was by Letters ad- 


vertiſed, that a Fryar, in a Soldier's Habit, was 


diſpatched from Ainſale the 24th of September, and 
paſſed through Clommell, naming himſelf James 
Flemming, and from thence went to Materford, where 


he abode few Days, and named himſelf Richard 


Galloway. That he had Bulls from the Pope, 
with large Indulgences to thoſe, who ſhould aid 
the Spaniards, (ſent by the Catholick King, to 


give the J7riſh Liberty from the Ezgliſh Tyranny, 


and the Exerciſe of the true old Apoſtolick Ro- 


man Religion,) and had Authority to excommu— 


nicate thoſe that ſhould by Letters, by Plots, or 


in Perſon join with her Majeſty, (whom the Pope 


had excommunicated, and thereby abſolved all her 


Subjects from their Oath of Allegiance.) That 
every general Vicar in each Dioceſs, had Charge 
to keep this Secret till the Lord Deputy was paſ- 


ſed to Cork, when he aſſured them, his Lordſhip 


ſhould either in a general Defection not be able 
to underſtand thefe Proceedings, or hearing thercof

drawn towards Kinſale, the Rebels might eaſily 
intercept them by Land, but eſpecially for that 


great Uſe might be made of thoſe Proviſions in

_ againſt Tyrone, whereas he hoped to have been 
enabled beth to continue the Proſecution in the 
North, and alſo to beſiege the Spaniards at one 
and the fame time, whereof yet he did not alto- 
gether deſpair, ſo as their Lordſhips would ſpee- 
dily furniſh ſuch things, as were earneſtly deſired 
by them: For the Good of the Service, being 

confidently of Opinion, that the only Way to 
make a ſpeedy End of the Rebellion, andas quick 
a Diſpatch of the Spaniards out of Ireland, was 
to make the War roundly both in the North, and 

in Munſter at one time. Allo advertiſing that the 


Spaniards (as they for certain heard) brought with 
them not only 1600 Saddles, upon the Rebels 


Promiſe of Horſe, but alſo great Store of Arms 
for the common People, upon hope they had gi- 
ven them of their general Revolt; and humbly 


praying their Lordſhips, that in regard our great- 
eſt Strength and Advantage conſiſted in our 
Horſes, they would cauſe a thouſand Quarters of 
Oats to be ſpeedily ſent for Cork, without which 


Store, our Horſes were like to ſtarve within a 


' ſhort time, and in caſe they approved the Proſecu- 
tion in the North to be continued without In- 
termiſſion, then they would be pleaſed to ſend. 
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the like Quantity of Oats to be kept in Store at 
Carling ford. Laſtly, praying their Lordſhips to 
ſend hither a Maſter-Gunner, with 6 Canoniers. 


The 24 of October, his Lordſhip wrote this follows 
ing Letter io Maſier Secretary. 
DO think we ſhall find theſe Forces out of 
Spain to be above 4000, abundantly provided 
with Munition, Artillery, and Arms (beſides their 
oven Uſe,) to arm the Country People, great Store 
of Treaſure, and of all Victuals but Fleſh. All

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them (by the Grace of God) to put them to it. 
Sir, the King of Spain hath now begun to invade 
her Majeſty's Kingdoms, if only to put /reland 
in general Commotion, he hath choſen the wort 
Place, if to do that, and to lay a ſudden Founda- 
tion for the War of England, the beſt: If he hath 
been deceived in any Expectation here, the State 
of Spain muſt now make good the Error, and 
doubtleſs is ingaged to ſupply all Defects. The 
Commodity that is offered unto her Majeſty is, 
that ſhe may ſooner prevent than Spain provide: 
Now, as her Majeſty's faithful Workman, I am 
bold to propound in my own Task, that it ma 


pleaſe her to {end preſently good Part of her Royal 


Fleet, and with them ſuch Proviſions for Battery 
as we did write for, and at the leaſt ſo many Horic 


and Foot as by our Letter we have ſued for, with 


Victuals and Munitions in Abundance for them. 


It will be fit that this Winter there be a ſharp. 


War made in Ul/er, which will keep the S$paniord 


from any important Succour, and ruin for ever 
| the Traitors, if the War be well followed. If 


it be made by the ſeveral Governors, the Effect 


will not be ſo great: If you will have it perfor- 
med thoroughly, you muſt make one Governor of 


all Ulſter, and the fitteſt Man that can be choſen 


in England or Ireland is Sir Arthur Chichefler. If 
you reſolve on that Courſe, from him you muſt 


continally receive his Demands, only of the 300 
Horſe we did write for, it were good he had tent 


bim out of the North 100.

I doubt not but 


you will conceive this Action to be of no leſs 
. CE 1 Am- 
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Importance than it is. What goodly Havens are 
in theſe Parts for mien how many fighting 
Men of the Jriſßh may be from hence by the King 
of Spain carried for an Invaſion of England; (the 
want of which two kinds hath been his chief 
Impediment hitherto) you well know. Believe, 
Sir, out of my Experience here, it the King of 
Spain ſhould prevail in Ireland, he may carry above 
10000 Men trom hence, that joined with his Ar— 
my, will be of more Ule for the Invaſion of Eng- 
land, than any that can be choſen out of any Part 
of Chriſtendom. And now, Sir, that you know 
(as I hope) the worſt, I cannot diſſemble how 
confident I am, to beat theſe Spaniſh Dons, as well 
as ever I did our Liſb Macs and Oes, and to make 
a perfect Concluſion of the War of /reland as 
ſoon, as if this Interruption had never happened, 


if we have God's Bleſſing and the Queen's, and 
thoſe ordinary Means without the which none 


but infinite Powers can work. I beſeech the 


eternal God preſerve her Majeſty and her King- 


doms, and ſend me the Happinelſs to kiſs her Royal 
Hands, with the Conſcience of having done her 
the Service I deſire. And ſo, Sir, I do with you 
all Happineſs, and will be ever 8 
From Cork the Yours, Sir, moſt aſſured

The ſame Day his Lordſhip wrote another Letter to 
Maſter Secretary, as followeth. _

in Hand. If it will pleaſe you to do me that Fa-

tion, I ſhall be able to ſatisfy thoſe Gentlemens 
Expectations, who, I am perſuaded, will be fitter 
tor this Imployment than any that can be {ent 


from thence, and they finding their Advancement 


here, where they are to be tied to their Task, 


will (in my Judgment) cndeavour to deſerve the 


veſt, being in the Eye of him that was the Means

Aving ſeriouſly conſidered of the great Work 


we have now in Hand, we obſerve that beſides 
the Foreign Enemy the & 'paniard with whom we are 
firſt to deal, and the known Traitors and Rebels al- 
ready in Arms, there are two other Sorts of Peo- 
ple here, which if we do not carefully provide 
For, they will ſoon adhere unto the reſt, and make 
their Party ſo ſtrong, as in Judgment we cannot 
fce how we ſhall be well able to encounter it, un- 
leſs by good Providence it be prevented, which 
is the Mark we aim at. The one of theſe two 
{forts is the Subject, who hath Lands and Goods 
to take to, for whom we mult provide Defence, 
elſe with his Livelihood we are 7 Sh to loſe him, 


aud therefore we will omit nothing that our Means 
will ſtretch ay that may preſerve, cheriſh, and 
content him. The other lort are ſuch as have no 


Living, 


Living, nor any thing that will afford them 
Maintenance, and yet hitherto have not thewed 
themſelves diſloyal, though all of them be Sword— 
Men, and many Gentlemen by Deſcent, and are 
able to draw after them many Followers. 'To 
this ſort we hear for certain, the Spaniards make 


offer of great Entertainment, and if we ſhould 


not in ſome fort do the like, we cannot in Reaſon 
look but they muſt and will fall to their Party. We 


have therefore out of this neceſſity reſolved, to 


take as many of them into her Majeſty's Enter- 
tainment, as we have any hope will truly thei: 
unto us, being conhdent that we ſhall make good 
uſe of them againſt the Spaniard; for we mean 
thoroughly to put them to it, though if we 
ſhould tail in our Expectation, and find them cold 


or ſlack in ſerving with us, yet will it be a 
reat Countenance to the Service to ſhew the 
Perſons of ſo many Men on our Side, where o 


therwiſe they would have been againſt us: And 


of this we can aſſure your Lordihips that when 


they have ſerved our turn againſt the Spaniards, 
until we have freed ourſelves of them, we can 


without Danger eaſe her Majeſty of that Charge, 


and will no longer hold them in Entertainment. 
In the mean time they ſhall ſpend little of the 


Queen's Victual, but being paid of the new 
Coin, provide for themſely es, which may be 
with leſs Oppreſſion to the Country, than if in 


that ſort they were not entertained, for then they 


would ſpoil all, and put out ſuch as otherwiſe will 
continue in Subjection. Of this courſe of ours, 


we humbly deſire your Lordſhips Approbation 


(though we will be very ſparing to entertain

hold us we beſecch you excuſed for reſolving it, 
before we acquainted your Lordſhips therewith- 
al, ſeeing we were enforced thereunto by neceſ- 
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ſity ſor the Service ſake (ſince many of them were 
active, and would otherwiſe have ſerved the Ene- 
my), and we could not ſooner write unto your 
Lordfhips of ie and even lo, Cc. 

The eme Day Sir Benjamin Berry came to 
Cork wich his Lordſhip's Guard which he com- 
manded, and with ſome other Companies (for till 
this time his Lordſhip had no part of the Army 
with tin, but only the Bands of the Munſter 
Liſt.) The * Day the Companies came to 
Cork, which Sir Richard Wing field the Marſha! 
had drawn out of the Pale, and Sir Joh» Bere 
Ser;cant Major had drawn from the Frontiers of 
Leinfeer and Connaught. The roth. Day being 
Saturday, the Companies came to Cort, which 
Sir Henry Davers had drawn from Ar magh and the 
Northern Garriſons. And this Day Sir Richars | 
Wing feels! Miu ſhal, and Sir Jobn Barkley Serjeant 
Major, were fent "with ſome Horſe and Foot, to 
view and chuſe a fit Ground near Kinſale, where

The next Day {ome Horſe and Foot were ſent ou:

niards. The i 2th. two Frenchmen ran from the 
Spaniards to us, who confeſſed that 3000 Spani- 
ards landed at the firſt in Kinſale, beſide 600 fince

This Day one advertiſed his Lordſhip, that un- 
der Pretence of favouring the Spaniards Deſcent, 
he had ſpoken with their General ; who inquired 
whether the Lord Deputy in Perſon came to view 
Rinſale, and with what Numbers, to which he 
anſwered, that he was there in Perſon with 400 
Foot lodged | not far off out of ſight, and 4 
| Troops of Horſe. That he asked what Soldiers

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were new, and what Weapons they had, and 
what Artillery the Lord Deputy had, to which 
he anſwered with Addition to our Strength.

That by his View, there were 3000 in KAinſale 
royally provided of all Proviſions for War, ha- 
ving many Saddles for Horſes; and that upon

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The 13th. It was reſolved we ſhould preſent. 
ly take the Field, though we had not as yet any 
Proviſions fit for that Purpoſe, but that Day and 
the two Days following we could not ſtir from 
Cork, by reaſon of extream Rain and foul Wea- 
ther. Neither Artillery, Munition nor Victuals 
were yet come from Dublin, yet it was thought

CHAP. II. 


Of the beſiegiug of the Spaniards at Kinſale, with 
the Delivery of the Town to the Lord Deputy, 


and their Return into Spain in ihe ſame Tear, Y" 


1601. 


HE 16th. Day of October, his Lord- 
ſhip with his Army roſe from Cork, 


and incamped five Miles ſhort of - Kinſale, || 


at a Place called Owny Buoy. The 17th. the Ar- 
my role, and marching towards Kinſale, incamp- 
cad within half a Mile of the Town under a Hill 
called Kneck Robin, where ſome few ſhot of the 


Spaniards offered to diiturb our ſitting down, but : 


were ſoon beaten home. We had at that time ſcarce 
ſo much Powder as would ſerve for a good Days 
fight, neither had we any competent Number of 
Tools, ſo as we could not intrench our elves, 
for theſe Proviſions were not yet come from 
Dublin. That Day Captain Morgan came out of 
#1giand with one of the Queen's Ships, and our 
Maſter Gunner came from Waterford, adverti- 
ſing that ſome Ships of Proviſions, fent from 
Dublin, were come to that Port, where they 
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were enforced to ſtay by a contrary Wind, be- 
ing Southerly. The 18th, the Army lay ſtill, 


and we ſ viewed the fittelt Places to incamp ncar 


the Town: But our Artillery being not come, 
we removed not. And that Night the Spaniards 
made a Salley much greater than the tormer, to 
diſturb our Camp, but our Men ſoon repelled 
them without any Loſs tous. The 19th. we lay 
ſtill, expecting Proviſions, and that Day, our 
Men {ſent to view the Ground, had ſome {light 


Skirmiſhes with the Enemy, and Don Jean after 


profeſſed, that he never ſaw any come more wil- 
lingly to the Sword, than our Men did. That 
Night Sir John Barkley was appointed to give 
Alarm to the Town, who did beat the Spaniſh 
Guards ſet without the Town, into their Trench» 
cs. The next Night after, ſome 1600 Spaniards 


came to the top of the Hill, under which we 


lay, either with Purpole to cut off ſome of the 
Scouts, or to attempt {ſomething on the Camp - 
But Sir Fohn Barkley lying with a Party of 
ours not exceeding zoo, dilcovered them, and 
skirmiſhing with them, killed ſome dead in the 
Place, took ſome Arms and other Spoil, and 


hurt divers, and did beat them back to the Town, 
without the Loſs of any one of our Men, and on- 


ly 3 hurt. 


The 21ſt. Cormock mac Dermot an Iriſhman, 


chief of a Country called Maskerry, came with 


the riſing out (or Soldiers) of his Country, to 
ſhew them to the Lord Deputy, who to the 
end the Spaniards might ſee the meer /r:/5 ſerved 
on our Side, commanded them at their return to 


paſs by the Spaniſh Trenches, made without the 
Town on the top of the Hill, but lodged ſtrong 
Parties (out of the Enemies Sight) to ſecond them. 


The Iriſh at firſt went on well, and did beat the 
Spaniſh Guards from their Ground, but accord- 


ing to their cuſtom, ſuddenly fell off, and ſo left 


One 
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one of the Lord Preſidents Horſemen engaged, 
who had charged two Spaniards: But Sir William 
Godolphin commanding the Lord Deputy's Troop, 
when he ſaw him in Danger, and unhorſed, did 
charge one way upon their groſs, and Captain 
Henry Barkley Cornet of the fame Troop, charg- 
ed another way at the ſame Inſtant, and drove 
their Shot into the Trenches, and ſo reſcued the 
Horſeman with his Horſe, coming off with one 
Man hurt, and only one Horſe killed, from the 
great Numbers of Spaniſb ſhot, whereof 4 were 
left dead in the Place, divers carried off dead in- 
to the Town, and many hurt. 
The zzd. Day Captain Button arrived at Cork 
with the Queen's Pinnis, called the Moon, which 
wafted other Ships bringing Victuals and Muni- 
tion from Dublin, and the lame Day came to the 
Camp, advertiſing that the ſame Ships were 
come from Materford towards Cork. That Night 
his Lordſhip ſent him back, to bring his Ship a- 
bout to Kinſale Harbour, and to take with him 


Captain Ward's Ship from Oyſter Haven, where 


it lay to guard the Victual and Munition we 
brought with us. FE Fe 
— Theſe two Ships were commanded to annoy 
the Caſtle of Rincoran, ſeated cloſe upon the Har- 
bour of 1 and poſſeſſed by the Spaniard ; 
but after they had ſpent many Shot upon the 


; _ Caſtle without any great Effect, becauſe their 


Ordinance was ſmall, they lay ſtill to keep the 


Harbour, that neither the Caſtle nor the Town 
might be relieved by Water, which wasthe chief 


end of their coming. The 23d. the Dublin Ship- - 
ping arrived at Cork, and were directed to come 
preſently to Oyſter Haven, where we might un- 
lade the Artillery (which could not be brought by 
Land), and other Proviſions for the preſent uſe of 


The 


the Army. 


The 24th. Day it was reſolved, we ſhould riſe 
and incamp cloſe by the Town, but the Ship— 
ping being not come about with the Artillery and 
other Neceſſaries, that Day was ſpent in diſpatch- 


ing for England. And by Night Captain Blany 
and Captain Flower were ſent out, to lie with 0 


Foot, to entertain the Spaniards which were 
drawn out of the Town, but they came no fur- 
ther, and ſo our Men returned. 


This Day his Lordſhip and the Council wrote to the 
Lords in England this following Letter. 


It may pleaſe your Lordſhips, 3 
CINCE our laſt Diſpatch from Cork, which 


bare Date the 4th. of this preſent Month, 
we ſpent ſome time there, expecting the coming 
of the old Companies out of the Pale and North- 


ern Parts, and hoping to be ſupplied with Vic- 


tuals, Munition, and other Neceffaries from Dub- 
lin, without which we ſaw it would be to little pur- 


pole to take the Field. But when we had ſtayed 


there till the 16th. and were not provided of 


Munition, (none being come to us from Dublin 
or from Limrick, whether we had likewiſe ſent to 


have ſome brought to us,) and wanting both Vic- 


tuals, and moſt of the Proviſions belonging ne- 


ceſſarily to ſo great a Siege, yet to inveſt the 


Town where the Spaniards are lodged, from re- 


ceiving Succours both of Victuals and of ſuch as 
were diſpoſed to join with them, and withal to 


avoid the Opinion, which the Country began to 


| Conceive of our Weakneſs, becauſe we did not 
draw into the Field, we reſolved the 16th. Day 


to riſe, and the next Day did fit down within leſs 
than halt a Mile of the Town, keeping continu- 


al Guards round about the Enemy. We can aſ- 


ſure your Lordſhips that we do not think our- 
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make a Defection, our chief Security will be in 
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ſelves much ſtronger (if any thing at all) in 
Numbers than they are, whoſe Army at their 
ſetting to Sca, did bear the Reputation of 6000, 
and we have cauſe to judge them (becauſe ſince 
our laſt Letters to your Lordſhips, there arrived 
another Ship at Kinſale, which brought goo Men 
more unto them) now to be above 4000 by the 
Pole. In both theſe Points of Number in Re- 
tion or by Pole, they differ not much from 
our, for it may pleate your Lordſhips to conſider, 
that the whole Force we can draw into this Pro- 
vince ſ% ying the Pale, Connaught, and the North 
. for, as it may appear by this incloſed 
Norz they are in ſome Meaſure) doth not exceed 
in Liſt 7000, and of thoſe we arc enforced to 
leave ſome Part upon the Borders towards Lim 
vic, to be ſome {tay to the whole Country, and 
it muſt in reaſon be thought, that our Compa- 
nies generally are weak in Numbers, ſceing they 
have had no Supplies of a long time, and that 
we deſire 2000 to reinforce them, beſides that ma- 
ny are taken out of them for neceſſary Wards, 
ſome are ſick, and many of the Northern Com- 
panies lie yet hurt, ſince the late great Skirmiſhes 
againir Done, which they performed with good 
Succeſs, but a little before they were ſent for to 
come hither. We do aſſuredly expect, that ma- 
ny will join with Done, (if he only come up 
towards theſe Parts), and almoſt all the Swordi- 
men of this Kingdom, if we ſhould not keep the 
Field, and the Countenance of being Maſters 
thercof, how ill provided ſoever we do find our- 
ſclves. Wherefore we moſt humbly and earneſt- 
ly defire your Lordſhips to haſten away at the 
leaſt the full Number of ſuch Supplies of Horſe 
and Foot as we do write for 1n our laſt, and that 
it will pleaſe your Lordſhips to believe from us, 
that if the Country ſhould join with Tyroze, and 


the 
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the Horſe we muſt receive out of England, for 
the moſt of theſe here already, are much weak- 
ned and haraſſed out, with their continual Em- 
ployment in every Service. It may alſo pleaſe your 
Lordſhips to conſider, that in a Siege, where four 
thouſand ſuch Men as theſe Spaniards, are poſſeſſed 
of any place whatſoever, there will be neceſſarily 
required royal Proviſions, and great Numbers to 
force them, neither can it be thought, but the 
Sword and Seaſon of the Vear will continually waſte 
our Army, ſo as we are enforced earneſtly to deſire 
your Lordſhips, while this Action is in Hand to ſend 
us continual Supplies, without which this Army 
will not be able to ſubſiſt. And although (grieved 
with her Majeſty's huge Expence) we are loth to 

propound for ſo many Men as are conceived to be 
needful and profitable for the preſent Proſecution of 

this dangerous War, yet we are of Opinion, that 


1 the more Men her Majeſty can preſently ſpare, tobe 


employed in this Country, the more fate and ſudden 
End it will make of her Charge. And not without 
Cauſe we are moved to ſollicite your Lordſhips to 
cConſider thereof, ſince we now perceive that we have 
an Army of old and diſciplined Soldiers before us of 
four thouſand Spaniards (that aſſuredly expect a far 


1 greater Supply), and much about twenty thouſand 


fighting Men, of a furious and warlike Nation of 


8 the /7i/þ, which we may juſtly ſuſpect will all declare 
themſelves againſt us, if by our Supplies and Strength _ 


out of England, they do not ſee us likely to prevail. 
Theſe Provincials (a few of Carbry only excepted, 
appertaining to Florence mac Carty) do yet 
ſtand firm, but no better than Neutrality is to be 
expected from thoſe which are beſt affected, nor 
is ĩt poſſible to diſcover their Affections until Y- 
roze with the Triſh Forces do enter into the Pro- 
vince, who (as the Council at Dublin write) is 
providing to come hither. The Supplies from 
Spain are preſently expected: If they thould ar- 
J . rive 
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rive before our Army be ſtrengthened out of Eu- 
gland, or before this Town of Kinſale be taken, 
it muſt be thought a general Defection through- 
out the Kingdom (wherein we may not except 


the Towns) will enſue, and then the War will 


be drawn to a great length, and the Event doubt- 
ful. If the Queen's Ships do not in time come 
to Kin/ale, our Task will be very heavy, with this 
ſmall Army to force ſo ſtrong an Enemy, ſo well 
provided of all Neceſſaries for the War. W here- 
fore we humbly beſeech the ſending of them a- 
way, which will not only give us a ſpeedy courſe 
to win the Town, but alſo afſure the Coaſts 
for our Supplies, and give an exceeding ſtay to 
the Country (the Enemy fearing nothing more, 
and the Subject defiring nothing fo much as the 
Arrival of her Majeſty's Fleet.) The 60 Laſts 
of Powder and 6 Pieces of Battery with their 
Neceſſaries, the Victuals and all things elſe, written 


for in our former Letters, we humbly deſire may 


| J 

preſently be diſpatched hither, and although ſo 
great a Meſs of Victuals, as is needful, cannot 
be ſent at an inſtant, we defire it may be ſent as 
it can be provided, and directed for the Haven 
of Cork. What we ſhall be able to do till our 
Supplies come, we cannot ſay: But what we 
| ſhall have reaſon to fear, except they come in 
time, your Lordſhips may judge. Only we af- 
fure your Lordſhips, that her Majeſty (with the 
help of God) ſhall find, we will omit nothing 
that is poſſible to be done, nor ſhun any thing 
that may be ſuffered, to do her the Service we 
owe unto her. If in the mean time, by all our 
Letters both to the Council at Dublin, and all 
others in this Country, to whom we have oc 
caſion to write, we give out theſe Spaniards to 
be in Number not 3000, in their means {cant and 


miſerable, in their Perſons weak and ſickly, and 


in their Hopes diſmayed and amazed; we hope 
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your Lordſhips will conceive we do that, but for 
the countenancing of our Party, and to keep as 
many as we can from falling from us. On the 
other fide, Don Jean de Þ Aguila the Spaniſh Ge- 
neral, hath uſed many Arguments to move the 
Iriſh to Detection, and among other (which is 
very forceable and fearful unto their waverin 
Spirits), he tells them, that this is the firſt great 
Action that the King his Maſter hath underta- 
ken, and aſſures them he hath proteſted, that he 
will not receive Scorn in making good his En- 
terprize, and that he will rather hazard the Loſs 
of his Kingdoms, than of his Honour in this En- 
terpriſe. The Pricſtslikewile (to terrify the Con- 
ſciences) threaten Hell and Damnation to thoſe 
of the: /riſh, that do not aſſiſt them (having 
brought Bulls for that Purpoſe), and ſend a- 
broad Indulgences to thoſe that take their Parts. 
Theſe and ſuch like Policies (as their offering of 
ſix Shillings a Day to every Horſeman that will 
ſerve them) do ſo prevail with this barbarous Na- 
tion, as it is a wonder unto us, that from preſent 
ſtaggering they fall not to flat Defection, as they will 
ſoon do, if they once diſcover them of Ability to 
give us one Blow, before the coming of our Sup- 
plies and Means, which we are molt carneſtly to 
ſollicit your Lordſhips to haſten, aſſuring your 
Lordſhips that nothing will more confirm the 
State of this Kingdom, than the Arrival of her 
Majeſty's Fleet, which we are reſolved by the 
beſt Judgments may be employed in theſe Parts 
to prevent the Arrival of foreign Succours. Yet 
in the mean time we will omit nothing that ſhall 
be feaſable with the Force we have, neither have 
wee been idle ſince our coming hither, having had 
cContinual Skirmiſhes, whereof two eſpecially 
were well performed by our Men. The firft, the 
20th of this Month, when the Enemy by Night 
allied with more than 1000 Foot, to cut 0 1

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Guard of Horſe we kept near the Town, and 
purpoſing to attempt ſomething on our Camp; 
but 300 of our Men led by Sir Fohn Barkley did 
encounter them and beat them back, with Loſs 
of many of their Men, and ſome Bodies left in 
the Field, by whoſe Spoil our Men were encou— 
raged, and returned with Triumph. The other, 
the next Day when Cormock mac Dermot, chief 
Lord of Mruskerry, coming to the Camp, to 
ſhew us his riſing out, we willed him to return 
by the Spaniards Trenches, that they might ſee 
the /ri/þ ſerve on our Side againſt them, where 
they entertained a good Skirmiſh, but ſoon fal- 
ling off, a Horſeman was engaged and unhorſed : 
but Sir William Godolphin with my Troop reſcued 
him, charging cloſe to their Trenches, in a way 
| flanked by two Trenches, and filled with great 
Numbers of Shot, yet returned (to our great: 
Marvel) with little or no hurt, having beaten FF 
them from their Strength, and killed many of 
their Men, whereof they left ſome behind them, 
beſides others we ſaw them carry off. From this 
beginning we hope God will fo bleſs our Jut 
Quarrel, as ſhortly we ſhall have cauſe to inform * 
you of better Succeſs. We underſtand that Ty- FF 
zone will preſently come hither, which if he do, ñ⁶ 
your Lordſhips can judge how weak we are to 
deal both with him and the Spaniards, BB 


The ſame Day his Lordſhip wrote this following WF © 
Letter to Maſter Secreta p. * 
STR, DR | * 
V H A T we deſire, and how our Affairs are 
VV diſpoſed of, you have by our general Let- 
ters to my Lords. Now I will deſire, that my 
unremovable Affection may be held as a Conclu— 
ion ſo abſolutely granted, that I may no more 
trouble you with any Ceremonies z for you ce —— 
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find, that I will not value my Life, nor an 
fortune of this World to make you aſſured De- 
monſtration thereof, when I ſhall have the Hap- 
pineſs to have Power and Occaſion to ſhew it. 
Only now touching the point of my Lord Pre- 
ſident's coming over, to take from you any doubt, 
that in my own particular I could not ea:eſtl

having been long worn Gut in Skirmiſhes, Jour- 
es, and Sickneſſes, without any Supplies lately 


ſent out of England, though much and often de- 
fired. Theſe 6950 Foot were diſtributed into Re- 


giments comm. .aded by Colonels, as ſhall appear 
ar the Increaſe of the Liſt the next Month. 


The 27th Day our Artillery and Proviſions ſent 


From Dublin were janded at Oyſer Haven, our Mu- 


nition was brought into the Camp, and the Front 


of the Quarter that faced the Town, and both tho 


Flanks of our Trenches were more ſtrongly for- 
tified, and the Camp. was round about intrenched, 


and all thoſe Works perfected, which could not h 


done 
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done the Day before by Reaſon of the foul Wea- 
ther. 

Now the Spaniards held the Caftle of Rincorane 
from their firſt landing; and becauſe it commanded 
the Harbour of Kinſale, ſo that our Shipping could 
not ſafely land our Proviſions near the Camp, it 
was thought fit to make the taking thereof 2 our 
firſt Work. To which Purpoſe Sir Zohn Barkley, 
Sir William Godolphin, and Capt. Jois Bodley, 
Trench-Maſter, were {ſent to chuſe a fit Place to 
1 our Artillery againſt the Caſtle. The 28th 

ay two Culverins, which had not been long uſed, 
were made fit, and the next Day they were mount- 
ed. The Sypaniards were in the Town 4000 ſtrong, 
and we had not many more in the Camp by Pole, 

though our Lift were more. That night the Spa- 
 _niarts iſſued out of the Town by Water to relieve. 
the Caſtle, but Capt. Button's Ship did beat them 
BACK. © he zoth Day the two Culverins began ro 
batter the Caſtle, but one of them brake in the 
Evening.

This Night the Spaniards attempted again to 
relieve the Caſtle, but Sir Richard Percy, having 
the Guard with the Lord Preſident's Regiment 


under his Command, did repulſe them. The ziſt 


Day the Culverin battered the Caſtle, and that 
nn er Culverin and a Canon being 
* 
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planted, they play'd without Intermiſſion, which 
while we were bulily attending, foo of their prin- 
cipal Spantards came out of XKinſale (with Shew 
to go to reheve Rincorrau by Land) and drew to- 
ward a Guard we kept between Rincorran and the 
Town (leaving a great Groſs for their Seconds 
under the Walls), under that Colour to give 
a ſafe Paſſage for their Boats tothe Cattle. W here- 
upon divers broken Companies out of the Regi- 
ments in the Camp (being all in Arms) drew vo- 
luntarily that Way, and Sir Oliver St. John ſent 
out Capt. Roe, his Licutenant-Colonel, and Sir 
Arthur Savage's Lieutenant, with 100 Men, and 
{ecing them likely to draw on a round Skirmiſh, 
he himſelf took 3o Shot of his own Company and 
went up to them, where he found Capt. Roe, and 

thoſe with him, skirmiſhing with the Enemy's 

Shot, being 200, and having another Groſs lying 
near the Town to ſecond them; and ſeeing the 
Spaniards Come up cloſe with their Pikes to give 

_ a Charge, he joined with Capt. Roe, and encountring 


them, did beat them back to their Seconds, making 


them to retire haſtily, the Spaniards then playing 
upon our Men with Shot from every Houſe in 
that Part of the Town. In this Charge Sir Oli- 
ver St. John received many Puſhes of the Pike on 
his Target, and with one of them was ſlightly 


hurt in the Thigh, but he killed a Leader and a 


common Soldier with his own Hand: The Lord 
 Audley, coming up with his Regiment, was ſhot 
through the Thigh: Sir Garret Harvey was hurt in 
the Hand, and had his Horſe killed under him: 
Capt. Butler's Lieutenant was ſlain, and 4 other 
of our Part: Sir Arthur Savage's Lieutenant was 
Mot through the Body, and 14. other of our Part 


were hurt. The Enemy left ten dead in the Place, 


beſides their hurt Men, which we apparently ſaw 
to be many, and the next Day heard to be 70, 
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by one who ſaw them brought to the Houſe where 
their hurt Men lay, and who reported that eight 
of them died that Night. Likewiſe in this Skir- 


miſh Juan Hortefſs del Contreres was taken Priſo- 


ner, who had been Serjcant Major of the Forces 
in Britany, and our Men got trom them divers 
good Rapiers, and very good Arms. 

All this while our 3 Pieces battered the Caſtle 
till fix of the Clock at Night, when thole of the 
Caſtle did beat a Drum, which the Lord Preſident 


(whom the Lord Deputy had left there when him 
{elf in the Evening returned to take care of the 


Camp) admitted to come unto him. With the 


Drum came an /r//þ27u born at Cork, and theſe in 


the Name of the reſt prayed that with their Arms, 


Bag, and Baggage, they might depart to Kinſale. 


This the Lord Preſident refuſed, and ſaid he would 
not conclude with any but the Commander of the 
Caſtle, neither had Commiſſion to accept any Com- 
polition, but yielding to her Majeltys Mercy. 
Preſently they ſent another Drum and a Serjeant 
Vith him, but the Lord Preſident refuſed to ſpeał 
with them. At their Return the Commander hum— 


ſelf, being an Alſiero or (Enfign), called Lurtho— 
lomeo de Clarizo, (for the Captain hai ais Leg 


broken), came unto the Lord Prefideric, but in- 


ſiſting on the Condition to depart with Arms, Bag 


and Baggage to Kinſale, his Offer was refuſed. 


After he was put ſafe into the Caſtle we began 


afreſh the Battery, and they more hotly than ever 
before beſtowed their Vollies of Shot on us. But 


the firſt of November, at two of the Clock in the 


Morning, when they found how the Caſtle was 
weakned by the Fury of our Battery, they did a- 


gain beat a Drum for a Parley, but we retuſing it 


many of them attempted to e cape under the Rock 


| cloſe to the Water- ſide, which our Men perceiv- 
ing, drew cloſe up to the Caſtle and hindered their 


| Eicape. The firſt of November, carly in the Morn- 


my, 
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ing, the Lord Preſident came to the Camp and 
made Relation of that Night's Proceedings to the 
Lord Deputy, where it was determined, that if 
they would render the Caſtle and their Arms, up- 
on Promiſe of Lite to the Spaniards only, and 
promiſc to ſend them ſafe into Spain, they ſhould 
be reccived to Mercy, which was concluded, be- 
cauſe the ſpeedy taking of the Caſtle was of Im- 
portance to the more caly furniſhing us with all 
Proviſions from that Harbour, and of Reputation 
to our Side, as allo becauſe we could not enter 
the Breach without Loſs of good Men (which 
we eltcemed precious, being no more by Pole in 
the Camp than the Spaniards in the Town beſieged 
by us, by Reaſon our Companies were very defi- 
cient in the Numbers of the Liſt, having not been 
ſupplied out of England of a long time), and be- 
cauſe this noble Dealing with the Spaniards inthe 
Caſtle might induce thoſe in Kinſale to leave the 
Town upon like Compoſition when they felt the 
Miſery whereunto we hoped ere long to bring 
them. About one Hour of the Day the Alfiero 
ſent Word to the Lord Preſident (by that time 
returned) that he would quit all their Arms and 
render the Place, fo as they might be ſuffered thus 
unarmed to go into Kinſale, which being refuſed he 
intreated that himſelf alone might hold his Arms, 
and be put into Kinſale, which being allo re- 
taſed, he reſolutely reſolved to bury himſelf in the 
Caſtle. His Company ſeeing him deſperately bent 
not to yield, did threaten to caſt him out of the 
Breach, fo as they might be received to Mercy; 
ſo as at laſt he conſented to yield, and that all his 
People ſhould be diſarmed in the Caſtle (which 
was committed to Capt. Roger Harvey, then Cap- 
tain of the Guards, to ſce it done), that the Al- 
fero himſelf ſhould wear his Sword till he came 
to the Lord Preſident, to whom he ſhould render 
it up: And this being done, they were all brought 
Priſoners into the Camp, and immediately om from 
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thence to Cork. The Spaniſh thus yielded were in 
Number 86, and 4 Women (whoſe Names I have, Wl 
but omit them for Brevity), beſides a great Mul- | | 
titude of 7riſþ Churls, Women and Children, but I 
not any Swordſ- men; for thoſe being skilful in the 
Ways had all eſcaped, one Dermot Mac Carty only 
excepted, who was a Penſioner to the King of | 
Spain, and heretofore a Follower to Florence Muc pf 
Carty. Alſo ſome zo Spaniards had been flain in | 
the Defence of this Caſtle, which was now yicld- 
ed to us, thoſe in Arnſale not niaking one Shot at 
our Men the while, but ſtanding as Men amazed. 
The 2d of November, finding how much we 
had to doin taking Rincorran Caſtle with our weak 
Proviſions, it was concluded, that all Attempts 
againſt KAinſale Town were in vain till we were 
better furniſhed for ſuch a Buſineſs, which not- 
withſtanding we made daily countenance to take 
in Hand. This Day we drew our Ordi- 
nance from the Caſtle into our Camp. The 
third Day of November the Spaniſh Ser- 
jeant Major in Britany, taken in a Skirmiſh, 
and the Alfiero yielding at Rincorran, obtained Li- 
cence to write to Don Jean de Þ Aguila, and one 
of our Drums had Licence to carry their Letters, 
who ſtay'd in the Town all the following Night. 
And this Day his Lordſhip received Letters of 
Supplies ſent out of England, whereupon he wrote 
to the Council at Dublin, and to Sir Arthur Chi- 
cheſter, to make ſtay of certain Companies which 
lately he had directed to be brought out of the 
North and the Pale to the Camp at Kinſale. Touch- 
ing the ſaid Supplies her Majeſty writ to the Lord 
Deputy this Letter following. „

TPON ſuch Advertiſements as we have re- 
' ceived from divers Places of a Fleet diſpatch- 
ed from Spain with a good Number of Men of 
War to be landed in that Our Realm in .

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of Our Rebels there, We have thought good to 
ſend from hence ſome further Forces for Increaſe 
of Our Army there to enable you the better to 
make Head againſt them if they ſhall fortune to 
land: W heretore we have cauſed to be levied here 
the Number of 2500 Men, and appointed them to 
be embarked by the 20th Day of this Month of 
October (above the other 2000 lately ſent unto you); 
for this 2500 now levied, becauſe We cannot cer- 
tainly judge here, whether you ſhall find moſt 
conimodious for Our Service, either to uſe them 
for the filling up of decayed Bands there, or to retain 
them in Companies, or to employ ſome of them 
for filling up the Decays of other Companies, 
and toretain other ſome in Bands; We have thought 
good to leave the Diſpoſition of them to your

appointed. That 2000 more were then levied to

until either the Lord Preſident returned, or the 
new Forces and Proviſions promiſed from England | 
arrived, it being judged a great Work for us in 
the mean time, to continue our lying before the 
Town, ſince the Spaniards in the Town were 
more in Number, than we who beſieged them. 


The ſame 7th Day his Lordſhip and the Council here

And in the mean time humbly 
pray your Lordſhips both to accept in good Part 
and favourably to report unto her Majeſty, what 
hitherto we have been able to perform, though 
nothing to that we did affect, it our Means had 
anſwered our Deſires, or that little we expected 
to come from Dublin, which we ſent for upon the 
Spaniards firſt landing here, had by a more favour- 
able Wind arrived ſooner, as we hoped. We be- 
ſeech your Lordſhips give us leave to refer you 
for your Information in that Point to the Journal 
which herewithal we ſend, for thereby we con- 
ceive will beſt appear, both what we have done, 
and were enabled to do, ſince the Return of 
Maſter Marſhal and other Officers and Comman- 
ders, ſent of purpoſe into the Pale, and the Parts 
Northwards, to draw the Forces thereabouts the 
more ſpeedily hither to us, and to haſten hither 
{ſuch other Proviſions, as give us leave here we ſhould 
have need of. And with your Lordſhips Favour, 
licenſe us to add, that we can hardly proceed any 
further, till our Supplies of Men nd Munitions 
come; for we find it a Work of great Difficulty

| we have to force ſo many Men out of any Place, 
although it were not greatly otherwiſe fortified 
but by the Bodies of Men only, whereas this 
Town of Kinſale hath a good Wall, and many 
ſtrong Caſtles in it. „ . 
We do look hourly for Tyrone, eſteemed to be 
coming with a great Army of Horſe and Foot, 
elected out of all the Rebels in Ireland, and from 
all others that he can ſeduce ro his Party. 2 
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his coming theſe Provincials will diſcover them- 
ſelves either againſt us or Neutrals (as they are) 
for better we Þ not expect from them. Except 
our Supplies do come before his Arrival, we ſhall 
hardly be Matters ot the Field, but rather driven 
(we fear) to diſcontinue our Siege; yet if her 
Majeſty's Shipping, Proviſions, and Supplies, do 
arrive in any time, we hope to give her (e're it 
be long) a good Account of this Place; though 
we deſire your Lordſhips to conſider the Diffi- 
culties we have to contend with in this Country 
and Seaſon of the Vear, beſides the Force and 
Oppoſition of the Enemy. I the Preſident do 
acknowledge the Receit of ſuch an e e 
concerning Captain A. as it pleaſeth your Lord- 
ſhips to remember, and fince that time kept very 
good ſpyal upon him, and have had the Sight of 
all his Papers, yet cannot find any thing gives me 
Cauſe to ſuſpect him; and therefore we all thinx

His Lordſhip wrote his Mind plainly therein, 
adviſing that Sir Arthur Chicheſter ſhould be made 


_ _ Governor of all Ver, by what Name it ſhould 


pleaſe her Majeſty to give him, whereby he might 


direct all the Parts of that Province, and be Re- 


{dent where he ſhould think fitteſt for the Ser- 
vice, commanding in Chief where he came. The 
managing of the War to be in general left to 


himſelf, except he received particular Directions 


upon ſpecial Occaſions from England, or from the 


Lord Deputy, adding, that from him the Lords 


might be more ſpecdily informed, of what is 
done, or fit to be required for the making of that 
War, whom of all other Commanders he thought 


fitteſt for that Charge, praying that the Lords 


there would adviſe him and Sir Henry Doctwra, to

fence, as they now ſuffered Tyrone with a few 
Horſe, about the Number of 60 to burn and prey

and beſides had the Aſſiſtance of Companies in 
the Queen's Pay, being 3000 or 2000 at leaſt, yet 


if he would conſider, that 4000 Spaniards (for fo 
the Priſoner that we took delivered theni to be 
upon his Salutation, with whom all our Priſoners 


Relation and our Intelligence did concur) are poſ-

led about, and helped with many Advantages of 
Ground, (though commanded by ſome Places, 
he might eaſily conceive, that it mult be no ſmall 
Army can force them, ſince our Approaches this 
Winter were ſo difficult, that the very Trenches 


we made were continually filled with Water, and 


the Necay of our Men was fo great, by continu- 


al Labour, Sickneſs, Sword, and Bullet. And 
therefore we had no reaſon to keep a great Body 


of Men in the Pale to guard it, till this dange- 


rous War were finiſhed. But to prevent this Cla- 
mour of the Pale it was meerly impoſſible, though 


it would pleaſe her Majeſty to keep there 10000 
in her * when they would not ſtir, nor raiſe 
the Cry, but ſuffer themſelves to be ſo uſed, out 


of the Malice of their own Hearts, that they 


might have ſome Colour of Complaint, being the 


=» worſt Sort of People in all the Kingdom, though 
he proteſted he had been as careful of them, as if 
they had been his Kindred or ſpecial Friends, 


knowing well their Humour to be to clamorous. 
For her Majeſty's Expence, he beſought him to 


believe, that no Man did look upon it with more 
Grict than himſelf, who reaped no Commodity 


by it, only being a painful and faithful Diſtribu- 


ter thercof, according to the Neceſſity of her

we had News that the Earl of Thomond was landed 


with 1000 Foot left to the Lord Deputy's Diſ- 


poſal, and with 100 Horſe appointed in England 
to be commanded by the ſaid Earl ; and theſe 
were the 13 Ships diſcovered to paſs Weſtward. 
By this Time the Spaniards had gotten Know- 


ledge of the Lord Prefident's Departure from the 
Camp with good Part of our Forces, and there- 


upon ſuppoſing us to be much weakened, (as in- 
deed we were, and inferior in Bodies of Men to 
them in the Town), they drew out this Day 
about Noon moſt Part of their Forces, and ſoon 


after ſent ſome 60 Shot and Pikes to the Foot of 


the Hill cloſe by our Camp, leaving their Trenches | 
very well lined for their Seconds: Some of ours 


were 
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were preſently drawn out to entertain skirmiſh 
with thoſe that came up, and another ſtrong Par- 
ty was ſent out towards Rincorran, who from the 
buſhy Hill play'd in Flanks upon their Trenches, 
and did beat then from the ſanic; ſo as they that 
were firſt ſent out cloſe to our Camp being beaten 
back by our Shot, and thinking to find the Se- 
conds they left behind them, were diſappointed 
by their quitting of the Trenches, and by that 
Means driven to follow the reſt to the Succour of 
the Town; our Men following with much Fury 
hurt and killed divers, amongſt whom the 
brought off the Body of a Serjeant, and poſſeſſed 
the Enemy's Trenches, the which the Enemies 
bbeing reinforced) made many Attempts to regain, 
but were repulſed and beaten back into the Town. 
We heard by divers that Don Jean committed the 
Serjeant- Major, who commanded them in chief, 
preſently after the Fight, and threatene to take 
his Head, commended highly the Valo of our 
Men, and cry'd Shame upon the Cowardice of his 
own, who he ſaid had been the Terror of all Na- 
tions, but now had loſt that Reputation; and he 
gave ſtreight Commandment upon Pain of Death, 
which he cauſed to be ſet up on the Town Gates, 
that from thenceforth no Man ſhould come off 
from any Service until he ſhould be etche! off 
by his Officer, though his Powder w cre ſpent or 


his Piece broken, but make good his Place with 


his Sword. Capt. Soto, one of their beſt Com- 
manders was that Day ſlain, (for whom they made 
very great Moan), and ſome 20 more, beſides thoſe 
we hurt, which could not but be many. On our 


Side only ſome 10 were hurt and 3 killed, amon 


whom Mr. Hopton, a Gentleman of the Lord De- 
puty's Band, was {ore hurt, and in few Days died 
thereof. If this Skirmiſh had not been readily and re- 
ſolutely anſwered on our Part, the Spaniards had then 
diſcovered the Smalneſs of our Numbers, "og 
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would no doubt haye ſo plied us with continual 
Sallies as we ſhould hardly have been able to con- 
tinue the Siege. 

The 11th Day we had News that the 100 Horſe, 
and the 1000 Foot embarked at Barſtable, (both 
which were left to the Lord Deputy's Diſpoſal, the 
Horſe to be made new Troops, the Foot to be 
diſperſed for Supplies, or to raiſe new Companies 
as his Lordſhip ould think fit) were arrived at 
Waterford. 

The 12th Day Sir Richard Leviſon, Admiral of 
the Queen's Fleet ſent into Ireland, and Sir Amias 


Preſton, Vice-Admiral, were arrived with 10 Ships 


of War at Cork, herrin we had 2000 Foot all 


under Captains appointed in England, beſides other 
Proviſions of Artillery and Munition, and his 1 
Lordſhip directed the Admiral with all Speed to 


bring the Fleet into the Harvour of Kinſale. 


The 100 Do bis Lordſbip wrote to Maſter Secretary J 


. this following Letter:

EARING that our laſt Packet is not yet 
one from Cork, by Reaſon of the Contra- 


riety of the Wind, 1 "have ſo good Occaſion to 


make this Addition to our former Diſpatch that 


I have received Letters from my Lord of Thomond, 
Sir Anthony Cook, and others from divers Places, gg 
that all the Supplies appointed for this Province 
are ſafely arrived at Vaterford, Toghal, Cork, and 
Caſile- Haven, with no leſs (that I can hear _— 1 
but of one Victualer, although the Weather hath 
been extreme tempeſtuous; and this laſt Evening 
I was informed bur by a Rumour, that the Queen's 
Ships were diſcovered about the Haven of Cork, 
whereupon J preſently diſpatched to Sir Richard 
Leviſon to put into the Haven of Kinſale, for o- 
therwiſe it would be long ere we ſhall be able to 


avail ourſelves of ſuch Artillery and Munition as 


he 
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he brought for us. From my Lord Preſident I 
heard that the Rebels are drawn down very ſtrong, 
whereupon J have directed Sir Chriſtopher St. Lau- 
rence (that was coming to the Camp with moſt of 
the Forces of the Pale) to repair ſpeedily to my 
Lord Preſident, and I mean to ſend unto him 
all the Horſe that is now come out of England, 
which I hope will be Forces ſufficient to ſtop 
any Power the Rebels can make, ſpecially ſince 
Tyrone (as I hear) himſelf will not be with them 
except they do ſteal by, which will be hard to 
prevent. If they come to force their Paſſage, I 
am confident that againſt ſo many Horſe as the 
Lord Preſident ſhall have, they will never put 
themſelves upon the Plain: For although they are 
as dangerous an Encmy as any are in the World, 
when we are driven to ſeek them in their Strength, 
or paſs their Faſtneſs, yet are they the worſt and 
weakeſt to force their own Way, either upon 
Streights or Plains, ſo that except they ſteal their 
Paſſage, (which I fear moſt), I make no doubt 
but my Lord Preſident will give a very good Ac- 
count of them. We hear in the Camp, {ſince our 
laſt Letters, have not had much to do, only the 
Enemy one Day drew out (I think) moſt of his 
whole Force, upon Opinion that the greateſt Part 
of our Army was gone from us to meet the Re- 
bels, and began a round Fight with us cloſe to 
our Trenches; but we entertain'd them ſo well 
that we waited on them Home to the Walls of 
the Town, and made them leave ſome of their 
dead Bodies behind them, although we ſaw them 
carry many off with them. They have made with- 
in leſs than Caliver Shot of our Trenches very 
good Fights, even from thence cloſe to the Town, 
ſo that our Men did follow them with great Diſ- 

advantage, yet we did beat them from one Trench 
to another, till J had much ado to make our Sol- 
diers come off. The greateſt Loſs of our Side 
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fell to my Share, for I had one of my Company 
killed, and a very gallant Gentleman that ſerved 
in that Band, called Mr. Hopton, hurt (I fear) to 
death, and I think there was not above 2 or 3 
more that were killed in the Camp over our Heads 
while we were in the Skirmiſh. Then we made 
them ſo good a Muſter that they have thought 
good to check us no more, but within the Town 
and without they do wotk very hard, and have raiſed 
Ravelins and Mounts, and we on the contrary

as dark as Pitch, and I pray, Sir, think whether 
this bea Life that I take much delight in, who here- 
tofore in England, when I have had a Suit to the 
Queen, could not lie in a Tent in the Summer, 
nor watch at Night till the had {upped ; but by 
God, Sir, I will do for Queen Elizabeth that 
which I will not do for myſelf, and willingly, 
and be you my Pledge that I will faithfully ſerve 
her againſt all the World, or any in the World, 
or elſe, I beſeech God, now I am going out, that 
1 may never return alive to my Houſe of Turf, 
in the which I write this at her Majeſty's Camp 
before Kinſale this 13th of November, 1601.
